The Horrors of ffllllctlsm— Trial of Israel 

Daiumon. 

We have seen a report of the trial of a man who is term- 
ed Elder Dammon, at Dover m this State, commenced the 
17th ult , before Moses Sweat and Stth Lee, E'q; The 
trial derelopes moat shocking particulars, and convinces 
o« more fully than before, that town and city authorities 
should rntelere end arrest these sensual and 'demoralizing 
proceeds g 3. They are as ba ! as the worst days of that 
arch scoundrel and fanatic, Cochran, who “led silly wo- 
men captive, "and despoiled the domestic peace of many 
a peaceful asd respectable family A part of ’ 


He plead not guiUy, and numerous 
rawed during the time of the tnaL wl 


examined during the tuna of the tnaL which lasted two 
dajs. Some of the witnesses testified lhat they saw no’fc- 
mg at the meetings improper, and others detailed whal 
they saw— showing that the conduct of priso- 
ner and his associates was abominable. To this 
point Mr. J. tv E Harvey testified that be 
had attended: their meetings two days and four even 
lags. First meeting lasted eight days; have known 
Dammon six weeks; Dammon, White and Hall were 
leaders.

Darnmoo 
said the meeting was to be a private meeting, and they 
wanted no one 10 come m unless they believed as he did 
in the advent doctrine. 1 did go to them ; I went to sat- 
isfy myself what was done. I had no hostile feelings 
against them. Prisoner lived on his followers 
Wm C. Caosar, F>q , testified. He was at the meeting 
cn Saturday mght, from about 7 to 9 o’clock. There was 
a woman on the floor who lay on her back with a pillow 
under her head ; she would occasionally arouse up and 
tell a vision which she said was revealed to her. They 
would at tunes all be talking at once, halloing at the top 

of their voices; some of them said there was too; 

there After the cessetion of the noise, Dammt _ 
and was more coherent ; he complained ol tfcosetha came 
thee e who did not believe in the advent doctrine At cue 
time Damtnou said there were hogs there, not belorging 
10 the band, and pointed at him and said, I mean yon, sir 
Subsequently he addressed him again ; said, you can’t 
drive us out of town ; he stared him in the face aud said, 
I am an hoDest man, or I could not look you in tbe face, 
and yea have hell’s biass or you could not look me in the 
face. Dammon said if he was owner of tbe house, hr 
would compel all unbelievers to leave it ; they ware sit 
tine and layiog.on the flaor promiscuously, and were ex 
ceediogly noisy.

evening lately, and that Dammon was very abusive , call 
ei all other denomin (ions Daw, murderers, Ac A wo 
man was present, who preienled to have visions, and 
who was bia.phemously called Ihe Imitation of Christ— 
Sne was said to be from Portland- Her name was Ellen 
Harmon She told -Mrs. Woodbury she must be baptised, 
or go to hell. Mr* W. concluded to be baptised. A Miss 
Dormda Baker, of Orrington, figured largely. She told 
Lambert he was the devil aud would go to hcil She sub 
sequently went into ihe bed room withamaD, whom they 
called Eider White, and when they tome out they were 
hugging each other. Miss Baker then went to one Doore, 
and they kissed each other. This nigtt, ibey went to the 
water and baptized. The visionist, Miss Harmon, lying 
on the floor several heurs-from 7 to 1 o’clock, that night 
Part ol the time Dammon lay on the flior, on his back — 
Elder White said if the Almighty had any thing to reveal, 
he revealed it to Miss H. He acted as mediator. 

Deacon J*mes Rowe testified that prisoner wood up in 
the fluor and said, while I stand here, men nor devils can 
ncthnrtyou. He hid known him for 26t»30yeaic, and 
his character was good till recently 
JkbbB Gate* testified, that intno meeting he attend 
ed, he saw men wash women’s feet, Elder D was 
the presiding Elder HesawDimmon kiss Mrs Osborn. 

Ebes T&usdt testified that prisoner told him be must 
Dve on them lhat had property— and if God did not come, 
then they must all goto work together 
Thefi st witness effered by ths defeBce w83 Jas Ayer. 
Jr. He denied that a man went into the bedroom with 
Miss Baker. He is ao adventist, and said it was a part cf 
their iaith tn kres each ©ther-and that they had Bible an 
thontyfor xL He admitted that prisoner had no other 
business than to attend meetings Dammon admitted he 
had a spiritual wife, and was glad ol it. He understood 
Miss Harmon had a vision at Portland, and was travelling 
through the country relating il 
Job.Moodv, one ot the brethren, affirmed, that prisoner 
had repeatedly urg'd upon tnem the necessity of quitting 
all labor. He affirmed that D.’s character was goud. As 
for iui-elt, he had been serving the Lord and hammering 
against the devil cf 1 te. 

George Woodburv athmed he believed m Miss Har- 
mon’s visions, because «ha told his wile’s feelings cor- 
rectly. It was his impression that prisoner kissed his 
wife, believed the worl i will come to an tnd within two 
months; prisoner preachta so. Thia is the faith cf the 
band. 1 ne witness said, be beDeved the sisters Harmon 
and Baker's revelations as much 6S ihuugnthey came 
from God. Sister liarmot; se.dto his wife aud the girls, if 
they did not do as she*eid, ihey would ga to hell. His 
wife and Dammon passed across the floor on their hands 
and knees. Some mao did go into the bedroom. Heard 
brother Dammon say the gut of healing the sick ley in 
the chorcb. Dammon advised us not to work, oecause 
there is enough to live on until the end of the w orld. 

Others ot the band testified to prisoner’s good charac- 
ter, and one, Morrison, that they sat on the floor in order 


Thosus Proctor testified that prisoner confessed to 
him that Miss Baker had an exercise in the bed room, and 
he went in aud helped her out. 

Elder Fiayfl B* bile it testified that prisoner did not 
belong to the Free Will Baptist Church, and was not in 
fellowship wflh them. 

Jossrx Kmchvb, ot Garland, testified that he attended 
one Of Dunman’s meetings at Garland. Kebehaved well 
Ult the meettng was over, and then he felt to kissing and 
hugging a girl In Garland it is common report that he 
is a disturber of the peace. 

Much other testimony w as received, pro and con, of a 
similar character, and the prisoner openeuhisdtfence.— 
He ei,ed Luke 7, 36, John 13, last chip iu Romans, Phd 
bpians 1 h, 1st Thes.. 5th chap. J h. Holmes assisted him 
in his defence. C L. Chandler and 11 O Morrison argu- 
ed the eaasefor the state. 

Prisoner again orose and read the 50th and 1 26'h Psalm 
He argued that the day of grace bad gone by , tbatthe be- 
Jiaverii were reduced, bnt that iharc were too many yet, 
and that ihe end of the world would come within a week. 

The pnsonc* was sentenced to Jen days ia ihe House of 
C jrrtction, from which sentence he appealed. 

On Tuesday, ader the trial was concluded, and while 
the Court was waiting for the counsel to come in, pn 
soner and his witnesses asked permission, andTsucg that 
hymn, by John Craig, beginning— 

“ While I waa down in Egy pt’s land, 

1 Heard my Saviour w as at hand ; 

The midnight cry was sounding. 

And I wauled to be free. 

So I left my fornrat brethren 
To sound ihe jubilee.” 

These scenes are not eoacted at Atkinson only. In this 
city, we are icfoimed “ gross deeds ” are done by one sec- 
tion of these fanatics, for there are two One worship- 
ping with propriety of conduct, (so far as we know,) at 
Beethoven Hall,— tnc other at private houses. The latter 
hold to the “ kissing,” *• w ashing etch othet’s feet,” aban- 
doning work, Ac ; many of these wire occe respectable, 
happy, and comfortably situated.

Il is indeed a melan- 
choly reflection, and well deserving the attention of (he 
humane, bow this wildfire may be stopped, our you b 
prevented from pollution, those saved who are not yet 
utterly ruined- and those mined recovered if it can be 
so. We commend to the attention of all public au'hori 
ties, and private citizens, this evil in our midst ; and pray 
success may attend tbeir efforts to abate it, and prevent 
it* spread and desolating consequence- —PmtUni -Jrvus, 
March 13.

You have undoubtedly heard much about dock 
and gocse shooting upon the Southern Bays of 
Long leland. Having bad not long since some ex- 
perience in that line of busiaess, and thinking with 
the incidents connected to the excursion, it will be 
interesting, I communicate fheni to you. At cer- 
tain seasons of the year tbe above bays are visited 
by wild fowl in great numbers, and consequently 
lornish excellent sport for those who are fond of 
such amusement.

Havirg concluded to stay upon tho 
beach that night and be ready (or it in the morn- 
ing, went to a fishing hut styled Ihe “ Marine Pa- 
vtliion” in opposition, I suppose, to t'ne magnificent 
structure at Rockaway bearing lhat name. We 
expected to Had it unoccupied, but upon opening 
the door, we saw that it was occupied by some of 
the baytnen sitting before a fine fire. As usual, 
with tins class ot persons, they extended to us a 
hearty welcome, wishing us to I eel at borne in the 
“ Pavilhon.” They were a jolly set of lellows— I 
never shall forget them. They (the south baymen) 
are a peculiar people and a people much underra- 
ted by those who nave written concerning them 
if you ask one ol them to do you a favor, he will 
not stop to count the cost, but do it. Wuh a plen- 
ty of birds, eels and fish around him, and a perfect 
master of his gun, eel epear and clam rake, he is as 
independent as the day is loDg. When we entered, 
a hot debate was ort the carpet as to whether it 
was right to steal. After a few minutes it was re- 
sumed, a bsyman who had been an old sail, speak- 
ing in the affirmative. “1 tell you what it is Joel,” 
says he, “if you was as hungiy as 1 was once, hang- 
ing on a wreck off Hatteras, yon would 6teal qmck 
enough ” I asked him to give us an account of his 
dhinvv reck He complied, and spoke as follows : — 
“We sailed from the West fodia island, Antigua, in 
the clipper brig Persim<-n, w.th a cargo ol rum, 
bound to New York. We had fine weather for a 
tew days and then encountered a dreadful gale ; at 
length it lulled and the captain ordered me (I was 
then acuog as second mare) to sound the pumps; I 
did so, and found she was leaking fast. We com- 
menced pumping, but it was soon evident the bng 
must go down. She rolled heavily, aod tbe order 
was given to cut away the masts We cut the 
shrouds, and the next roll iney went by tbe board. 
And there was that pretty fast sailing bng a 
dismasted waterlogged hulk, drifting at tbe 
metev of the waves But Ebe did not sink 
any deeper thau her deck, on account of her 
cargo For four days aDd live nights, we clung 
to the wreck Ships passed us, but we could 
make no signal on account of our deck being 
swept— while every now end then the black fin ot 
a hungry shark would make its appearance upon 
the water, as (uough he was impatient for bis 
prey ; and a nautilus sailed by one day, which 
brought forcibly to mymind, wrecked as we were, 
some poetry that 1 had seen and learned in some 
book.” He then repealed the following lines by 
Byron, when describing tbe dangerous vicissi- 
tudes of a sailor’s file : — 

The tender Nautilus, who steers bis prow, 

The sea born tailor of Ihi* f bell canoe; 

Tne orean Mab, the fauy ol tbe sea. 

Seems far less fragile, and alas ! more tree. 

He, when the ligttnirg winged tornadoes sweep 
The surf, is safe, bis port is in tbe deep, 

Aod triumphs o’er the armadas cf mankind. 

Which shake the world, bnt crumble in the wind. 

“ At last we wtre discovered and taken from the 
wreck. I was so weak tha they hoisted me on 
so ard. Tbe brig afterwards came on shore upon 
the coast of North Carolina. ‘ There, Joel,’ said 
the old salt, * I rather think you would have stole 
oomrthmg to eat, if you could then ’” Joel seemed 
to think it very probable, and there the matter 
ended. They then commenced singing their bay 
songs, and after iney had sung awhile, my friend 
thought he would give them a touch of the “ Bo- 
hemian Girl,” and sang for them “ I dreamt that 
I dwelt in marble hallo,” very prettily.

THE HORRORS OF M ILLERISM- TRIAL OF j 
ISRAEL DAM MON. 

We have seen a report of the trial of a man j 
who is termed Elder Dammou, at Dovei, in 
this State, commenced the 17th ult., beforo 
Moses Sweat and Setli Lee, Esqa. The trial 
developes most shocking particulars, and con- 
vinces us more fully than before, that town and 
city authorities should interfere and arrest these 
sensual and demoralizing proceedings. They 
are as bad as tho worst days of that arch scoun- 
drel and fanatic, Cochran, who “led silly wo- 
men captive,” and despoiled the domestic peace 
t>f many a peaceful and respectable family. A 
part of the evidence we have omitted, it being 
too gross for publication. 

Uammon was charged with being a vaga- 
bond, a common railer and brawler, neglecting 
to support his family, &c. He plead not guilty , 
and numerous witnesses were examined during 
the time of trial, which lasted two days. Some 
of the witnesses testified that they saw nothing 
improper, and others detailed what they saw — 
shewing that the conduct of prisoner and his 
associates was abominable. To this point J. 
W. E. Harvey testified that lie had attended 
their meetings two days and four evenings. — 
First meeting lasted eight days; have known 
Dammon six weeks; Dammon, White and Hall 
were leaders. 

Dammon said the Binncre were going to hell 
in two days. They were hugging and kissing 
each other; Dammon would lay on the floor, 
then jump up; they would frequently go into 
another room. Dammon has no means to sup- 
port himself that l know of. The meeting ap- 
peared very irreligious; have seen him sit on 
the floor with a woman, his arms around her. 
The room they went into was a back room, 
don’t know what was iu it; 1 was in two rooms 
where there was a fire. In the back room they 
■aid the world’e people must nolfgo. Dammon 
■aid tho meeting was to be a private meeting 
and they wanted no one to come in unless they 
believed os he did in the Advent doctrine. 1 
did go to them; I went to satisfy myself what 
was done. I had no hostile feelings against 
them. Prisoner livod en his followers. 

Wm. C. Crosby testified. He was at the 
meeting on Saturday night, from about 7 to 9 
o’clock. There was a woman on the floor who 
lay on her back with a pillow under her head; 
■he would occasionally arouse up and tell a vi- 
sion which she said was revealed to her. They 
would at times all be talking at once, hallooing 
at the top of their voices; — some of them said 
there was too much sin there. Alter the ces- 
sation of the noise, Dammon got up and was 
more coherent; lie complained of those that 
came there that did not believe in the advent 
doctrine. At one time Dammon said there 
were hogs there not belonging to tho band, and 
pointed at him and said, 1 mean you, sir. Sub- 
sequently he addressed him again, said, you 
can’t drive us out of town; he atarod him in the 
f&ce, and said, I am an honest man, or I could 
not look you in the face, and you have hell’s 
brass or you could not look me in the face. — 
Dammon said if he was owner of the house, he 
would compel all unbelievers to leave it; they 
were sitting and laying on the floor promiscu- 
ously, and were exceedingly noisy. By spells 
it was the noisiest 1 ever attended. He had 
seen them in groups hugging and kissing each 
other. Once saw Eldor Hall with his boots off, 
and the women would go and kiss his feet. — 
One girl made a smack, but did not hit his foot 
with ner lips. Hall said, 'He that is ashamed 
of me before men him will I be ashamed of be- 
fore my father and the holy angels.” She then 
gave his feet a number of kisses. 

Lotion Lambert testified that he attended a 
meeting one evening lately, and that Dammon 
was very abusive; calling all other denomina- 
tions liars, murderers, &c. A woman was pre- 
sent, whe pretended to have visions, and who 
was blasphemously called the Imitation of Christ. 
She was said to be from Portland. Her name 
was Ellen Harmon. She told Mrs. Woodbury 
she must be baptised or go to hell. Mrs. W. 
concluded to be baptised. A Miss Dorinda Ba- 
ker, of Orrington, figured largely. She told 
Lambert lie was the devil and would go to hell. 
She subsequently went into the bed room with 
a man, whom they called Elder White, and 
when they came out they were hugging each 
other. Miss Baker then went to one Doore, 
and kissed each other. This night, they went 
to the water and baptized. The visionist, Miss 
Hannon, lying on the floor several hours — 
from 7 to 1 o'clock, that night. Part of the time 
Dammon lay on the floor, on his back. Elder 
White said if the Almighty had any thing to 
reveal, he revealed it to Miss H. She acted as 
mediator. 

Deacon James Rowe testified that prisoner 
stood up in the floor and Baid, While I stand 
here, men nor devils cannot hurt you. He had 
known him for 20 to 30 years, and his charac- 
ter was good till recently. 

Jere B. Green testified that in the meeting 
he attended, he saw men wash women's feet, 
&c. Elder D. was the piesiding Elder. He 
saw Dammon kiss Mrs. Osborn. 

Eben Trundy testified that prisoner told him 
he must live on them that had property, and if 
God did not come, then they must all go to 
work together. 

The first witness offered by the defence, was 
James Ayer, Jr. He denied that a man went 
into the bed room with Miss Baker. He is an 
adventist, and said it was a part of their faith 
to kiss each other— -and that they had Bible au- 
thority for it. He admitted that prisoner had 
no ollior business than to attend meetings.— 
Dammon admitted he had a spiritual wife, and 
was glad of it. He understood Miss Harmon 
had a vision at Portland, and was travelling 
through the country relating it. 

Job Moody, one of the brethren, affirmed 
that prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them 
the necessity of quitting all labor. He affirmed 
that D's character was good. As for himself, 
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he had been serving the Lord and hammering 
against tho devil of late. 

George Woodbury afliruied he believed in 
Miss Harmon’s visions, because she told his 
vv ife’s feelings correctly . It was his impression 
that prisoner kissed his wife. Believed the 
world will come to an end within two months; 
prisoner preaches so. This is the faith of the 
band. It was said, and ho believed, the sisters 
llarmon and Baker’s revelations as much as 
though they came from God. Sister Harmon 
Baid to his wife and the girls if they did not do 
as she said, they would go to hell. His wile 
and Dammon passed across tho floor on their 
hands and knees. 8otne man did go into the 
bed-room. Hoard brother Dammon say the 

S ' ft of healing tiie sick lay in the church.— 
ainmon advised us not to work, because there 
is enough to live on until the end of the world. 

Othora of the band testified to prisoner’s 
good character, and one (Morrison) that they 
sat on the floor in order to convene more peo- 
ple. 

Thomas Proctor testified that prisoner con- 
fessed to him that Miss Baker had an exercise 
in the bed- room, and he went in and helped her 
out. 

Elder Flavel Bartlett, testified that prisoner 
did not belong to tho Free-will Baptist church, 
and was not in fellowship with them. 

Joseph Knights, of Garland, testified that 
lie attended one of Dummon’s meetings at Gar- 
land. Ho behaved well till meeting was over, 
and then lie fell to kissing and hugging a girl. 
In Garland, it is common report that he is a 
disturber of' the peace. 

Much other testimony was received, pro and 
con, of a similar character, and the prisoner 
opened his defence. He cited Luke 7, 36; 
John IS, last chapter in Romans. Phillipians 
4th; 1st Thes. 5th chap. J. 9. Holmes assist- 
ed him ill his defence. C. L. Chandler and H. 
O. Morrison argued tho cause for the State. 

Prisoner again arose, and read the 50th and 
126th Psalm. He argued that the day of grace 
had gone by, that the believers were reduced, 
but that there were too many yet, and that tho 
end of the world would oome within a week. 

The prisoner was sentenced to ton days in 
the House of Correction; from which sentence 
ho appealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, 
and while the Court was waiting for the coun- 
sel to come in, prisoner and his witnesses asked 
permission, and sung that hymn, by John 
Craig, beginning— 

“WhilH I was dewn in Egypt’s land, 

1 heard my Saviour was at hand; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 

And ! wanted to he free, 

So I left my former brethren 
To sound tile jubilee.” 

These scenes are not enacted at Atkinson, 
only. In this city, we are informed, “gross 
deeds” are enacted by one section of these fa- 
natics — for there aio two: one worshipping with 
propriety a} Beethovan Hall, the other at pri- 
vate houses. The latter hold to kissing, wash- 
ing each others' feet, &c. Many of these were 
once respectable, happy, and comfortably situ- 
ated. __ 

Mr. Gough's Temperance Lectures. A 
writer at Alexandria, to a Northern paper, 
thus eloquently refers to the lectures on tem- 
perance by Mr. Gough: 

Well, I have heard at length the Temper- 
ance lecturer — John B. Gough. He arrived 
in Washington, from Baltimore, the latter part 
of last week, and after addressing crowds at 
the Capitol, visited us on Tuesday, and spoke 
in the Lyceum Hall, a spacious room, on Tues- 
day and Wednesday nights. On Wednesday 
afternoon, the Second Presbyterian Church 
was filled with ladies, to whom by previous ap- 
pointment he delivered an address on the power 
of female example and exertion in the cause 
! of Temperance. Our expectations, it must bo

i and behold tho hall was crowded more densely 
than beforel After prayer, Rev. Mr. Marsh, 
the laborious and indefatigable Secretary of 
tbe American Temperance Union, aroso, and 
in an appropriate speech of some few minutes, 
adverted to the character and the triumphs of 
this cause, glancing at the progress of the past, 
and the prospects of the future. Having hap- 
pily prepared the way for his young coadjutor, 
Mr. Gough now rose, a youth of palo counte- 
nance, bordering even on pensiveness, person- 
ally a stranger to us all, and burdened with a 
reputation tor eloquence, which it seemed dif- 
ficult for him much longer to carry. But oh, 
that conciliatory exordium! Was it the power 
of nature, or was it the perfection of art? — 
There was art in it, but it was learned, not in 
the school of the Rhetorician, but of Nature. 
It was indeed an ingenuous disavowal of mil 
claim to the character of an instructor, or to 
the gifts of a well furnished public speaker.— 
As to education, his aodience had doubtless en- 
joyed advantages superior to himself, he said, 
since ho had never been at school. This de- 
ference to his audience, composed of the flower 
of an intelligent city, combined with the unaf- 
fected modesty of nis demeanor in all things 
touching himself, opened a clear way for the 
march of his oratory. W^e were now prepared 
to go with him into any field he might select. 
The wand of the magician began to exert its 
influence, the magician himself the while seem- 
ing to be unconscious of the waxing powers of 
his enchantment. 

He began by touching some of the finer 
chords of that instrament which God has 
strung within us all, and the responsive echoes 
truly told it was not in vain. He appealed to 
that love and sympathy which littie children 
naturally excite in our bosoms, when we be- 
hold them in a state of suffering. A child with 
a broken limb— a child drowning — a child burn- 
ing— a child in any condition of distress, in- 
stantly awakens sympathy and meets deliver- 
ance if deliverance be possible. But who cares 
for the child of the drunkard? Then came 
forth one of his paintings of that home scene 
the principal figures of which are such a father, 
and such children, the former the cruel author 
of the most aggravated sufferings of the latter, 
whom God had designed he Bhould protect, 
cherish and bless with a father’s blessing.—

Correspondence of the Sheet Anchor. 

Princeton, March 1 2th, 1845. 

The formation of a Stato Historical Society ia 
viewed with much interest by this community, and 
there ia a prevalent feeling in favor of measures being 
taken by the Legislature to procure from abroad, 
copies of such documents as may throw light upon the 
early history of New Jersey. In the year 1838, 
several gentlemen met in Princeton, for the purpose 
of forming a Historical Society, but from some causa, 
the plans formed wore never carried out At that 
meeting, a distinguished gentleman of this place was 
selected to prepare and deliver a Lecture on the 
Battle of Princeton, and a beautiful map, on a very 
large scale was prepared with great care and labor, 
for the illustration of tho discourse. This map, I am 
told, may bo seen in one of the public rooms of the 
College. 

In former communications, I made some mention 
of the early history of the College, and of its inti- 
mate connection with the revolutionary history of the 
country, and it is worthy of remark, that from its 
first establishment, it became the nursery of the great 
nien of tho land. The first class was graduated in 
1748, and numbered six students, tho second seven, 
tho third six, the fourth ten, the fifth six ; so that at 
tho end of the year 1752, but thirty-five students 
had been graduated at the College ; and yet of this 
small number a great majority became eminent men. 
Twenty entered the sacred office, and several of the 
remaining fifteen, became distinguished in tho history 
of tho country. Among these thirty-five graduates 
I find the names of Richard Stockton, George Duf- 
field and Samuel Livormore. Mr. Stockton was a 
member of the first class that was graduated at tho 
institution, and was born at Princeton, October 1st, 
1730. After ho had completed his collegiate course, 
ho pursued tho study of the law, with David Ogden, 
of Newark. In 1774 he was appointed a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of New Jersey. In 1776 he was 
elected a member of the Continental Congress. — 
Being an ardent friend of liberty, ho took au active 
and prominent part in that illustrious body, and on 
tho 4th of July, 1776, affixed his name to tho Declar- 
ation of our National Independence. But a few 
months after this, 3Ir. Stockton was called upon to 
redeem the plodge so solemnly made for the support 
of that charter of our rights. On the 30th of Novem- 
ber, 177G, tho royalists devastated Ills land, wasted 
his property, and utterly destroyed his valuable libra- 
ry. Not content with this, they seized Ills person, 
and threw him into a foul prison in New York, where 
lio endured sufferings which wholly undermined his 
constitution and destroyed his hculth. Ho was final- 
ly liberatod, through the interposition of Congress. 
At the bar 3Ir. Stockton acquired a distinguished and 
brilliant reputation. He was no pettifogging foment- 
er of village vexation, and while he invariably re- 
fused to engage in any causo which he had reason to 
believe was unjust, he always stood forth promptly in 
defence of tho helpless and injured. As a Judge, ho 
was learned, impartial and inflexible. 3Ir. Stockton 
died at Princeton, on the 23th January, 1781, at tho 
age of fifty years, and was up to the period of his 
death, a Trustee of tho College of which he was the 
first graduate. 31r. S. was the father of the late 
Hon. Richard Stockton, and grand-father of Captain 
Robert F. Stockton of tho United States Navy. 

The Rev. George Duffield, D. D., was born in tho 
city of Philadelphia, in the month of October, 1732, 
and was graduated at Princeton in 1752, and became 
one ofthe most eloquent preachers and distinguished 
scholars in the country. In the struggle with^Great 
Britain, Dr. Duffield was an early and zealousVriend 
ol tho liberties of his country, and from his talents, 
eloquence and position, exercised an important influ- 
ence in favor of American freedom. 

Samuel Livermore, LL. D., was born at Waltham, 
in 1732, and graduated at Princeton in 1755. Be- 
fore the revolution, he was Judge Advocate of tho 
Admiralty Court, and from 1782 to 1790 Judge of 
the Supremo Court of New Hampsliire. From 1793 
to 1801 he was a member of the United States Sen- 
ate, and died in 31ay, 1803. 

I have above given a brief sketch of three of the 
thirty-five who were graduated during the first five 
years ofthe existence of “The College of New Jersey.” 
During the ninety -seven years that this institution has 
been in existence, between two and three thousand 
graduates, after spending their novitiate within its 
venerable walls, have gone forth into the world ; of 
these, more than one thousand have 44 rested from 
their labors. * A wide aud rich field is here open to 
any who may choose to enter. The history of those 
who have here laid the foundation of their future 
fame, cannot be without interest to every Jerseyman. 


Ah Organized Community in Oregon. — Dr, 
White, wiio has recently removed to Oregou, writes 
to his friends near Ithaca, that a colony ia rapidly 
settling at the falls of the Willamette, where Oregon 
City has been founded, containing a population of 
several hundred, 4 stores, 3 saw mills, and 2 flour 
mills, one of which has 5 run of stone, aud cost 
815,000. 

They have a regular colonial form of government, 
five counties being represented by 13 members. The 
Legislature had just closed a session of 8 days, during 
which 25 bills were passed. Dr. W., though not u 
member, by paying §10, purchased the privilege of 
speaking upon one of them,-— proposing to abolish the 
manufacture, introduction or sale of ardent spirits in- 
to the territory. It passed unanimously and became 
law. Attempts have been made to introduce liquor, 
but they have been thwarted, once by imposing heavy 
bonds and once by throwing a distillery into the Wil- 
lamette river. 

The Executive is composed of a committee of 
three; the Judiciary of a Judge with probate pow- 
supremo in his department, who visits each 
county twico a year. Simple as it is, this govern- 
ment answers all the purposes of the country. — 
Every tiling is prosperous; the crops are good and 
Dr. White expresses the belief that tho region on the 
Willamette is one of the most healthy, delightful 
and promising regions on the globe. — Cotir. 4* E/19. 


Fire . — The large four story woodeu building in 
Dedham, Mass., belonging to the New England Silk 
Company, was with most of its content* destroyed by 
fire on Tuesday nighL Loss estimated from ten to 
twelve thousand dollars. The building was insured 
for .$3000, and there was about tho same amount on 
the materials. Seventy-five ojxratives aro thrown 
out of employment by the disaster. 

The storo-room, ware-houses, &c., of 3Iessrs. 
uruliart and Matthews, of Independence, Mo., with 
all the goods, worth about 86600 i and S. Noland’s 
tavern and all the houses connected therewith, wore 
destroyed by fire on the night ofthe 19th lilt.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15, 1845. 

To the Hon. Mr. Cushing : 

Dear Sir — I am encouraged by your uniform cour 
tesy, to trespass for a moment upon your kind atten- 
tion, while 1 impose upon you a small eervice which 
1 am sure you will readily perform. 

In a casual conversation which transpired at the 
President's house a few evenings since, I understood 
you to say, very much to my gratification, that m 
your recent negotiations witli tho Emperor of China, 
which have terminated so honorably to yourself, and 
so beneficially to the country, you rccoived important 
facilities from tho American missionaries, now resident 
in the Celestial Empire. 

Believing that the information thus incidentally 
communicated would be highly gratifying to the 
Christian Church, and would serve greatly to correct 
the misapprehension which exists in reference to the 
utility of the missionary enterprise, I beg leave to ask 
the favor of you to communicate to me such facts in 
relation to this subject as you would be willing should 
meet the public eye, under the sanction of your 
authority, and as might Bervo to advance that blessed 
cause which must eventually triumph. I am, dear

The Rev. Septimus Tuston : 

Dear Sir— —I have groat pleasure in communicating 
to you the information desired in your favor of tho 
15th inst. 

It is true that in tho late negotiations with China 
the most important, not to say indispensable service 
was derived from American missionaries in China, and 
more especially from Dr. Bridgman and Dr. Parker. 
They possess the rare qualification of understanding 
the Chinese language, which enabled them to act as 
interpreters to the legation ; their intimate knowledge 
of China and the Chinese made them invaluable as 
advisers ; and their high character contributed to give 
weight and moral otrength to the mission. And 
while their co-operation with me was thus of eminent 
utility to the United States, it will prove, I trust, not 
less useful to tho general cause of immunity and of 
religion in tho East. 

But the particular service rendered by the Ameri- 
can missionaries in this case is but one of a great class 
of facts, appertaining to tho whole I tody of Christian 
missionaries in China. 

In the first place, other legations to China have 
been equally dependent on the Christian missionaries 
for the means of intercourse with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment; of which well known examples occur in 
the history of the successive British embassies of Lord 
Macartney, Lord Amherst and Sir Henry Pottinger. 

In the second place, the great bulk of the general 
information we possess in regard to China, and nearly 
the whole of the primary philological information con- 
cerning the two great languages of the Chinese Em- 
pire, namely, the Chinese and the Manchu, are 
derived through the missionaries, both Catholic and 
Protestant. 

On the subject of general information, without en- 
cumbering this letter with the enumeration of a vast 
number of detached works, I will mention only the 
“3Iemoires concernant les Chinois,” edited by Grosier, 
and Dubalde’8 great work, as evidence of what the old 
Catholic missionaries did, and the Chinese Repository, 
conducted bylhe American missionaries, Dr. Bridg- 
man and 3Ir. Williams, and tho works of Mr. Gutzlaff, 
to attest the labors of tho American Protestant mis- 
sionaries toward the collection and diffusion of a proper 
knowledge of the institutions and condition of China. 
Many other groat works of this class will occur to 
thote who have cultivated this branch of literature. 

On the subject of philological information as to China, 
furnished by missionaries, 1 mention the following

For the Manchu language (being the only means of 
access to the language which Europe possesses)

Not having my notes and books with me here, I 
merely suggest to you from memory, such of the 
more familiar and important works of this nature as 
readily present themselves to my recollection ; but 
even this imperfect statement will enable you to judge 
of the inestimable value of tho philological publica- 
tion of the Christian missionaries in China. 

In thus briefly answering your inquiry on a single 
point in the history of Christian missions, namely, 
their incidental usefulness, permit me to add that, 
eminently great as this their incidental utility has been, 
it is but a small point, comparatively, among the great 
and good deeds of the religious missionaries in the 
East. There is not a nobler or a more deeply inter- 
esting chapter than this, in the history of human 
courage, intellect, self-sacrifice, greatness, and vir- 
tue ; and it remains yet to bo written in a manner 
worthy of the dignity of the subject, and of its rela- 
tions to civilization and government, as well as to the 
Christian Church.

Water Cure. — Dr. Tucker, editor of the Democrat- 
ic Freeman, published ill Syracuse, relates the fol- 
lowing interesting case of water cure, occurring in 
his own family : 

A few weeks since a member of our family, a 
daughter between five and six years of age, was at- 
tacked with inflammation of the lungs. Her symp- 
toms were pronounced of an alarming character by a 
skillful physician who was called in to examine her, 
and the usual prescription of blister or bleeding with 
powerful medicines recommended. Her fever was 
so high, and the pain in her head, chest and limbs so 
severe, that she could not rest day nor night. We 
were advised by a friend to try cold water treatment, 
instead of the medicines. With some hesitancy and 
misgivings we resolved to do so — consequently put 
the medicines away, as a last resort. The child was 
divested of all her clothing and wrapped in linen 
sheets of four thicknesses, and the child covered with 
blankets. After remaining in the sheets about one 
hour, they were changed ; and so repeated during the 
first day of trial. On the return of the paroxysm of 
the fevor on the second day the wet sheets were ap- 
plied, and perspiration produced with the first appli- 
cation. They were then removed and the patient 
placed in bed, in flannel sheets, where she slept qui- 
etly for three hours. The fever returned again in 
the evening and was broken upon in the same man- 
ner. This course was pursued for five days, and 
nothing administered to eat or to drink save cold wa- 
ter, or cold crust coflee. The paroxysms becoming 
less violent every day, until tho sixth day, when there 
was none, and the patient was enabled to sit up aud 
receive light nourishment. She soon recovered en- 
tirely, and is now well. 

We have made the same application to our young- 
est son of 12 months, for severe attack of croup, with 
like success — the application of cloths being confined 
to the chest and throat. 


A Fugitive Slate Case . — Our town has been un- 
der considerable excitement for a few days past on 
account of proceedings that have been had in rela- 
tion to some black boys. Three tnen from Kentucky, 
assisted by a man belonging iu this place, took forci- 
ble possession of two black boys alledging that they 
were fugitive slaves. The men were then arrested 
for riot, upon the ground that they had conspired to- 
gether and taken possession of the blacks in violation 
of law. They were examined before Esquire Barker 
aud Mayor Sadler, and put under bonds of one hun- 
dred dollars each, for their appearance at the next 
term of tho Court of Common Pleas, to answer to 
the charge. 

The black boys, who had still remained in posses- 
sion of the Kentuckians, were then brought before 
Judge Farwell upon a writ of habeas corpus. At the 
nmc of going to press, tho case was being argued. — 
dusky City (Ohio) Mirror, March 4.

Winter Birds . — I have heretofore, in the columns 
of the Journal of Commerce, noticed the visits of 
Winter Birds. In the winter of 1842 and 3, a flock 
of Snow Birds visited me several times a day during 
cold weather. In 1843 and 4, a flock of Snow Birds 
came, the same as the previous winter ; but were ac- 
companied by two Ground Sparrows. The Snow 
Birds left about the middle of April, and the Ground 
Sparrows about the the middle of May. The Ground 
Sparrows returned the last week in June, with their 
little ones, and remained about a week. On the last 
Sabbath of December, 1844, several Snow Birds 
came to seo me, but made only a brief visit. Dur- 
ing the month of January, occasionally one Snow 
Bird, and sometimes two, visited me. On the 31st 
of January a flock of Snow Birds came, and re- 
mained nearly all day ; and on tho first of February, 
which was a very cold day, the Snow Birds came in 
great numbers, accompanied by one of the Ground 
Sparrows. These birds continued their visits, which 
were frequent, and increased in numbers. As many 
us six or seven Ground Sparrows came the day be- 
fore the thunderstorm, which took place on the 16th 
Feb. At about four o’clock in the afternoon next 
before the storm, as I sat by the garden window wri- 
ting, I noticed all the birds preparing for flight by ap- 
proaching the very tops of the trees, and nearly all at 
the same time took wing and proceeded in a direc- 
tion about South. This surprised me, for it was an 
hour earlier than usual. These birds did not return 
until the 27th of February, and again on the 28th 
increased numbers, and have not returned since the 
28th. Their last series of visits were about 1 1 o’clock 
in tha forenoon. Formerly they came late in the af- 
ternoon, and also early in the morning. I have been 
careful to feed these feathered visitors, and if at any 
time the feed happened to be out, the largest Ground 
Sparrow would make the fact immediately known to 
me. Some of these birds came upon the window 
sill, within eighteen inches from me as I sat writing. 
These birds possess tho faculty of acquiring knowl- 
edge, are endowed with memory, and appear grate- 
ful for kindnesses shown them. I have never seen 
quarrel among them, and they always appear cheer- 


ful. They are in these matter excellent schoolmas- 


ters. I have been unable to form any opinion of the 
distance they came to see me, but I have sometimes 
supposed that they came from tho grove of the 
Greenwood Cemetery, or from the Jersey Pino 
oods. — Jour, of Com.

The Horrors of Millerism. 

Trial or Israel Dau.mon. — Wo have seen are- 
port of the trial of a man who is termed Elder Dam- 
mon, at Dover, Maine, commenced the 17th ulL be- 
fore 3Ioses Sweat and Seth Lee, Esqs. The trial 
devdopes most shocking particulars, and convincea 
us more fully than before, that town and city author- 
ities should interfere and arrest these eensual aud 
demoralizing proceedings. They are as bad as the 
worst days of that arch scoundrel and fanatic, Coch- 
ran, who “led silly women captive,” and despoiled the 
domestic peace of many a peaceful and respectable 
family. A part of the evidence we have omitted, it 
being too gross for publication. 

Dammort was charged with being a vagabond, a 
common railer and brawler, neglecting to support his 
family, &c. He plead not guilty , and numerous wit- 
nesses were examined during the time of tho trial, 
which lasted two days. J. 3V. E. Harvey testified 
that he had attended their meetings two days and 
four evenings. They were hugging and kissing each 
other ; Dammon would lay on the floor, then- jump 
up ; they would frequently go into another, room. — 
Dammon has no means to support himself that I 
know of. The meeting appeared very irreligious ; 
have seen him sit on the floor with a- woman, his 
arms around her. The room they went into was a 
back room. They said the world’s people must not 
go there. 

Wm. C. Crosby, Esq., testified; He was at the 
meeting on Saturday night, from about 7 to 9 o’clock. 
There was a woman on the floor who lay. on her back 
with a pillow under her head ; she would occasion- 
ally arouse up and tell a vision which she said" was 
revealed to her. They would' at times all be talking 
at once, halloing at the top of their voices ; some of 
them said there w r as too much sin there. By spells it 
was the noisiest I ever attended. He had seen them 
in groups hugging and kissing each other. Once 
saw Elder Hall with his boots off) and tho women 
would go and kiss his feet. One girl made a smack, 
but did not hit his foot with her lips. Hall said, ‘He 
that is ashamed of me before men, him will I be 
ashamed of before my father and the holy angels.’ — 
She then gave his feet a number of kisses. 

Lorton Lambert testified that he attended a meet- 
ing one evening lately, and that Dammon was very 
abusive ; called all other denominations liars, murder- 
ers, &c. A woman was present, who pretended to 
have visions, and who was blasphemously called the 
Imitation of Christ. She was said to be from Port- 
land. Her name was Ellen Harmon. She told Mrs. 
Woodbury she must be baptized, or go to hell. Mrs. 
W. concluded to be baptized. A Miss Dorinda Baker, 
of Orrington, figured largely. She- told Lambert 1: 
was the devil and would go to hell. She subsequent- 
ly went into the bed room with a man, whom they 
called Elder White, and when they came out they 
were hugging each other. Miea Baker then went to 
one Doore, and they kissed each other. This night 
they went to the water and baptized. The visional 
Miss Harmon, lying on the floor several hours — from 
7 to 1 o’clock that night. Part of the time Dammon 
lay on the floor, on his back. Eldor White said if 
the Almighty had any thing to reveal, he revealed 
it to Miss H. She acted as mediator. 

Jere B. Green testified, that in the meeting he at- 
tended, he saw men wash women’s feet. See — Elder 
D. was the presiding Elder. He saw Dammon kiss 
Mrs. Osborn. 

Eben Trundy testified that prisoner told him he 
must live on thorn that had property — and if God 
did not come, then they must ail go to work together. 

The first witness offered by the detence, was Jas. 
Ayer, Jr. He denied that. a man went into the bed 
room with Miss Baker. He is an adventist, and said 
it was a part of their faith to kiss each othei — and 
they had bible authority for it. He admitted that 
prisoner had no other business than to attend meet- 
ings. Dammon admitted he had a spiritual wife, and 
was glad of it. He understood 3Iiss Harmon had a 
vision at Portland, and was travelling through the 
country relating it. 

Job 3Ioody, one of the brethren, affirmed, that 
prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them the necessi- 
ty of quitting all labor. He affirmed that D’s char- 
acter was good. As for himself, he had besit serving 
tho Lord and hammering against the devil of late. 

George Woodbury affirmed he believed in Miss 
Harmon’s visions, because she told his wife’s feelings 
correctly. It was the impression that.prisoner kissed 
his wife. Believed the world will come- to an end 
within two months ; prisoner preaches so. This is 
the faith of the band. He believed the sisters Har- 
mon and Baker’s revelations as much a6 though they 
came from God.- Sister Harmon said to his wife and 

tho girl*, it’ thoy Wrtt /Ia no cho «!<!, thoy \r«uU 

go to hell. His wife and Dammon passed across the 
floor on their hands and knees. Some man did go 
into the bed room. Heard brother Dammon say the 
gift of healing the sick lay in the church. Dammon 
advised us not to work, because there i3 enough to 
live on until the end of the world. 

Thomas Proctor testified that prisoner confessed to 
him that Miss Baker had an exercise in tho bed room, 
and he went in and helped her out. 

3Iuch other testimony was received, pro and con, 
of a similar character, and the prisoner opened his 
defence. He eked Luke 7, 36 ; John 13 ; last chap, 
in Romans. Phslippians 4th ; 1st Thes. 5th chap. 

Prisoner again rose, and read the 50th and 126th 
Psalm. He argued that the day of grace had gone 
by, that the believers were reduced, but- that there 
were too many yet, and that the end of the world 
would come within a week. 

Tho prisoner was oentenced to ten days in the 
House of Correction ; from which sentence he ap- 
pealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, and

It has been read to you, in the address-and resolutions, 
that the Native American party in this city consists 
of portions of the Democratic party and much larger 
portions of the Whig party, ihii m Philadelphia if is 
just the reverse, and it is a matter of credit to New 
York, not only in regard to the Whigs, but the foreign 
population, that here, although there was this move- 
ment, the election passed elf in quiet and peace, 
whereas in Philadelphia it terminated in riot, blood- 
shed and die tiring of churches. 

In discussing lifts subject dicre arc many points to 
be considered. What is die object of this Native A* 
uicrican movement ? As 1 understand it the purpose 
is to effect an essential change in our naturalization 
laws, bv withholding the right of citizenship from the 
emigrants who dock to our shores until they shall have 
resitted here a much longer time than i? now by law 
required ; and secondly, to prevent those who hove 
acquired that right Irom participating in ofliccs of 
honor and profit. These points, I believe, are fairly 
stated. They may differ about the number of years, 
some requiring twenty-one, others Jess, but they seek 
substantially to increase the restrictions upon the 
power of foreigners to acquire the right of citizenship. 
Now if the present facility of naturalization ho an evil, 
how arc you to correct it ? Here let me call your at- 
tention to the constitution ol the U. States, and tell you 
dm, according to the sound construction of dial in- 
strument, u is not in the power of the General Gov- 
ernment to operate upon the question. 

lam not going to say that it is not an omission, and 
dial the framers of that instrument did not intend to 
control the question by a proper provision therefor in 
dio constitution ; but by a lair construction ol it it is 
cry doubtful whether the General Government has 
die power to prevent the admission of foreigners to 
the right of citizenship.

Now os to whether this movement is desirable, I 
think lean correct the public mind as to the statistics 
of this question, and show that there is no just ground 
of alarm connected with this foreign vote, arising out 
of emigration. I have not been able to find the tables 
ot emigration lor the years 1,343 and ’l l ; but for the 
eight years previous, from 1333 to 184*2 inclusive, the 
number of emigrants from the other side of the Atlan- 
tic was as follows. There arrived at New York in 
1842, in round numbers, 71,000; in 1911,57,000; in 
1810, 62,000 ; in 1830, *13,000 in 1839, 25.000 ,* in 
1337, 57, IKK) ; in 1836, 60,000 ; in 1335, 35,000 ; ma- 
king the total number of passengers arriving at New 
York during the eight years *122, 193; being an ave- 
rage oi 52,776 annually. I have not ascertained the 
number at mher pints, exectii lor one year, 1342,whcn 
it was 110,93 Land if that be added to the arrivals in 
New York it will make the annual average of passen- 
gers from foreign countries landing on these shores 
70, 367. Now, it is to be recollected that this includes 
tdi passengers — those engaged in commerce — Ameri- 
cans who have been abroad and all others. It includes 
lettialf s and children. Let us, therefore, make the 
necessary deductions in order to ascertain Che number 
of adults annually arriving front abroad capable of be- 
coming naturalized citizens. The entire annual num- 
ber of passengers from abroad is 70,367 : deduct one 
sixteenth for travellers and persons in commerce, and 
we have 53,699. 

Arriving at this number, the next thing is that a 
proportion of these are females. The division cor- 
responding with the division of those within our own 
limits will be one half, so that there remain but 29,320 
who are men, or ever can become men for the pur- 
pose of voting. (Laughter.) Then there are to be 
deducted infants and children. The majority of the 
emigrants come in tamilics. The census shows us 
that the age of sixteen is (he line of division in the 
human family ; one half is at that age or under. So 
that to arrive at the number of male adults you must 
again divide the number equally, and the product is 
11,660. But there is again an allowance to be made 
lor those between the ages ol sixteen and twenty-one. 
The average ot human life in this country is thirty- 
five ; deducting, therefore, one-fourth, the number of 
male adult emigrants is reduced to 10,005. 

But even these cannot acquire the right of citizen- 
ship under five years, end deducting one-seventh as 
the proportion of deaths in that time, the number is 
farther reduced to 9421 as the whole number, through- 
out the United States, of male emigrants, English, I- 
rish, Scotch, Germans, French, Italians Ccc. &c. who 
can be supposed to acquire the rights of citizenship. 
But these do not all become naturalized. The state 
census for New York, taken in 1835, showed that 
there were 81>,0C0 aliens — emigrants who have never 
taken out papers of naturalization.' 

It would be a moderate estimate that one-fourth of 
those yearly arriving do not become naturalized, so 
that the number of male emigrants must be again re- 
duced, leaving the number only 7000 The greatest 
proportion of ihesc votes ever claimed by the Demo- 
cratic party is three-fourths, the remainder, it is admit- 
ted, vote for the Whigs and are therefore conservative 
instead ol mischievous. • Mr. S. subsequently under- 
took to show, by a reference to the state of parties 
and the nature of the votes in the various wards, that 
decidedly a larger proportion ol the foreign vote in the 
city was given to the Whigs.] But then ihc one- 
fourdi young with the Whigs neutralize the same num- 
ber voting with the Democrats, so that only one-half 
of the annual^ male adult emigrants, or 3500, can he 
supposed to give votes injurious to the interests of the 
country. The vote of the whole U. States at the last 
election, making fair allowance for the state of South 
Carolina, whicli votes, by its electoral college, was 
2,750,000; and it is difficult to understand or conceive 
how the welfare of the country and the policy of the 
government cun be endangered by the infusion, into 
that inusz.of 3500 foreign votes.— (Applause.) Nor can 
the accumulation ol these votes, be productive of much 
harm, since against this yearly number of 3500 is a 
yearly increase of 120,000 American votes. 

Tlio.triuli is that the foreign vote in ihc city of New 
York is more nearly divided than i3 generally suppos- 
ed .and by proper conduct on the part of the Whig par- 
ty and tho Whig press, they would be with us in much 
greater numbers. The emigrants come out here poor, 1 
friendless, and seeking employment. And who ore 
the great employers ill this city? If the Whig party 
acted discreetly they would have with them, as is the 
ease in many parts of the Union, Ihc greater propor- 
tion of the foreign vote, because the action of the Whig 
party is the protection of American labor and home 
industry. (Applause.) 

There fa another particular in this new movement 
to which I wish to call your attention. I allude to 
the religious aspect of tliia controversy. It is fast ex- 
hibiting itself between the Catholics on one side and 
the Protestants on the other. This division of society 
I dread. 1 dread to have religious controversy drag- 
ged into political disputes. It exhibits a state ol things 
which mav terminate iu bloodshed and civil war. I 
have read the history of the world, and traced the 
history of religious persecution in its progress through 
Europe. Scarcely is there a field in which the bones 
of the martyr do not lie entombed. Do not let us have 
within tho limits of this Union a contest for religious 
opinions under any state of things. Against tins let 
the masses rise. Let the people rise in their power 
and majesty. (Long continued cheering). 1 say that 
there is in tins country an amount of intellectual and 
of physical force that will teach the church, whether 
Protestant or Catholic, that it shall not tear from the 
constitution that principle which proclaims universal 
i toleration. (Applause). 

I have called your attention to religious persecu- 
tions. They have not alone emanated from the Vati- 
can ; persecutions as cruel and os brutal have grown 
up under the Reformation ns ever emnnoted from the 
Church pi Rome. (Hisses.) I am only telling truths 
which history wifi verify. Look at the bloody fields 
of Scotland anti England, and the contest which was 
once exhibited in France, and (hen answer me whe- 
ther persecution belongs to the one or the other. 1 
tell vou, my countrymen, it is when human passions 
lay hold upon the Church — when men, instead ol" be- 
longing to the splendid institution, overshadowed by 
the glory of tho Deity, arrayed and adorned by Him 
whose touch is beamy and whose design is perfection 
— it is when men rule by their own passions and ore 
urged forward by their own struggles for tho master)', 
that the Church lias been made "the arena of persecu- 
tion, from its commencement to the present era. — 
Will you allow this contest within the limits of the 
Union? Will you allow men of any persuasion, 
whether Catholics or Protestants— whether Preshyte- 
rians, Methodists, Baptists or Episcopalians, — will 
you allow religious fanatics to lay hold of the Church 
and use it as a scourge instead of a blessing to the hu- 
man race ? 


Gentlemen, I hove dwelt too long on thfe part of 
the subject. I desire now for a moment to calbyour 
attention to something else. I observed in a leading 
journal of this city, a few days ngo, an artiole written 
apparently with a design of 8gi(ating the public mind 


upon the subject of abolition. It appeared to bo In* 1 
tended by it to create anxioty and alarm. Abolition 1 
Abolition in the state of New Y ork ! Abolition, after 
its exhibition of itself in the fall of 18-14 in close al- 
liance with slavery of tho most Southern aspect ! Abo- 
lition, when the fearful sympathiser was found walk- 
ing arm in arm with the slave driver on the hanks of 
the Mississippi. [Laughter and cheers.] The idea is 
preposterous. None but an enthusiast, it seems to 
me— none but some Don Quixotic [laughter] who 
beheld the armed giant in the shadow ofevery tree, 
could havo thought of such a thing. When he goes 
to the encounter he will find that he has struck the 
dewdrops .from the cypress, but the cause of his terror 
ics buried beneath hisjfect. [Cheering.] 

Abolition is dead— so dead that neither the force 
of opposition nor of the press can gahanise it nt this 
day. Why, gentlemen, il I have been rightly inform- 
ed— I don't vouch for tho truth of it— hut I havo 
heard that abolition wasollcred for sale in the elec- 
tion of 1814— yes, the vilest political hack that ever 
drove across the election course was, by one of its 
leaders, oljercd for a sent in Congress— with all its 
chanty— all its mercy — till its kindness to the poor 
African. Abolition . It was once a name which 
imparted dignity-— it carried mercy on its front — it en- 
listed the sympathies of many good men, not only 
here, bill throughout the land. But when it come to 
be converted into a political .machine (or ihc purpose 
ol disturbance, itsunk into insignificance, and no one 
—not even an editor— can revive it— (great laughter 
and cheers.) Let me not be misunderstood. Il 'from 
nnv cause it should manifest itself again in this coun- 
try, those who apprehend danger from it would find 
me shoulder to shoulder with them, following out their 
effort for its final extinguishment. (Loud cheers.) If 
there was any cause of alarm, lam glad tliat thea- 
larm was given, and I thank tho gentleman who 
sounded the alarm. But I believe he has been un- 
necessarily afraid. Like a certain class alluded to by 
Solomon, he has fled when no man pursued him. 

[Mr. Seldon then gave a history ot the circumstan- 
ces which led to the proposal, by the editor alluded 
to, of certain resolutions at a Wliig meeting in Octo- 
ber, 1813, and tlwaid afforded by lur. Webster during 
the late campaign. He then continued]— 

And now to pass to a less worthy oubject. It has 
been said, gentlemen, that the candidate who has 
been named for the Mayoralty of this city, and whose 
nomination has been ratified by this meeting “ is not 
a popular man”— (laughter) — in tho stately words of 
another, that 11 he is not a man of the people” — (laugh- 
ter.) A man of the people! Il to present a life tree 
from reproach— to exhibit a tablet upon which is re- 
corded no vice and folly, is necessary for making a 
“ man of the people,” I cannot claim dint tide, il to 
present a faco covered all over with smiles — if to pour 
the honeyed language ot fht'ery upon wealth and 
power and station, be necessary to render a man “a 
man of the people,” I want not the name— I dislike 
the appearance, and despise the employment— (loud 
cheers.) if to become a “ man of the people,” it is 
necessary to play the sycophant to the daily press anti 
hang in fawning attitude around the editorial chair, 1 
cannot cent (lie appellation. (U beers.) 

And let me tell the individual who occupies that 
chair mat not to him is the homage paid, but to the 
types and cylinders that carry his praise or censure to 
the world. (Loud oheers.) If to be “ a man of the 
people" it is necessary to profess dogmas that I do not 
understand — to avow opinions that I cannot defend — I 
cannot play the hypocrite, and therefore can never be- 
come a man of the people. (Cheers), if it be neces- 
sary to become ‘‘a man of the people” that I should 
act the demagogue and undertake to delude the poor 
into thobeltel that they can live without labor-awl get 
bread without earning it, I never can— I will not be- 
come “a man ol the people!” (Great cheering.) 

But if to become “ a man of the people” it is neces- 
sary to undertake to cheer the honest effort of honora- 
ble toil and labor— to diminish its task — to increase its 
compensation — to continue its employment— to gather 
round it all the pleasures and enjoyments of its condi- 
tion— if a faithful adherence to c fieri s such as these 
entitles a man to the title of “ a man of the people,” 
then 1 claim it, for such have been my efforts ever 
since I became connected with the business of life. — 
(Cheering and cries of “ that's the man we want !”) 
And here let me tell you, gentlemen, Ido not ask your 
votes for Dudley Bolden— I ask your votes for the 
great Whig party, ol which, through the action of its 
organ. Dudley Selden has become the agent and the 
epresentativc. (Great cheerring.) 

Anti if you have any desire to preserve the organ! 
station of that whig party and to perpetuate it in this 
land, 1 call upon you so to give your votes in this elec- 
tion.— (Cheers.) Whether I shall he able, il form no 
carry me into the chair of the chief inn gist rate of this 
city, to discharge the duties of the office I know not ,* 
but 1 know the effort to discharge them with fidelity 
will not be waning. (Cheers.) It is no desirable 
employment. Had 1 anticipated such on outpouring 
in nil the wards and on this occasion of the whig 
strength and of the whig feeling, I should have been 
unwilling to have been presented as a candidate for 
that ofiice ; because, situated ns I am in my own af- 
fairs, if elected, the first act tliat I ought to do, would 
lie to send my family to the alms house, so poorly 19 
that public agent of the 400,000 people ol this metro- 
polis paid for his services ! 

i\Ir. Seldon then analyzed the comptroller's report, 
and contended that tho conclusions in that document 
were fallacious.

[Roars ol laughter-3 

Now am I not justified in characterizing this docu- 
ment a3 a fraudulent instrument, calculated and in- 
tended to deceive ? [Loud cheering.] 1 itavc con- 
fined myself to r. single item, and in it lmve covered 
up two-thirds ol the enormous saving effected by this 
corporation. [A voice, “cover up the other third !”] 
Mr. Scidcn — What other? A voice, “that oil!”— 
roars of laughter. Another voice, “ clean the streets 
for mem.” Air. Seldon— No, I wont meddle with so 
dirty a job.” [Laughter.] But I will lay aside the 
document, for it is easily seen through. 

Mr. Selaen then urged upon tho Whig party ac- 
tion— vigorous, united, persevering action, on their 
own principles, irrespective of Natlvcism or any oth- 
er project.

With thunks for the attention of the audience 
Mr. Selden then retired. The meeting was farther 
addressed briefly by Horace Grecly, Esq., the Buck- 
eye blacksmith and ex-alderman Briton, and at a late

Drawback ox Canada Goods — T ho St. Catharines 
Journal thus speaks of the effect of the late act of 
Congress, allowing drawback on foreign goods inten- 
ded for the province of Canada. 

This law will effect a considerable alteration in 
the current of trade between the ocean and the west- 
ern portion of this province, inasmuch as New York 
instead of Montreal will become the entrepot for ma- 
ny of her supplies. The former city being some days 
sail nearer Europe, ihc West Indies, See. than the, 
latter, end is easier and safer of access, besides being 
always open. But the completion of our canals, con- 
necting tho lakes with the ocean, will have a tendency 
still to draw the great bulk of our imports up the St. 
Lawrence. 

The locks on the Welland canal beintnargeenough 
to admit vessels of nearly 500 tons burthen (those on 
the St. Lawrence arc yet larger,) sea-going vessels con 
take in cargoes of wheat, flour, staves, limber, or oth- 
er products, at any of the inland ports of Canada— -and 
’ almost every place of consequence in Canada is a 
port, and if not is within forty miles ofone— and after 
delivering them abroad, can bring return cargoes di* 
reel, therefore cheaper than they could be delivered 
via Now York, in which case they would have to 
undergo one or two transhipments, and the additional 
trouble of passing two custom houses besides the Ca- 
nadian one — New York, the place of import, and Os- 
wego or Buffalo, the place of export. Fancy and spring 
goods will be the principal ones finding their way 
here through New York. 

From ihc Montreal Gazette. 

A New York paper says that the bill for allowing 
British and other goods to pass in bond through the 
United States has become law. We have considerable 
doubts that it wilt work, but if itdoos, it certainly will 
produce great changes in the commerce ol this confl- 
uent, anuaffords nn additional reason for “so Ring our 
house in order,” by establishing a railroad communi- 
cation with the Atlantic. 

No doubt, however, is entertained that the measure ; 
will come into operation with the opening of the navi- 
gation, and it becomes our statesmen and merchants ; 
to direct their immediate attention to a matter which , 
involves, not very remotely, the existence of our com- 
mercial cities, the revenues of our pnbhc works, the 
direct British trade, and with that, protection and fa- 
vor in the British markets. And it is a singular con- 
trast that while the Americans are passing on act for 
the purpose of securing to themselves the transit trade 
of the Canadas, tho Canadians are doing all that le- 
gislation can do to repel the transit trade of the West- 
ern states, and not content with thwarting, abusing, 
as the enemies of the farmer, those who would attempt 
to secure them the manufacturing of American flour 
for the New L'ngland and West India markets, pm on 
additional duty on that brought through for export to 
England ; an act of folly for which it would be difii* 

cult to find a parallel . 

The Canada Customs duties bill has passed through 
the committee of the whole, after a protracted de- 
bate. The following arc tlte alterations inado in the 
schedule :

Tho item “ Flour tho produce of wheat ground m 
bond, when taken out for home consumption, or for 
exportation to the United Kingdom, per bb). of 196 
lbs.”— struck out altogether and ihtn was added the 
following item — 

Wheat flour per barrel— 6d.— -which increases the 
dmy to 3s. sterling per bbl.

'I’he irit«»irnr snip* 

The packet ship England sailed from Liverpool for 
New York on the first of last December, having on 
board a valuable cargo and. ninety human beings.. For 
tho futoof this vessel we feel n moro than ordinary in- 
terest, inasmuch os we proved her by actual trial to 
be a fast sailing and substantial ship. Captain Bart- 
lett, who commanded her when she Inst left Liverpool, 
had charge of her when it was our lot to ho confined 
within her wooden walls. We left port in company 
with a line looking ship, almost new, whose departure 
was said to have been delayed a day or two for the 
purpose of racing with tho England, and thus, if victo- 
rious, securing a high reputation. 

For several years this vessel had been highly famed 
ns o fast sailer and, as we understood ut the time, was 
shortlv to resign the honor of her station and be drawn 
off to a loss important servico. It seems, however, she 
has been continued ; her marked success, her good 
name, her many friends,- some of whom had often proved 
her firmness and power to battle with flood and storm, 
no doubt encouraged her owners to show special fa- 
vor by retaining her in the line longer than the usual 
term of allotted service. In such a racc-horso career 
she has had many a fearful plunge, and many a stag- 
gering blow' while forced to uare the fury of the moun- 
tain wave. 

But who can tell the hair-breadth escapes, the thril- 
ling scenes, the soul-stirring oventsof which that ves- 
sel has been the theatre during its frequent passages 
across tho Atlantic ? We heard of some of these front 
the lips of the captain who had previously been her 
first male, and some it fell (o our Jot to witness. In 
the voyage to which wo refer there was a crowd of 
pa^engors in the steerage, nearly two hundred., all 
Irish, and mostly Romanists of the lowest order. 
Their apparent extreme poverty, profound ignorance 
and gross superstition could not but awaken emo- 
tions of pity and sympathy in every feeling breast. 

When two-thirds of tub voyage were acomplished 
die aimo-pherc became excessively cold, and the cap- 
tain was apprehensive of our being in the vicinity of 
ice-bergs. These immense floating islands form fear- 
ful rocks in the waste ^of witters; unmarked upon 
dm chart, sometimes scarcely rising above the surface 
of the dark wave, olten enveloped in fog, and yet so 
hard and formidable as to endanger the very existence 
of vessels when they strike them under the full pres/ 
of well filled soils. For two days and nights we w er« 
in the territory which, for the time, they rendered dan 
g cron 3. Nearly a score were visible. 

We sailed along the base of one which was estima- 
ted to be more than a mile in length, and as the bright 
rays of tho sun fell upon its peaked hills and open val- 
lics and deep ravines, it seemed like a marble palace 
thrown together in the most grotesque and fantastic 
forms. Bin there was another enemy near, and wo 
knew it not. He asked for no tempest, he craved no 
thunder bolt, but lie sped an arrow from his quiver 
which brought a victim to his foot. The captain an- j 
nounced tho sickness of a young Irishman, and we 
immediately went to see him, but it was too late to do ! 
more than offer prayer to God in his behalf. - 
Me was alone in that crowd ; no mother to feel for 
her afflicted son ; no brother to provide him with the 
comforts lie so much needed, and no sister to smooth 1 
and watch his dying pillow. It was indeed a dreary 
place in which to die. He had been allowed to sick- : 
en and droop without even the captain being apprized 
of his condition, and when we first saw him it was 
painlully evident that human kindness would be un- 
availing- They had sprinkled him with what they 
designated “holy water,” a bottle of which had been 
furnished them by a priest, previous to embarkation, 
and as the hour of death drew nigh, two candles were 
lighted to burn near his head. These ceremonies 
performed, his fellow-religionists were perfectly satis- 
fied. At about ten in tho evening he died, by half-past 
eleven he was enclosed in canvass, brought on deck 
and laid upon a board which stretched across the bul- 
wark railing. 

At ihe request of the captain and passengers we 
read over him the burial service. Tito moon shone 
brightly, the air was keen and piercing, a huge mass 
of ice was within sight to the North oi u«, and ns the 
words were repeated, iVc commit /tin hothj to the deep, 
the board was raised and the liielcss frame cave one 
slight splash when it touched the waters ofits deep 
\> idc grave. No tear was shed, no sigh was heaved, 
no loss was felt, and scarcely a word uttered. But a 
soul was gone. An heir of immortality had taken 
fight. A spirit was launched forth into the vast 
ocean of eternity, and it could never touch tho shores 
of time again. Eternity nl no will reveal its fate. 

But here was only one out of more than two hun- 
dred— the man died, the endangered vessel lived. He 
did not reach the port for which he had embarked— 
she did. But what has become of her now ? She is 
a missing ship, fa she a crippled thing, floating on 
the treacherous flood with her sixty-eight passengers 
and her crew of twenty two brave tors? Has she 
reached some friendly port dismantled ; and is she re- 
fitting to resume her Voyage, and, by a safe arrival, 
throw joy and gladness into the hearts of parents 
wives and children ? Or, has she perished in tliat ire 
incndous gale which destroyed the Dorchester and 
many others, leaving none to tell the story of her fate? 
Reader, pity the perilled sailor.

Trial of Israel Dammox. — W e have seen a re- 
port of the trial of a man who is termed Elder Dam- 
inon, at Dover, Maine, commenced the 17th ult. be- 
fore Moses Sweat and Seth Lee, Esq?. The trial de- 
veloper most shocking particulars, and convinces us 
more fully than before, that town and city authorities 
should in tei fere and arrest these sensual and demoral- 
izing proceedings. They are as bad as the worst 
days of that arch scoundrel and fanatic, Cochran, who 
“ led silly women captive,” nnd despoiled tho domes- 
tic peace of many a peaceful and respectable family. 
A part of the evidence we havo omitted, it being too 
gross for publication. 

Datnmon was charged with being a vagabond, a 
common r oiler and brawler, neglecting to support his 
family, &c. He pleaded not guilty, and numerous 
witnesses were examined during the time of Hie trial, 
which lasted two days. J. W. E. Harvey testified 
that he had attended their meetings two days and four 
evenings. They were hugging and kissing each oth- 
er ; Da nun on would lie on die floor, then jump up ; 
they would frequently go into another room. Da tu- 
rnon has no means to support himself that I know of. 
Tho meeting appeared very irreligious ; have seen 
him su on ihc floor with a woman, his arms around 
her. The room they went into was a back room. 
They said the world’s people must not go there. 

Wm. C. Crosby, Esq. testified, lie was at the 
meeting on Saturday night, Irom about 7 to 9 o'clock. 
There was a woman on the floor who lay on her 
back with a pillow under her head; she would occa- 
sionally rouse up and tell n vision which she said 
was revealed to her. They would at times all be 
talking at once, holloing at the top of their voices ; 
some of them said there was too much sin there. — 
By spells it was the noisiest 1 ever attended. He 
had seen them in groups hugging and kissing each 
other. Once saw Elder Hall with his boots off, and 
the women would go und kiss his feet. One girl 
made a smack, but did not hit Jiis foot with her lips.— 
Hall said, ‘He that is ashamed of me before men, 
hitn will I be ashamed of before my father and tho 
holy angels.’ She then gave his feet a number of 
kisses. 

Lorton Lambert testified that he attended a meeting 
one evening, and that Danimon was very abusive ; 
called all other denominations, linre, inurdcrers,&c. A 
woman was present, who pretended to have visions, 
nnd who wa3 blasphemously called the Imitation of 
Christ. Site was said to be from Portland ; her name 
was Ellen Harmon. She told Mrs. Woodbury site must 
be baptised or go to hell. Mrs. W. concluded to be 
buptised. A Miss Dormda Baker, of Orriugton, figur- 
ed largely. She told Lambert he was the devil mid 
would go to hell. She subsequently went into the 
bedroom with a man, whom they colled Elder White, 
and when they came out they were hugging each 
other. 

Miss Baker then wont to one Daorc, nnd they kiss- 
ed each other. This night they went to the water 
and baptized. The visionist,^ Miss Harmon, lying on 
the floor several hours— from 7 to 1 o’clock, that night. 
Part of the time i Datnmon lay on thefloor.on his back. 
Elder White said if the Almighty had any thing to 
reveal, he revealed it to Miss H. Site acted as me- 
diator. 

Jcr. R. Green testified, that in the meeting he at- 
tended, he saw men wash women’s feet, &c. Elder 
D. was tho presiding elder. He saw Danimon kiss 
Mrs. Osborn. 

Ellen Trundy testified tliat prisoner told him he 
must live on them that had property — and if God did 
not come, then they must all go to work together. 

The first witness offered by the defence, was James 
Ayer, Jr. Ho denied that a man went inio the bed 
room with Miss Baker. He was an atWhtist, and 
said that it was a part of their with to kiss each other 
—and that they had Bible authority for it. He admit- 
ted that prisoner had no oilier business than to attend 
meetings. Danimon admitted ho had a spiritual wife, 
nnd was glad of it.— He understood Miss Harmon had 
a vision nt Portland, and was travelling through the 
country relating it. 

Job Moody, ono of the brethren, affirmed that 
prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them the neces- 
sity of quitting all labor. He affirmed that D.’s cha- 
racter was good. As for himself, lie had been serv- 
ing the Lord and hammering against the devil of late. 

George Woodbury affirmed he believed in Miss 
Harmon’s visions, because she told his wife’s leolings 
correctly. It was his impression that prisoner kissed 
nis wife*. Believes the world will come to an end 
within two months ; prisoner preaches so. Tin's is 
the faith of Hie band. He believed tho sisters Har- 
mon and Baker’s revelations os much ns though they 
come ftom God. Sister Harmon said to his wife ail'd 
(he girls, if they did not dons she said they would go 
to hell. His wife and Danimon passed across die floor 
on their hands and knees. Some man did go into the 
bed room. Heard brother Datnmon say the gift of 
healing the sick Jay in the church. Danimon advised 
us not to work, because there is enough to live on un- 
til die end of the world. 

Thomas Proctor testified dint prisoner confessed to 
him that Miss Baker had nn exercise in the bed room 
and he went in and helped her out. 

Much other testimony was received, pro and con, 
of a similar character, and the prisoner opened his 
defence. He cited Luke 7,36 ; John 13; last chap, 
in Romans. Phiiippianslth ; 1st Thes. 5ih chap. 

Prisoner again arose, ami read the 00th and 126th 
psalm. He argued dim the day of grace had trone by, 
and that the believers were reduced, but that there 
were too many vet, and that the end of the world 
would cento within n week. 

The prisoner was sentenced to ton days iu the House 
of Correction ; Irom which sentence he appealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded; and die 
Court was waiting for the counsel to come in, prisoner 
and his witnesses asked permission, and sung that 
hymn, by John Craig, beginning — 

"White I was down In Egypt’s land, 

I heard my Saviour was at hand ; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 

And I wanted to be free. 

So I loft my former brethren 
To sound the jubilee.” 

These scenesare not enacted at Atkinson only, In 
this city, we are informed “gross deeds” arc done by 
one section of tho fanatics — for there aro two. One 
worshipping' with propriety of conduct (as tar as we 
know) at Beethoven Hall ; the other at private houses. 
The latter hold io tho ‘kissing,’ ‘washing each others 
feet,’ abandoning work,&e. Many o: these were once 
respectable, happy, nnd comfortably situated. Now, 
by this delusion of the devil, they aro wallowing on die 
floor, their characters lo3t, their families broken up, 
their daughters debased, their minds wild with in- 
sanity. 

It is indeed a melancholy reflection, and well de- 
serving the attention of tho humane, how this wild 
fire may bo stopped, our youth preserved from pollution, 
those saved who are not yet utterly ruined— and those 
ruined, recovered if it can be so. We commend to 
the attention of all public authorities, and private 
citizens, this evil in our midst ; and pray success may 
attend their efforts to abate it, and prevent its spread 
and desolating consequences.

All laws unit parts of laws relative to pilots or pllot-

bolding licenses as such pilots on the 10th day of alnrcn, 
1615. shall be and continue to bo pilots by the way of San 
dyllook; but nothing herein contained shall be held to 
prohibit other persons from acting ns such pilots. 

Mr. Mather said the fact was notorious that the 
commissioners of pilols were no more capable of pas- 
sing upon the merits ol these pilots than any member 
of this House, nor half as much. There were in the 
present board men who had never been outside of 
Sandy Hook since the day of their birth. And as to 
temperance, sobriety and good morals, there were 
ihoso whom the pilots would not condescend to re- 
cognize as equals in the public streets ol New \ ork. 

After dobatc,thc motion to commit the bill was lost, , 
and the bill was read a third time and passed. 

And the H ouse adjourned.

From Tampico. — T he sciir. Tenzer, Captain Glid- 
den, arrived here on Saturday night from Tampico, 
which port she left on the 28th ult. Captain G. re- 
ports that he sailed in company with the British mail 
steamship Teviot, lor Vera Cruz. Left off the bar, 
tho British frigate Inconstant, waiting for specie to 
convey to Jamaica, to be forwarded by the mail steam- 
ers to England. <- u plain G. farther informs us that 
on the 23d ult. a condnetn arrived at Tampico, from 
tho interior, wish S2.6O0, 000 in specie. 

Quick Voyage— The fine ship Nashville, Cnpt. 
Pemberton, now at this port, has made a remarkably 
quick voyage to Havre and back. She left here on 
the 10th ol Dec. last, made the passage out iu 34 days, 
lny at Havre 13 days discharging and taking m cargo, 
and made the run home in 31 days, thus having been 
only 63 days at sea, going and returning, and accom- 
plishing flic voyage, including her detention at Havre, 
in 86 days. This is the second time that Cnpt. Pember- 
ton has made the voyage to Havre and back in such 
quick time, he having done it in the same number of 
days in 1836, in tho ship Bolivar. 

A Man Killed by an Elephant. 

We learn by a gentleman who came passenger last 
evening on the steamer Princess, from Baton Kougo, 
that the large male elephant of Messrs. Hopkins & 
Co.’s menagerie, on Saturday morning killed tho per- 
son who had been for some length of time employed 
to take charge of it. It appears that tho two ele- 
phants and a camel had been sent in advance of the 
other animals, en route for Clinton, the female ele- 
phant and the camel chained together. 

When about four miles from Baton Rouge the male 
elephant refused to cross a small bridge ; the keeper, 
who was on foot, procured a horse, (one which the 
elephant was not accustomed to,) for the purpose of 
driving it over, and in attempting to mount the horse 
shyed, and threw tlte man in the road. The elephant 
immediately rushed upon, caught him upon its tusks, 
and threw him forty or fifty feet in the air, which was 
repeated a great number ol times, the tusks frequently 
passing through his body. It then carried the body 
lrotn the road toward the woods, tossing it in the air 
at intervals, until it fell between two fallen frees, which 
saved it from farther violence. 

The infuriated animal then returned to the road, 
where the feinnto elephant and camel haefboen chain- 
ed to u tree by another keeper, and rushed upon them

Word was then sont to the U. S. garrison, and 
some thirty or forty of the soldiers were sent to de- 
spatch it with their muskets. 

The neighbors also turned out with their rifles and 
shot guns, and some fifty or sixty shots were fired in- 
to or rather upon hitn, for tho balls were frequently flat- 
tened up upon striking, and fell to the ground. At 
length u was determined upon to send to the garri- 
son fora licid piece to despatch him, when one of the 
keepers procuring a spear, mounted a horse and suc- 
ceeded in wounding the elephant until he caused it to 
scream with pain, and finally to yield to subjection, 
whoa it was driven off with the rest of the ani- 
mals. Tins is the same animal which killed one of 
i-s keepers some two or three years ago at Algiers, op- 
posite this city, and wns only stayed Irom farther mis- 
chief after fourteen shots had been fired into it . — New 
Orleans Fee of March 10. 

Methodist Protestant Conference. — T ho Annual 
Conference of tho Methodist Protestant Church, for 
ihe district of Maryland, met on Wednesday at 9 o’- 
clock, forenoon, at tho West Baltimore station, in the 
basement of the Church corner of Lombard and Green 
streets. A considerable number of clerical members 
anil lay delegates were present. 

The Rev. Levi Reese took (he chair as president, 
and opened the session by reading a portion of Scrip- 
ture and prayer. Mr. J. J. Murray was elected secre- 
tary, and Mr. S. K. Cox, assistant secretary ; after 
which the credentials of tfie members were read and 
examined. A few cases were referred tospeciul com- 
mittee. The proceedings up to Friday night were 
chiefly of an official character. An inquiry will be 
instituted as to how far tJie itinerant system is popular 
throughout t he churches. 

Methodism in Great Britain. — T he numerical 
force of this demomination, on both sides the Atlantic, 
is astonishingly great. A late number of tlte “Wes- 
leyan” states that there ore 126 circuits in Great 
Britain, and 1129 itinerant nnd supernumerary preach- 
ers, averaging 2 to 3 to each circuit. There are 11,- 
413 local preachers, averaging 31 1-2 to each circuit. 
The number of sermons delivered weekly by itiner- 
ant or supernumerary preaches is 3951 , or 205,152 in 
the year. The number of sermons by local Drenchers 
weekly is 11, 641, o r 605,332 in the year. Tho num- 
ber of miles annually travelled by itinerant preachers, 
(exclusive of special journeys nnd conference) 319,- 
692 ; number of miles annually travelled by local 
preachers, 2,917,4 48; total, 3,261,140 miles, or n dis- 
tance equal to 130 times tho circumference of the 
globe .— 'Eva n gelist. 

Mexican Vessels. — T here are now lying at the 
ship yard of Messrs. Brown & Bell in this city, launch- 
ed and nearly ready forsea, six schooners of about 75 
tons each, which are supposed to have been ordered 
by tho Mexican Government. Also two small steam- 
boats, otic launched and the other in a state ofreadincss 
for launching. The steamboats are to be supplied 
with engines of about one hundred and fiftv horse pow- 
er. The boilers were made at the West Point Foun- 
dry and are lying on the dock. Both the schooncro 
arid the steamers ore beautiful models, and well adapt 
ed to the harbors of the Mexican coast. From the 
fact that die completion of these vessels is suspended, 
we infer that die builders have gone as far as they deem 
it prudent until satisfactory armurements ore made 
for the fulfilment of the contract on tho part of the 
Mexican Go vernment. 

The lfiivcv at Cincinnati. 

Tho Cincinnati Chronicle of Friday laat says : — 
“The river was still rising yesterday afternoon. The 
stores fronting the river West of Main, nnd East of 
Broadway, were deserted. The bottom lands about 
Mills Creole are all overflowed, and the beautiful sum- 
mer road, along the bottom, about two or three miles 
Irom town, is impassable. Many a beautiful garden 
is submerged ” , 

The Louisville Journal of Prtdaysays the river a t 
that place rose some few inches on Thursday, but it is 
believed it wi ll not rise much higher. 

{£r We learn Irom a friend that the Jmendant of 
Havana felt so indignant at the conduct of die Span- 
ish government, in sending out nn order to enforce 
the pavment of duiies on tho articles which had been 
made ‘free till’Gth April, tliat he tondcrcd Iris resigna- 
tion to die government ol the island ol Cuba; and 
that ihe latter, having no authority to receive it, an- 
nounced tliat bo would send it to bpam for confirma- 
tion .— Charle ston Courier.

Accident to the Siietitcket.— T he steam propeller 
Shctuckct, Copt.

to within about three miles of Norwich, when the leak 
increased so rapidly, she was run on shore to prevent 
her sinking.

ILLUSTRIOUS -MEN OF TIIK PRKSKXT DAY. 

BARO.N AUGUSTUS DF. STAEL- 

MoxrwitAN, (Tain aad Oaronne,) l 
l>;c<mb;r 2S, 1844, \ 

Introductory remarks.— Parentage, childhood and idu * 
ration of Mr. de Slael. — JUs religious conversion — 
Jh s serrices to btntvolenl and religious societies . — 
Jhs risit to England — Jlis growth in fitly. — His 
death.— Some particulars of his character. 

Several years have already elapsed since (he ex- 
cellent man, of whom I am going to write a brief 
notice, went down to the grave. But his memory 
ever lives among us, and though dead,, he yet 
speaketh by his faith, (lleb. xi, 4.) He had gained 
the warm sympathies of French Christians, and ex- 
cited great hopes of h's Allure influence. As he 
was at once a politician and a Christian, we hoped 
that he would one day become our Wilbcrforct. His 
high family connexions, his extensive knowledge ol 
the interests of the present generation, his relations 
with the .most eminent persons, the universal re- 
spect paid to his character : all stemed to indicate 
that he would be at the head of pious laymen in 
sustaining the cause of our churches. But the Lord 
determined otherwise. The baron de Stael elied at 
the age of thirty-seven years, in 1827, already ripe 
fir heaven, but without having been .able lo edict 
the great things we had anticipated from Ids faithful 
coope ration. 

it need not surprise you that after an interval of 
seven!- ei years I come to sketch the biography of 
M.-. de Shari. Such men are rare, and the re- 
membrance of their life will serve lo produce at all 
times and in all countries of the Christian world 
salutary impressions. 

Huron Augustus de Stall-Holstein was horn in 
Paris in 1790, amidst the storms of the revolution. 
He was the grandson of .VecAcr, the celebrated min- 
ister of finances of Louis XVI. He was son of the 
illustrious Madam de Stael, who figures in the firs' 
rank in the French literature of our times. The 
whole family were proteslanf ; but true piety tid 
not prevail among them. Necker was more occu- 
pied with politics than with religion. Madam de 
Stael liied in the circle of infidel philosophers, aid 
adopted almost all their opinions. Your.g de Stael 
was sent to the colleges of Paris preparatory to en- 
tering file Polytechnic school. In all this (lure was 
nothing calculated to produce religious impressiens; 
hut the dispensations of Piovidenco soon gave : 
seriousness to his character and made him more ac. 
cessible to the instructions of the Divine Word. 

.Madam de Stael drew upon herself, by her jin- 
dependence o’f spiril, the resentment of Napoleon, 
and received, in 1805, oiders to quit France. She 
sought refuge ill Switzerland, in her mansion at 
Coppet. Henceforth, young de Slael could not 
hope for any employment under the government of 
the emperor, ami followed some time after his 
mother into her exile. He was fifteen years old. 
This temporal disgrace became a blessing to him ; 
for his religious education was entrusted to the care 
of (lie venerable pastor CeUener , of whom I gave 
some account in a late letter. Mr. Cellerier brought 
to this task all the intelligence and love of an emi- 
nent servant of Christ. I led id not see immediately 
the fruit of his labor ; the young man gave no proof 
of real conversion ; but probably the seeds of faith 
were then deposited in his heart. The good seed 
remains sometimes buried for years in the heart; it 
seems to our feeble view lo be lost ; but allerwaids 
under the rays of the Sun of Righteousness, it springs 
up and bears much fruit. Mr. de Stael preserved 
fill death a lively gratitude for the instructions of 
.Mr. Cellerier; he said that the time he had passed 
with him was the most quiet and happy of his life. 

But new misfortunes afflicted his family. Napo 
leon persecuted Madam de Stael with a severity un- 
becoming hia genius ; he did not allow any one to 
go and see her in her residence at Coppet, and if 
any courageous friend dared lo tweak this order, he 
was immediately disgraced. Madam de Stael sent 
her son to Paris to solicit some alleviation of her 
sad condition. The interview took place at Fon- 
tainebleau. Napoleon gianted sn audience to the 
young man, and was struck with his presence of 
mind, his noble firmness, ami the devotedness with 
which Mr. de Stael vindicated his family. But this 
conversation produced no result. The emperor re- 
fused to make the least concession ; and Mr. de 
Stael, to escape an insupportable tyranny, look re- 
fuge with his mother in Sweden, and then in Eng- 
land. He had even formed the design of going to 
the United Stales, that universal asylum foi the op- 
pressed, — when the great events of 1814 opened 
again to him the doors of France. 

All seemed then lo go well with this family. The 
permeations of Napoleon became a title to honor 
and prosperity for Madam de Stael, under the new 
dynasty. Her noble son had before him Ihe most 
brilliant prospect. But in the month of July, IS 17, 
while worldly honors and pleasures surround,- d this 
domestic circle, Madam de Stael died. She was 
still far from being old ; she could, to human ap- 
pearance, have reaped still in the field of glory and 
of fortune, but in a moment all was severed by the 
cold hand of death. This loss was a severe but salu- 
tary warning for Mr. de Slael. He recognized the 
vanity of earthly goods, that Ihe fondest human ties 
may be sundered, and felt Ihe need of seeking con- 
solations above the sphere of perishable objects. 

From this moment dates the commencement of 
his religious life, lie turned his attention to the 
religion of the gospel and to eternity. 

But he had great obstacles to overcome. His 
friends, the learned, Ihe rich, the noble who consti- 
tuted his relatives, lacked, in general, religious faith, 
and even affected to despise Christian doctrines. 
The mental philosophy which Mr. de Stael had 
studied and adopted, misled his mind by its specious 
maxims on the perfections of God, the immoitality 
of the soul, and the moral law. Lastly, political 
affairs occupied his attention, and left him little 
leisure for the quiet meditations of the closet. Still, 
a voice within told -Mr. de Stael that there was 
something more important than earthly friendships, 
better than philosophy, more lasting than political 
interests. He took the Bible, and studied its con- 
tent* with humble, serious, persevering altention, 
and was thus led into the way of truth. 

The formation of the Bible Society of Paris, in 
1SI8, became also a source of spiritual blessings to 
Mr. de Slael- He admired Ibis simple and grand 
work, so benevolent in its principle, so powerful in 
its effects, and gave it his full approbation. Having 
been appointed secretary of the Society, he wa, 
several times designated to draw up the annual re- 
port; and this duty led him to reflect still more 
deeply upon the divine Revelations. He felt by his 
own experience that man is a poor fallen, selfish, 
miserable creature, and that he must aeek all his 
strength and his peace in God. « 1 feel too much 
that is selfish in me,” he wrote to a friend, while 
composing one of his reports ; 11 my ideas are slow ; 
my mind seems like s stone which I cannot lift. 


May God give me grace to be faithful to his Word 
in these inward trials, which without affecting the 
body, without touching at all whatjappertains to tht 
world, are at times very difficult !” 

Mr. de Stael offered of his own accord to be col- 
lector for the Bible Society. He went from house 
'O house, to call on the protestants of Paris, and in- 
vite them lo contribute to the holy cause of the Bi- 
tile, and to exhort them to search themselves the 
Scriptures. This act of devotedness was blessed to 
tiis soul. He learnt from it two things : first, that 
the objections of worldly people agaiust the reading 
of the Bible are weak and absurd, and will not bear 
an intelligent examination ; and secondly, that men 
are more or less happy, according to their faith and 
the degree of their obedience lo Ike Word of God. 
These two lessons produced their full effect upon 
Mr. de Stael, and he said often that he had received 
more from our religious institutions than he could 
ever give them. 

Thus he advanced gradually in the way of Chris- 
tianity. His life does not present one of those con- 
versions which are instantaneous, powerful, and al- 
most finished at once ; but rather his progress "in 
evangelical piety was slow, often retarded, alwayi 
struggling with difficulties. These difficulties, these 
delays were owing to the previous opinions of Mr. 
!e Stael, and perhaps alsa, to his mild, modest, and 
cautious character, which shunned extravagance and 
nthusiasm. 

During these struggles to which God only and 
hi3 own conscience were witnesses, Mr. de Stael 
employed a part of his time in aiding philauthropic 
works, sucii as the Savings-bank, the Society for the 
encouragement of schools, the Society of Christian 
Morals, &c. He brought to all these institutions a 
correct understanding, au upright conscience, a per- 
severing charity. He rendered great service for 
the Abolition of, the slave trade. France had not 
wholly renounced, in 1S15, this infamous traffic. 
Several slave ships went from the port of Nantes, 
every year. Mr. de Stael made a journey to this 
city, and collected the iron chains, collars, hand- 
cuffs, &c., with which the slaves are loaded in the 
passage from Africa to the colonies. He brought lo 
Paris nil these horrible instruments of torture ; and 
in a public meeting of the Society of Christian Mor- 
als, after depicting forcibly the atrocities which ac- 
company the slave-trade, he exhibited before his au 
lienee all these infernal instruments, and pointed 
iut their cruel use : a shudder of indignation ran 
through the assembly. Mr. de Stael went to the par- 
lors of the great, to the halls of legislation, and 
even to the palaces of the king, to explain the hor- 
rid instruments of the slave trade. Public opinion 
was strongly roused, and it is no exaggeration to 
say, that the new laws.agaiust this traffic are owing 
principally to the generous efforts of Mr. de Stael. 

He connected himself in 1S22, and the following 
years, with all our institutions of christian'benevo- 
ience. He was treasurer of the Religious Tract So- 
ciety, and member of the Evangelical Missionary 
Society. The influence of his name, the fervor of 
his zeal, the labors of his pen contributed powerful- 
ly to dissipate the prejudices which existed, at fust, 
against these two societies. Betides, Mr. de Steel 
made a journey into the southern provinces of 
France, to examine the religious and moral state of 
the protestant population, and to promote contribu- ' 
lions to Christian institutions. The results of this 
tour were excellent. Everywhere, at Montauban, 
at Toulouse, at Bordeaux, at A 'times, at Montpel- 
lier, he left lasting traces of his visit. New religious 
associations were formed, and the impulse which he 
gave, by the blessing of God, still subsists in several 
places. 

Sir. de Stael was called to render another service 
to the friends of evangelical truth. You know that 
at the period when a religious revival appeared in 
the Canton of Vaud, the government of this country 
made a law imposing severe penalties upon those 
who were styled Momiers or Methodists. Several 
faithful pastors were imprisoned or banished from 
the canton, and social religious meetings were not 
allowed to be held. It was a shame to protestan- 
lism, and a violation of the simplest precepts of the 
Bible. Mr. de Stael took his pen to defend the op- 
pressed, and to force the oppressors to blush for 
their intolerance. His writings on this subject were 
read with avidity. They increased the courage o I 
the persecuted, and the Vaudese magistrates recog- 
nized the necessity of mitigating the law in its ap- 
plications. The pious writer explained the mean- 
ing of Methodist, given so gratuitously to the friends 
>f the Gospel. “ A methodist,” he said with much 
shrewdness, “ is a man who has more religion than 
he who calls him so. There is no one, in this 
sense, who may not be a Methodist in the view of 
another more unbelieving than himself.” 

Mr. de Stael visited England with the duke de 
Broglie, his brother in-law. He had already spent 
some years in this country ; but he viewed it now 
in a new light, and sought the company of pious 
persons. He was received with lively interest in 
the most respectable families of Great Britain. He 
became acquainted with the celebrated Wilber- 
force, and found in him aa excellent model of Chris- 
tian love. Mr. de Slael remarks that he specially 
learnt in Scotland what are the advantages of a re- 
ligious education and of family worship. His chris. 
tian feelings were strengthened and his views en- 
larged in this journey. When he returned to France, 
he was more decided than ever to confess openly 
Jesus Christ before men. He no longer dreaded the 
disdain of infidels, nor the scoffs of men of pleasure. 

In the midst of persons of the first rank in ihe state, 
he avowed his faith, gave reasons for his hope in 
the Saviour, and tried to awaken in the conscience 
of those with whom he conversed repentance unto 
life. 

His conduct, so different from that of other polit- 
ical men, produced at first much wonder. It seem- 
ed strange to some that a layman should show so 
much ardor, so much zeal for the things of reli- 
gion. But as he honored his faith by his , humili- 
ty > by his candor and his good works, he gained, 
in a httle time the esteem of all; and infidels 
themselves could not but render a tribute of respect 
to his noble character. No one knows all the good 
he did by his conversations with worldly men' How 
many who were heedless have been awakened, and 
will acknowledge at the last day that Mr. de Stael 
was the blessed instrument of their conversion ! 

In 1S26, he returned to Switzerland, and on his 
arrival, received the sad news that a part of the 
building which he was to occupy was destroyed by 
fire. Considerable sums were needed to repair this 
disaster. He resigned himself to the calamity 
without a murmur. 

“ I was at first,” he says in a letter to a friend, 

“ a little perplexed ; but I recollected soon that all 
the events of our lives are ordered by a Father who 
knows better than ourselves what is for our good. 

I am now happy. Yes, surely we must thank God 
every moment of our lives ; for if he treated us ac- 
cording to our deserts, and not according to bis 


goodness, how many chastisements would be our 
portion ! all the trials he calls us to endure hare 
one aim lull of love, which though not known to 
us now, will be one day revealed.” 

In the month of February 1827, he married an 
amiable and pious lady of Geneva, who promised to 
bring him all the happiness compatible with this 
world of sorrow. Naturally mild and affectionate, 
Mr. de Stael had in his character a mixture of firm- 
ness and delicacy, of sedateness aud freedom of in- 
tercourse which rendered him eminently fitted lo 
embellish domestic life. 11 1 know not,” he wrote 
under these circumstances, “ by what way it will 
please God lo lead us, if through prosperity or 
through affliction ; but at least 1 hope we shall always 
go hand in hand.” 

Alas! after some months only of marriage, the 
17 November 1827, Air. de Stael left this earth for 
a belter world. The nature and progress of his dis- 
ease prevented his manifesting so much as he would 
have wished his confidence in the promises of the 
Saviour; but evgry time he had strength, he em- 
ployed it in prayer. The night ol his death, in 
spite of his extreme feebleness, he raised himself in 
bed, and made tor himself, for his wife, his relatives, 
ami his country a fervent prayer, which drew (ears 
from all the attendants. 

His sudden and unexpected decease was felt as a 
public calamity. The peasantry and the laboring 
people of the vicinity suspended their toil ; 
seemed as if death had visited every family. The 
efiect was the same wherever the news spread 
Rarely have been seen so much regrets, so many 
tears accompanying a man to his last home. A 
large concourse assembled to render him funeial 
honors; and when the Reformed Churches of France 
learnt that Mr. de Stael was no more, there was a 
universal cry of grief. Every one felt that a great 
void was made among us. 

Mr. de Stael was in the full sense of the expres, 
sion a man of prayer. “ I find,” lie said lo a friend- 
“ that only by prayer can I live in peace with my. 
self ; only by it 1 do succeed in subduing to a cer- 
tain degree the impeifections of my nature. When 
I can, several limes a day, pray to that Infinite Be- 
ing who considers our miseries, hope and gratitude 
seem to come to iny support in the path of life.” 

He had uncommon modesty. Commendation caus 
ed him evident pain. “ It is a sad thing, he said, 
lo be regarded as better than you really are. If you 
accept such testimonies from others, you feel that 
you are hypocritical ; if you reject them, others take 
for humility the expression of the simple truth, and 
nothing is gained.” 

He was so sincere and upright in his words that 
he always feared representing in too favorable leims 
his true spiritual state. He preferred, in his hours 
of gloom abd dejection, not to speak at all rather 
than express the least thing which he did not feel 
He was an enemy to affected piety and that conven 
tional language called cant. Words repealed with 
an air of studied humility were offensive lo him ; he 
sought always what was simple and true. 

He avoided disputes on doctrines. Having heard 
a discussion on grace and free will, he said; “In 
two words, my creed is that we must labor as if we 
could do something, while we know we can do 
nothing.” 

He trusted wholly "in the mercy of the Lord, 

“ It seems to me,” said he, “ that I am a child who 
may offend his father, but who can never be aban- 
doned by him.” 

I must close here this biographical notice. May 
it bear some fruit to the praise of God !

A DEVOTIONAL SPIRIT. -No. V. 


Though it is probable that in heaven devotion 
consists mainly in adoration, love and praise ; yet 
in this world it consists in desire more than any 
thing else. Desire implies a sense of want ; and 
here our condition both as creatures and sinners is 
made up of wants. Man is conscious that he has 
no resources of his own. He is dependent for his 
existence, for his reason, for his capacities of action 
and enjoyment, for his health and safety, and for 
necessary supplies from without, for his support and 
comfort. As a sinner, man is entirely helpless, and 
dependent on sovereign mercy. As an innocent 
creature, he might be said to have a claim on his 
Maker for those things necessary for his subsistence 
and comfort ; but as a sinner, he has forfeited this 
claim. And as to eternal life and the salvation of 
his soul, he is utterly destitute of any claim except 
that which is founded on his own wretchedness and 
the sovereign grace of God. Aod even when recon- 
ciled to God, and renewed in the spirit of his mind, 
he is still as dependent as ever. Without Christ he 
can do nothing. We are not sufficient to think any 
thing of ourselves ; hut our sufficiency is of God. 
As every good gift and every perfect gift cometli 
down from the Father of lights, so prayer is the ap- 
pointed and appropriate means of drawing down 
such things as we need. And prayer is nothing but 
the desires ol the heart offered up to God, whether 
expressed in words or not. Prayer of all duties is 
the most natural to creatures in our situation, and 
therefore the most reasonable. A soul sensible of 
its urgent wants cannot but feel the desire of deliv- 
erance ; and as every one who believes in a God 
knows that He has power to afford relief, it is natural 
to direct our prayers to Him ; especially as we are 
sure that our chief wants can be supplied by no 
other. II we had no express command to pray, yet 
we should feel impelled lo make trial of this means 
of relief. A man perishing with hunger, and know- 
ing that there is a person near who has an abundant 
supply of food, could scarcely be prevented from 
asking for what he wanted to satisfy the cravings of 
his appetite, and preserve him from death. But we 
are not as sensible of our spiritual as of our tempo- 
ral wauls, and therefore many do not pray at all ; 
and others only when in trouble, or exposed to some 
imminent danger. And even Ihe pious need to be 
stimulated to the performance of Ibis duty. Desire 
being the essence of prayer, it is important that the 
objects sought should be the proper ones. Persons 
often desire unlawful things. This is sinful prayer, 
which God condemns and will punish. More fre- 
quently we desire unprofitable things, such as riches, 
honors, or worldly ease ; which if possessed, would 
be an injury, not a benefit. Sometimes God grants 
the earnest desires of petitioners, but in judgment. 
He granted, says the Psalmist, “their desire, but 
sent leanness into their souls.” Desire may be said 
to be the life of every soul. It is the animating 
principle without which there would be a perfect 
stagnation in Ihe mind. But Ihe moral character is 
determined by the nature of the desires by which 
any one is actuated ; and the nature of the desires 
is ascertained by the kind of objects which are 
sought. The man of the world is influenced by in- 
tense desires of wealth, of power, of distinction, or 
of pleasure. The literary man seeks for knowledge 
and literary eminence with equal ardor. But the 
pious man seeks for God, the living God. He de 
sires the favor of God ; this he considers the supreme 
felicity. He' desires to be like God, in his moral 
character. He is persuaded that the highest dignity 
and excellence to which human nature can possibly 
attain, is to bear the image of his Creator. That 
was originally possessed by our lather and repre- 
sentative, but was lost by his disobedience. It is, 
however, again attainable by the operation of grace. 
This is the richest blessing which Christ, our Re- 
deemer, bestows upon his purchased people. With- 
out this, all other gifts would be profitless. There- 
fore it is written, that He redeems his people from 
all iniquity : His name au called Jesus, because He 
saves his people from their sins. God creates us 
anew in Christ Jesus to good works. The new 
born soul manifests the reality and origin of its

N’t'lV .lit' AS tilth's AND REVIVALS. 
Another cause of the present “great dearth” 
throughout the length and breadth of the land, is, if 
I do not very much mistake, to be found in the re- 
liance which war placed, a few years ago, upon 
what are technically called new measures, and in 
their prolific affiliation. 

In saying that I think new measures have done 
much to check aud run out revivals, I wish to be 
distinctly understood. 1 feel no objection to new 
measures, as such, in winning souls to Christ. 1 
have known them employed with great apparent 
success, by preachers of eminent experience and 
wisdom; ami I am far from being sure that all 
the measurer which God will approve and bless, 
have yet been tried or thought of in the churches. 
Some of them, l should certainly object to, because 
I believe them unscriptural and dangerous; and 
others, because 1 believe they have been carried too 
far. But not so with all. 

Among the new measures which have been in- 
troduced, long since. I entered the ministry, may be 
mentioned what are familiarly called Inquiry meet- 
ings. The Rev. Asahel Nettleton, I believe, was 
among the first, if not Ihe very fust, whoiried them, 
in the form which has since been found so conve- 
nient aud helpful in seasons of deep aud general re- 
ligious interest. It was no new thing before his 
time, for pastors to invite the anxious to theirstudies, 
or for considerable numbers to avail themselves of 
such invitations on the same afternoons and even- 
ings. But they were conversed with separately, or 
when the time did not permit, were addressed col- 
lectively in the otdinary tone of more public in- 
struction. Finding it impossible in this way, or by 
visiting from house to house, in the height of a pow- 
erful revival, to keep up with it, by ascertaining 
the state of each inquirer’s mind, Mr. Nettleton in- 
vited all who were disposed to inquire “ what they 
must do to be saved,” to meet at stated times, that 
he might pass around among them, and in a low 
voice or whisper, ascertain the 3tate of their feel- 
ings. In this way, he found he could accomplish 
more in one hour than would be possible in three 
or four, in the ordinary way. It was then a new 
measure ; but eminently owned and blessed by the 
great Head of the church, as it has been under ju- 
dicious ministers, ever since. 

Another new measure, introduced about the same 
time, was, for the church to meet in another place 
simultaneously with the inquirers, to pray for their 
immediate conversion. Another was, to hold a 
little prayer meeting with inquirers just before or 
after the public lectures; anti other new measures 
still no doubt will occur to those who were most fa- 
miliar with the revivals of the period to wmen l 
have alluded, and to which God has set the seal of 
his approbation. 

Bat still 1 feel constrained to ascribe the “dying 
out,” or rather, as I would hope, the temporary 
suspension of revivals, in no small degree, to the 
use and abuse of new measures — such as calling 
upon females to pray and exhort in public meet- 
ings — inviting and almost compelling persons by 
main strength to come up to the “anxious seats, 
and protracting “ protracted meetings” to an unpre- 
cedented and exhausting length. I am aware that, 
in some denominations, females have always been 
more or less accustomed to pray and exhort, es- 
pecially in times of deep religious interest ; but 
this was never encouraged among Presbyterians and 
Congregationalists till nervous excitement began to 
take the place of genuine revivals, under preachers 
of more zeal than knowledge ; and if I am not mis- 
taken, our enlightened and regular Baptist and 
Methodist brethren, give much less countenance to 
females’ “ improving their gifts,” than they formerly 
did. That sinners were never awakened under tbeir 
public exhortations, or that Christians were never 
edified by listening to their prayers in promiscuous 
assemblies, I am not prepared to say. Nor would 1 
absolutely condemn the use of “ anxious seats. 
Publicly calling upon awakened sinners to come 
forward, aod separate themselves from the congre- 
gation, that they may be prayed for and receive ap- 
propriate instruction, may be proper in some parts 
of the country, and under peculiar circumstances ; 
but judging from tbe best information I have been 
able to obtain on the subject, it has done more to 
prejudice unconverted men of intelligence against 
revivals, than to convert sinners of any class. It is 
an undeniable fact, that many in western Massachu- 
setts, in western New Yolk and other parts of the 
country, who had always believed in revivals, be- 
came so disgusted a few years ago with what they 
saw and heard, under the high pressure of new 
measures, that it has since been found impossible to 
gain their serious attention to religion, in any way. 
Instead of secretly hoping, as they formerly did, 
that they may enjoy the advantages which revivals 
used to bring, for securing their own salvation, they 
identify them in their minds with the extravagancies 
which they have witnessed, and think of them with 
dread, if not with absolute aversion. 

All this is wrong, I acknowledge. Men who en- 
joy the gospel, are bound to distinguish between 
“the precious and the vile ;" between indiscreet 
and unscriptural measures, and the actual presence 
of tbe Holy Spirit, awakening and converting sin- 
ners. 1 acknowledge, too, that God can revive his 
work when and where he pleases, let who will op- 
pose it. But experience shows, that there are cer- 
tain laws in the kingdom of grace, analogous, at 
least, to the laws of mind, as they operate in other 
great departments of human action. If you go against 
men’s sober judgment in any thing ; if you employ 
means for the promotion ol ever so good a cause, 
which their reason does not approve, you prejudice 
them against the cause itself. So it haa been in the 
case before us. Revivals hare been brought into 
discredit by the unwarrantable measurea which have 
b»en employed to promote them ; and this, I think, 
is one cause why they have almost forsaken the 
land. 

Nor can I close the present number, without add- 
ing, that the abuse of ‘‘ protracted meetings” has 


tended to banish revivals, and to prevent their re- also the authority to bind out as apprentices any 

for some 
meetings, 

ceded by preparatory fasting and prayer m'the 
churches. At first, no church thought of appoint- 
ing a protracted meeting, till there had been great 
searchings of heart, and many confessions for back- 
slidiogs and unfaithfulness. Nor does it appear to 
have occurred to those pious men and women, who 
expected most from protracted meetings, that if four 
days were found insufficient to produce the desired 
effect, they must go on till they could reap the fruits 
tn a general and powerful revival. Still less did they 
think of laying so much strecs upon these extra means 
as to throw the regular preaching of the Sabbath into 
the back-ground, and lead the people to depend upon 
protracted meetings, as if nothing could be done 
without them. But these abuses gradually crept in. 

Meetings were got up, with very little preparation, 
to receive the blessing- It was found, in many 
cases, that nothing like the expected impression was 
made on the first, nor the second, nor the third, nor 
the fourth day. This disappointment led, not uu- 
frequently, to the lengthening out of the lime, till 
ministers and Christians, and all the people who at- 
tended, were exhausted, and a most deadening re- 
action supervened. Again and again was the exper- 
iment tried, with less and less success. And now, 
such is the prejudice in many quarters, not only- 
only against four days’ meetings, but against all ex- 
tra measures and efforts to rouse the churches, and 
arrest the attention of sinners, that it would some- 
times seem as if “ the mercies of God were clean 
gone forever.”

ASHAMED OF TI1EIK NAME. 

The Trustees of the New York Protestant Epis- 
copal Public School, have petitioned the N. Y. 
Legislature for a change of name. The Committee 
in the Senate to whom the petition was referred, 
made the following 


REI’ORT. 

Report of the committee on charitable and religious 
societies, on the petition of the trusties of the .Yew 
York Protestant Episcopal Public School. 

Mr. Clark, from the committee on charitable 
and religious societies, to whom was referred the 
petition of “ The New York Protestant Episcopal 
Public School,” most respectfully report : 

That the prayer of the petitioners merely asks 
that their corporate name be changed to that of 
“ The Trustees of Trinity School in the city oi New 
York," but the reasons given in this petition for 
the desired change are so puerile, and evidently de- 
ceitful, that your committee cannot for a moment 
believe that the true reasons are set forth. The pe- 
tition says, “ In the present extensive establishment 
of free schools in the said city forteachirg the rud- 
iments of learning by the New York public school 
society, whose schools with the signs of ‘ Public 
Schools' are conspicuously spread over the whole 
city, great numbers of children are received and 
taught. But parents who are seeking to give their 
sons an education of a higher order, and who are 
disposed to pay for their tuition, are unwilling to 
send them to a school that 13 frequently either con- 
founded with the schools of that society, or suppos- 
ed to be conducted upon the same plan of indis- 
criminate free tuition of all classes that will accept 
of it. For the avoidance of this difficulty in the 
way of your petitioners, in the carrying out of their 
benevolent plans, they therefore pray your honora- 
ble bodies for the passage of an act or law, chang- 
ing their corporate style or name to that of ‘ The 
Trustees of Trinity School in the city oi New 
York.’ ” 

As the above is the only reason given for the de 
sired change of the name of this school, it may be 
well to see how it would read when the words are 
placed in their proper order, viz: The New York 
public school society, have on their school-houses a 
sign conspicuously inscribed ‘Public School,” 
where great numbers of children are taught ; but 
the wealthy citizens of New Y’otk who are able and 
desirous of paying for “ a higher order of education 
for their sons,” cannot tell the difference between 
this sign of “ Public School” and the petitioners’ 
aignof “New York Protetstant Episcopal Public 
School,” and therefore get so confused that they 
caunol tell where to send their sons ; and in order 
to help these intelligent citizens out of this painful 
dilemma, the plilauthropy of the Legislature is in- 
voked to enable the petitioners to put a sign on their 
school-house lo be inscribed “Trinity School.” 

This is such a burlesque and libel on the intelli- 
gence of Ihe “ parents who are seeking to give their 
sons an education of a higher order,” that your com- 
mittee cannot refrain from saying, that if this is an 
honest exhibition of the incorporated intelligence ol 
(he managers of this school, it is high lime the 
charter was repealed, and that they be permitted to 
attend the “ public schools” in New York, or some 
school of “a higher order,” until they are better 
qualified. But if, on the contrary, this is the best 
effort these men can take lo cover up some other 
object for th;» rlianee. which they do not choose to 
avow to the Legislature, then the commute wuoia 
submit whether they are entitled to any greater 
favor. 

The petitioners do not say that the term “ Prot- 
estant Episcopal” is offensive to them, nor that it 
does not properly describe the character of their 
schoul, or the founders of it, or of the body of 
Christians under whose control it is; nor do they 
give any reason for asking to adopt a name which 
is equally applicable to an older church than their 
own, and which might lead to the very confusion 
about which they pretend to complain, and which, 
perhaps might be offensive to that other church, un- 
less, indeed this is a preparatory step to amalgamate 
the two churches into one. 

In looking at the original act of incorporation of 
this school, passed March 14, ISOS, it will be seen 
that the first corporate name was “ The Trustees of 
the First Protestant Episcopal Charity School in the 
city of New York.” Having attained with that 
name a most extraordinary charter as to powers, 
probably through a supposition on the part ol the 
Legislature that the name indicated in some degree 
the character of the school, this corporation contin- 
ued under this appellation until 1827, when, being 
desirous of getting rid of this comparatively homely 


gious corporation, and which might be easily per- 
verted under legislative sanction to the building up 
of religious houses, which have proved in days gone 
by such a scourge and curse to the family of man, 
in every country where they have been recognized 
by legal enactments. 

Your committe .therefore recommend, that the ap- 
plication of the petitioners to change their corpo- 
rate name be denied ; and they ask leave to intro, 
duce a bill to amend the act entitled “An act to in- 
corporate the Trustees of the First Protestant Epis- 
copal Charily School in the city of New York,” 
passed March 14th, 1S06, and to repeal the act 
amending the same, passed April the 4th, 1807, and 
to amend the act passed April 16th, 1S27, amend- 
ing the first mentioned act of incorporation.

Messrs. Editors , — By direction of the Presbyte- 
ry of Ontario, I forward the following extracts from 
their minutes at their meeting in Geneva, January

The Committee appointed by Presbytery upon 
the subject of parties and dancing, report : That if 
becomes all who profess the name of Christ to de 
part from iniquity, and to avoid the appearance of 
evil. In accordance with these principles, whatev- 
er associations, recreations, or amusements, are cal- 
culated to bring reproach upon religion, or to ren- 
der the minds of Christians light and vain, to the 
excluding of serious thoughts, or the diverting from 
the practice of godliness, should be shunned and not 
engaged in by professing christians. And especially*! 
is this general rule applicable to those parties which 
bring Christians into so m ar conformity to the world 
as to countenance and encourage that which leads 
to disregard of sacred things, and in which engag- 
ing, Christian influence is paralized, and reproach is 
brought -upon the Christian name. Of this descrip- 
tion we regard dancing in its various seasons and at- 
tendant circumstances. Whether it be in tbe social 
party, introduced for the purpose of passing away 
an hour, or in the ball room when assembled ex- 
pressly for the purpose of dancing, or in the school., 
where instruction in dancing is given, dancing -IS at 
variance with the Christian rule, and reproachful lo 
the Christian profession Presbytery deem it, there- 
fore, inconsistent and wrong for those who have na- 
med the name of Christ to engage in dancing, or to 
attend dancing parties or assemblies. And, as by 
divine constitution, parents and heads of families are 
responsible, so far as they are able to direct, for the 
conduct of their children, ami the members of their 
several households under their control, it is equally 
wrong for parents and heads of families to allow 
their children or those tinder their care lo attend 
such places, as to attend themselves. In the judge- 
ment of Presbytery, att-nding dancing parlies, or 
dancing assemblies, or allowing those under their 
supervision and control to attend, is, in professing 
Christians, an offence deserving the discipline and 
censure ot the church. Presbytery would therefore, 
affectionately and earnestly exhort all the members 
of tire churches under their care lo avoid this evil, 
and this cause of reproach lo the Christian name. 
And that they would also, diligently guard those 
under their particular care and influence from this 
source of evil. Presbytery would also advise the 
church sessions to take order, suitably to enforce 
discipline in any cases of violation of these princi- 
ples in regard to dancing that may occur in their 
respective churches.

phrase of its founders, and as your committe are 
bound to suppose, thinking that the term “ charity” 
did not properly characterize the corporation, they 
asked to have this stricken out of their corporate 
name, and have “public” inserted in its place; and 
the Legislature of that year permitted them to drop 
their old name, and thereafter to be known as the 
“ New York Protestant Episcopal Public School.” 
But now in the improvements of the age in religion 
and in morals, it desires to throw off the name of 
“ Protestant Episcopal,” and assume the more ca- 
tholic term of “ Trinity School’’— not that your 
committee suppose that the majority of the laymen 
would like to return lo the days of the cloister, but 
the dreams of some dignitaries may possibly have 
reached that extent. 

The draft of a bill submitted to your committee 
with the foregoing petition, in the same handwrit- 
ing of the petition, provides not only for the change 
asked in the corporate name, but also for the confir- 
mation to such corporation of the title to all pro- 
perty, real and personal, which has heretofore been 
granted, given, devised or bequeathed, either by in- 
dividuals or by other corporations, to such school, 
by either of its corporate names, or intended so to 
be, either in possession, reversion, remainder, ex- 
pectancy or otherwise, and to authorize it hereafter 
to take, hold, by gift, grant, devise or bequest, any 
real or personal estate, provided the clear annual 
value ol the real estate so held shall not exceed fif- 
teen thousand dollars, a sum equal lo at least three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars in real estate, a 
power which your committee think should not be 
given to any such corporation, and which they think 
would be dangerous to the well being of the com- 
munity under our laws, for various reasons given 
in the report ol this committee to the Senate last 
winter, being Senate Doc. No. 67 of 1844, to which 
they most respectfully refer. 

And in pursuance of this principle your commit- 
tee are of opinion that the authority to take the real 
estate by devise or bequest contained in the original 
act of incorporation of this society, and the acts 
amending the same, should be repealed, as should

TI1E SFIRIT OF PRAYER. 

The following beautiful simile, taken from a ser- 
mon of Jeremy Taylor, has been admired lor more 
than a hundred and fifty years, and will continue 
to be admired as long as a taste for fine writing pre- 
vails. 

“ Prayer is the peace of our spirit, the stillness of 
our thoughts, the evenness of recollection, the scat 
of meditation, the rest of our care and the calm ol 
our tempest. He who prays to God with on angry 
or troubled spirit, is like the man who retires into 
the midst of a battle for meditation, or sets up his 
closet in the out quarters of an army. Anger is a 
perfect alienation of the mind from prayer: it is di- 
rectly opposed to that disposition which presen s our 
prayers in a right line to God. For so have 1 seen 
a lark, rising from its bed of grass, ami soaring up- 
wards, singing as it rises, and hoping to get to hea- 
ven, and climbing above (lie clouds ; hut the poor 
bird was driven back by the loud sighing of an 
eastern wind, and Ins motion made iiregular and in- 
constant, descending more at every breath of the 
tempest than it could recover by the vibration ami 
frequent weighing of its wings, till the little crea- 
ture was forced to sit dowri'aud pant, and stay till 
the storm was over, and then it made a prosperous 
flight, ami did rise and sing as though it had learned 
music and motion from an angel as lie passed through 
the air about his ministries here below. So it is 
when a storm rises in the spirit and overrules ti e 
good man ; his prayer is broken and his thoughts 
troubled ; his words go upward, towards a cloud, 
and his thoughts call them back again, ami nuke 
them without intention. The good man sighs for 
his infirmity, but lie must be content to lose the 
prayer, and he must recover it when his anger is re- 
moved; and his spirit is becalmed and made even 
as the brow of Jesus, and smooth like the heart of 
God; then it ascends and dwells with God, until 
it returns laden with the blessing and dev ol hea- 
ven." 


HISTORY OF THE JAY' FA Mi I. V. 

To many a family in New-York and its vicinity, 
the little volume, just published by the American 
Sunday School Union, called the History of the 
Huguenots, will have more than a common interest. 
More ol our citizens are descendants of that noble 
people than is generally supposed, and not a few 
love to relate the history of their forefathers. This 
history commences with the dawn of the reforma- 
tion in France, and brings before the reader, in ex- 
ceedingly graphic description, the almost endless 
opposition with which the light and truths of the 
gospel hail to centum! in that blood-stained country. 
How noble the endurance of them who pas.ed 
through such great tribulation. With a commenda- 
tion of this valuable little volume to our readers, 
we take the liberty of extracting tire following brief 
history of the Jay family. 

Among the emigrants to New York was Augus- 
tus, the grandfather of John Jay, whose life, written 
by his son, contains a brief sketch of the ancestral 
history. 

In I6S5, after the destruction of the temples in 
Rochelle, several companies of dragoons were parch- 
ed into the town and quartered upon the 1’rotestant 
inhabitants. Pierre Jay, an opulent merchant, took 
immediate steps for relieving his family of this intol- 
erable burden. He found means to withdraw them, 
together with some articles of value, secretly, from 
the house, and succeeded in putting them on board 
a vessel which he had engaged for the purpose. They 
set sail without beinj; discovered, and were safely 
landed at Plymouth, England. Mr. Jay remained be- 
hind, to save what he could from the wreck of hia 
fortune. Soon after the removal of his family waa 
discovered, he was arrested and put in prison ; but, 
by the intercession of some Papists witli whom he 
was connected, he was set at liberty. Several ves- 
sels in which he was concerned were expected at 
about that lime from Spain. He instructed the pilot, 

vrho »pjwtst« aiUolwd fn him, tO 8Q- 

chor the first one that should arrive, at a place agreed 
upon. The first vessel that hove in sight was one 
owned solely by Mr. Jay. The pilot anchored her 
as directed, and gave Mr. Jay instant notice. As 
toon as he came on board, the canvass was spread 
and she sailed for England. The cargo of this ship 
with the valuable articles which Mr. Jay had sent 
over with his family, and such as he contrived lose- 
cure about his own person, now consituted his only 
estate. All that was left behind was confiscated, and 
no part of it was ever recovered by himself or his 
descendants. 

There waa one circumstance to mar the happiness 
of this family, thus mercifully delivered from the 
rage of persecution. Mr. Jay’s oldest son, Augustut, 
who bad been sent to Africa, probably on some mer 
cantile business, could not be apprized of the changes 
that had taken place, and, on his return to Rochelle, 
would be exposed to danger. Perhaps the anxiety of 
the parents waa rendered more intense by the fear, 
that, in circumstances so perilous, he might renounce 
the Protestant faith. When he arrived, the fury of 
persecution was at its greatest height, and every 
thing conspired to compel a prompt decision. He 
remained steadfast, choosing “to suffix affliction 
with the people of God.” By the kindness of some 
relatives, he effected his escape, aod sailed for South 
Carolina, resolved, as his parents bad two other chil- 
dren dependent on them, to take care of himself. 
The climate of Carolina proving unfavorable to his 
health, he came to New York. He continued seve- 
ral years in the business of a supercargo, lo the 
year 1692, he sailed for Hamburg. The vessel w as 
seized by a privateer from Sr. Maloos, and the pjis- 
oners were sent lo a fortress fifteen miles Irom that 
port. On the arrival of the news ol the turtle 
of La Hogue, orders were given that the prison- 
ers ahould that night be put into close cusrod}. l>v 
some negligence, a rumour of this creW res. bed 
the ears of the prisoners themselves, and Augus- 
tus Jay and another, taking advantage ot astern, 
which came on at evening, concealed hen, selves 
and eluded the vigilance of the sentinels, so that 
when others were called, they proceeded to thst part 
of the wall agreed on aa a place of escape. Augus- 
tus dropped himself into the ditch without injury, 
but never saw or heard of hi* companion. He look 
Ihe road to Rochelle, where he was concealed by 
an aunt of the name of Mouchard. By her skii- 
Ail management he was conveyed to the Lie el 
Rhe, he went on board * vessel bound lor Den- 
mark, and thus escaped. He rearhed England 
safely, am! saw hia family for the first time since 
Ida departure for Africa before their emicralion. 
His short stay was saddened bj the loss of his mo 
ther, who had died just before his arrival. He re. 
tamed to America, and in 1697 martini Anne Ma- 
ria, daughter of Mr. Haiti, am Bayard, a descendant 
of a Protestant profeiaor o( theology in Paris ,n the 
reign of Louis .XIII., whom persecution had com- 
pelled to lak* refuge in Holland. In November, 
1704, his son Peter, the father of Join, Jay. «»* 
born, and he married a lady whose maternal pro- 
genitors were Bohemian refugee* from Popish pet- 
•eculioa. An honorable ancestry indeed ! Augustus 
Jay lived to the age ot eighty-., x. greatly venerated 
by his fellow citizens, and died in * 

1751. His grandson say*, “ He was rrmatkabl* lot

dria by"he Great Liverpool to Malta, and lf * cnce "> 
the Acheron to Marseilles. Thei.cws !! 0 a 
moment.

that he was sentenced to pay the sum of fifty dollajs as 
a fine— that he was compelled to pay that fine, although 
he stated to the Inferior Judges his wish to appeal to 
higher Court— that he efltred bail lor his appearance 
before that higher Court, to be tried by a Jury, which 
was refused— he then calltd upon the Commercial 
Agent of the Unite d States for assistance, and on being 
tofd by him that he could have either a jury of hall 
foreigners and half natives, or foreigners alone, lie 
chose to he tried by the laffer.” 

The day after, Dr. Judd calltd with the Attorney Ge- 
neral on Mr. Hooper, the Commercial Agent, and told 
him that the privilege of nominating a jury would noi 
he accorded to him, as there was no treaty with the 
United States: and Mr. Hooper, finding that he could 
not convince Dr. Judd that lie was wrong, or induce the 
Governor to grant the privilege, then laid the whole 
matter before the American Commissioner. The Com* 
hi issioner claimed for citizens of the United States what 
had teen granted to citizens of Great Britain. This 
claim gave rise to a very long correspondence, which, 
as far as we have seen, has been conducted on the part 
of Brown with moderation and good temper, and alto- 
gether with a proper spirit.

Troil of hr ad J)u,nm(n t.— We have seen a report of j 
the trial ol a man who is termed Eider Dammon, at 
Dover, Maine, commenced the 17 ih ull., before Moses 
Sweat ami Beth Lee, Eiq. The trial derelopes most 
shocking par titulars, ana convinces us more lully than 
before, ihat town and city audit rities should interfere 
ami arrest these sensual and demoralizing proceedings. 
They ate as bad as the worst d.\>s of that arch scoun- 
drel and laiiatic, Cochran, who “ltd silly women cap- 
tive,” and despoiled the demesne peace of many a 
peaceful and respectable family. A part ol the evi- 
dence we have omitted, it being too gross for publica- 
tion. 

Dammon was charged with being d vagabond, r 
common railer and brawler, neglecting to support his 
family, \*c. He plead not guilty, and numerous wit- 
nesses were examined during the time of the trial, 
which lasted two days. J. W. E. Ifarvey testified that 
he had attended their meetings two days and four even- 
ings. They were hugging and kissing each other; 
Dammon would Uy on the Door, then jump up ; they 
would frequently go into another room. Dammon has 
no means to support himself that 1 know of. The 
meeting appeared very irreligious ; have seen hint sit 
an the floor with a woman, his arms around her. The 
room they went into was a back room. They said the 
world’s people must not go there. 

Win. Crosby, Esq., testified. He was at the meet- 
ing on .Saturday night, from about 7 to 9 o’clock. 
There was a woman on the lloor who lay on her back 
with a pillow under her head ; she would occasionally 
arouse up and tell a vision which she said was revealed 
toiler. They would at times all be talking at once, 
halloing at the top of their voices; some of them said 
(here was too much sin there. By spells it was ’the 
noisiest I ever attended, lie had seen them in groups 
hugging mid kissing each other. Once saw' Elder Hall 
with his boots olT, and the women would go and kiss 
iiis feet. One girl made a smack, but did not hit Ins 
fool with her lips. Hall said, * lie that is ashamed of 
me before men, will I be nshamed of before my father 
and the holy angels.’ She then gave his feet a number 
of kisses. 

Lortou Lambert testified that he attended a meeting 
one evening Jaioly, and that Dammon was very abusive ; 
called all other denominations liars, murderers, &c. 

A woman was present, who pretended to have visions, 
and who was blasphemously called the Imitation of 
Christ. Site was said to be from Portland. Her name 
was Ellen Harmon. She told Mrs. Woodbury she 
must be baptized, or go to hell. Mrs. W. concluded to 
be baptized. A Miss Vorinda Baker, of Orrington, 
figured largely, She told Lambert he was the devil, 
and would go to hell. She subsequently went into the 
bed room with a man, whom they calletkEider White, 
and when they came out they were hugging each other. 
Miss Baker then went to one l)oore, and they kissed 
each other. This night, they went to the water and 
b.ijjpzed. The visionisf, Miss Harmon, lying on the 
lloor several hours— from 7^o 1 o’clock that night. 
Part of the time Dammon lay on the lloor, on his back. 
Elder White said if the Almighty had any tiling to re- 
veal, he revealed it to Miss H. She acted as mediator. 

The first witness offered by the defence, was Jas. 
Ayer, Jr. lie denied that a man wint^into the bed 
room with .Miss Baker. He is an adventist, and said 
it was a part of their faith to kiss each oi her— and they 
had bible authority for it. He admitted that prisoner 
had no other business than to attend meetings. Dam* 
mon admitted he had a spiritual wife, and was glad of 
it. He undderstood Miss ilarnior. had si vision at Port- 
land, and was travelling through the country relating 
it. 

George Woodbury affirmed he believed in Miss Har- 
mon’s visions, because she told his wife’s feelings cor- 
rectly. It was the impression that prisoner kissed his 
wife. Believed the world would come to an end within 
uvo months ; prisoner preaches so. This is the faith 
of the band. 

Thomas ProctOT testified that prisoner confessed to 
him tlmi Miss Baker had an exercise in the led room, 
and he went in and helped her out. 

Much other testimony was received, pro and con, of 
a similar character, and the prisoner opened his de- 
fence. lie cited Luke 7. BO; John 13: last chap, in 
Romans. Phillippians 4th ; 1st Thes. 5th chap. Pris- 
oner again rose, and read the 50th and 120 h Psalm. 
He argued that the day of grace had gone by, that the 
believers were reduced, but that there were too many 
vet, and that the end of the world would come within 
a week. 

The prisoner was^entenced to ten days in the House 
of Correction ; from which sentence he appealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, and while 
the Court was waiting for thcCouusel to come in, pris- 
oner nnd his witnesses asked permission, and sung that 
hymn, by John Craig, beginning— 

41 While I was down in Egypt's land, 

1 heard my Saviour was at hand ; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 

And I wanted to’be free. 

So I left mv former brethren 
To sound the jubilee.*’ 

These scenes arc not enacted at Atkinson only.— Tn 
this city, we are informed “gross deeds” are done by 
ont section ol these fanatics— for there are two.— One 
worshipping with propriety of conduct (so far as we 
know) at Beethoven Hall,— the other at private houses. 
The latter hold to 4 kissing,’ 4 washing each other’s 
feet,’ abandoning work, A'c. Many of these were once 
respectable, happy, nnd comfortably situated. Now, 
by this delusion of the devil, they are wallowing on the 
lloor, their characters lost, their families broken up, 
their daughters debased, their minds wild with insanity. 

It is indeed a melancholy reflection, and well deserving 
the attention of the humane, how this wild fire may be 
stopped, our youth prevented from pollution, those saved 
who are not yet utterly ruined— and those ruined, re- 
covered if it can be so. W o commend to the attention 
of all, public authorities, and private citizens, this evil 
in our midst; and pray success may attend their efforts 
to abate it, and prevent its spread and desolating con- 
sequences.

For about ten minutes the wind blew with stupendous 
force tearing up by the roots trees three feet in diam- 
eter. But the most serious part of the disaster is the 
loss of two lives— that of the owner and of n negro 
woman. They had taken shelter under a large shed 
in which bricks were made— the shed was blown down 
and the woman and a horse were killed on the spot — 
the overseer was so badly hurt that he died one hour 
and a half afterwords.

. Accident in a Coal Tunnel.— An explosion occur-

The Compensations of Nature. — Thvrlow Weed 
who is now at Santa Croix, in one of his letters to the 
Albany Evening Journal, gives this account of a remark- 
able phenomenon ;

Between seven 
and eight, when the sun begin s’ to assert its supremacy, 
small specks of snow-white clouds appear which gradu- 
ally enlarge, and li tally, towards meridian, have run 
into each other and taken a form which is described by 
the Island, presenting a Canopy— or if it be noi irreve- 
rent to sny so — an Awning, which protects the soil and 
those who dwell upon it; From the burning rays of the 
sun during the hours of its greatest power. But for 
this beneficent intervention of elements between the 
Earth and the Sun, its intense heat would prove alike 
fatal to vegetable, animal and human existence. Nor 
is this, in the opinion of Dr. S. the only benefit derived 
from the cloud that canopies the Island. He insists that 
most of our rain, instead of being drawn from the Ocean, 
is taken up from the moisture upon the Island, conden- 
sed aud returned to us in gentle showers.

LAW ITEMS. 

Matter awd Slate rx Ohio. — Tire following is an ! 
extrget front the opinion of Judge Read, in the recent 
caee of H »ppers, which ha* caused some discussion. 
This decision may be regarded as the law so far as 
Ohio is concerned, and corresponds «e believe, with 
recent decisions in Massachusetts. 

If a mister bring his slave into the State of Ohio 
he Itwes all power over him. The relation of master 
" — i .s strictly territorial. If the ina>ti r takes 
his slave beyond the influence of the law which cre- 
ates the reluLon, it fall) — there is nothing to support 
it, and they stand as man and man. The slave is free i 
by the laws of the Stale to which lie has been brought 
by the mister, and there is no law authorizing the 
master U: fon-e him htek to the Stale which recog- 
nizes aud enforces the relation i-f master and slave, j 
At one time I wjls of the opinion he had the right of 
pa'saje through a free State with his slave. This I 
probably would harmonize with the spirit of the Com* 
promise upon this subject. Hut up* n mjre careful 
examination, I nm sativfed the iua*U r um*t So*e his 
el.tve if he bring* him into a free State unless the 
slave voluntarily returns to a state of slavery ; be- 
' cause the master io.-cs all pow< r over the >!ave by the 
law of the State to which he has brought his eUve ; 
and there is no other law authorizing him to rermvc 
him. The Coristitnti.ni of the United State* only re- 
cognizes the right of re-capture of a fugitive held to 
| ‘•erv.ee in one State escaping into i t.-to/Vc. The per- 
son owing service must escape from tlie State where 
such service is owed into another Sttte. The act of 
Congress carrying into effoct the constitutional pro- 
vision, authorize, a recapture only vvlun there has 
I been an escape from the Siate where the service was 
owed into another S' ate.

The Mexican Indernitt. — A letter in the Rich- 
mond Enquirer gives tlie following account of what 
is become of the missing installment on the indemnity 
stipulated to be paid to this country by Mexico: 

“ Here are the circumstances of the case, as they 
were told to me to-day, by a gentleman on whom I 
can rely. The firm of Hargous & Co., in Vent Cruz 
and New York, and Voss Si Co., in Mexico, are 
agents of our government for receiving the money 
already stipulated to be paid by Mexico to the United 
States. Trigueros, Santa Anna's late Secretary t f 
the Treasury, is s principal partner of these firm*.. 
With one hand, as Sants Anna's fiscal agent, he paid 
the last installment ($275,000) into tire other witn 
which he wrote the receipt as agent of tbe United 
States Government. Tbe money found its way into 
his own pocket/snd he has absquatulated along, with 
the rest of his master's Minister's, whose heads are 
not safe on their own shoulders if caught within the 
Republic of Mexico. Santa Anna's robberies of the 
Treasury of his own Government, furnished him witb 
an illustrious precedent for this robbery of ours. Our 
Treasury suffers by this financial “ operation ;" for 
you will remember he was sufficiently patriotic to 
give his own government a receipt for the money as 
United States agent Thia Congress « ill be forced to 
appropriate the sum stolen, the United States being 
responsible for it to the claimants.

Dear Sir— After the beautiful and just description 
you have bad, of tbe late Convention and Fair at 
Fitchburg — were it not my official duty, 1 should 
deem it a work or *upererTogation to attempt a sketch 
of Use proceeding*. But to my task. 

The ladies of the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety, with those of the Worcester North, had resolv- 
ed to hold a Fair at Fitchburg on the 12th and 13th 
ult. The Worcester North A S. Society appointed 
its annual meeting at the same time and place, 
add to the interest of the occasion, notice was given 
that Messrs. Phillips and Ballou, and those inimitable 
singers, the ifutchinsons, would be present. Tbe 
morning came, and brought with it no trivial storm 
of wind and rain. Bat the genuine friends of the 
cause came together by sleigh load*, and stage loads, 
through wit<d and storm, from a distance of ten, 
twenty, or thirty miles. They "met in the Urge town 
It was a meeting" of joyful countenances nml 
earnest heart* t for those had met, who, in their sev- 
eral spheres, had been contending.unaided and alone, 
amidst innumerable foes, for truth, and liberty, and 
right. There were in that presence, men, and women 
too, ‘on whose brows deliberation sat, and firm re- 
solve.’ With them it was no holiday pastime. Tfoy 
seemed aware of the weight and dignity and arduous- 
ness of the work in which they were engaged. Their 
lives, their fortunes, and their very eouls, seemed 
pledged to its accomplishment. * 

lint those who projected the meeting, and issned 
the call, or others like them, anticipated the gather- 
ing, and prepared for the reception. The forests and 
the fields seemed obedient to the call, and to render 
voluntary tribute to the pleasures of the occasion 
for there stood, in rich and beautiful array of native 
green, the pine, the hemlock, and the spruce, in lis- 
tening attitude, a* if waiting the outbreaking of a 
Ilutchinsonian song, to give them life and motion;] 
while between, wreaths and festoons of ererg 
hung upon the wall*. The walls, too, were gemmed 
with appropriate mottoes, embodying the stern 
solves, the noblest sentiment* and holiest purposes of J 
tbe wise and good in ancient or modern times. There, 
like the stars that stud the firmament of night, they 
addressed themselves to minds and hearts that an- 
swered them again. Thus were we permitted to 
bold converse, fellowship, communion, with the 
mighty desd. 

* Tbe Tables," as your fair correspondent has said, 

• formed a hollow square in the middle of tbe room, 
on which were placed the beautiful contributions from 
tlie various towns in Worcester county, which united 
in the effort together with those from Boston. The 
refreshment room at the foot of the hall was arringi-d 
with the utmost elegance and taste, and provided in 
the roost ample manner, with tea, coffee, cakes, pies, 
blanc-monge, sandwiches and fruits.* 

Attlie head of the hall sras a table copiously fur- 
nished with intellectual and moral aliments, — with 
books, pamphlets, and plates, charged witfj that light 
and truth, the dissemination of which muat e 
tually result in the emancipation of the slave, an al- 
teration of the Constitution, or a d'-ssjhttion of the 
Union. 

Thus the arrangement* had been made, the people 
were assembled ; and to commence operations, Mr.

The sale of articles went on, for an hour or two, 
quite briskly, when itwa* thought best to proceed 
with business and addresses, without interrupting the 
sale*. On motion of Jilr. Everett of Princeton, II 
tV. Carter of Hnbbardston was appointed Secretary! 
protein. Rev. Mr. Stone, of Gardner, offered iin 
earnest and appropriate prayer. Mr Phillips presen- 
, resolution on the omnipotence of moral infiu- 
iu overcoming great national evils, and the ut-j 
ter inadequacy of any political party to accomplish the 
object He spoke nearly an hour.

The burden of 
them was to show the abominable position of tbe 
American Church as the bulwark of American sla- 
very. 

On motion of Mr. Everett, a committee was ap- 
pointed to nominate officer* of Hie Worcester North 
A. S. Society for the ensuing year. The meeting 
was then adjourned till G o'clock in the evening. 

Etxsiso Sziiios. 

Mr. Phillips, having disposed of the political por- 
tion of hi* resolution in the afternoon, now took up 
the moral ; and although *o much broader, and deep- 
*nd higher than the other, he showed himself 
equally master of it. Hi* power was paitleulaly man- 
liest in setting forth the character and purpose of Uin- 
Christian dispensation. For, this done, it was easy 
to vindicate abolitionists from the charge of infidelity ; 
and, tried by this standard, the church and clergy of 
the land were found greatiy wanting. Thi* was the 
first effort I ever knew, and 1 have witnessed many, 
in which my ideal of what ought to be done in the 
premises, was fully met, in which the speaker rose to 
•the height of this great argument,’ and without 
harshness, did, by the simpje majesty of truth, com- 
mand the respect and adinjira lien even of the enemies 
of the cause. A tong from the Hutchinson* brought 
the audience to their feet. They pressed or leaned 
forward in almost breathless admiration. 

Air. Buffum made some forcible remark* on the 
support which the Church, in its preaent connexion 
with the stave system, lent to it He spoke also of 
the persecutions to which abolitionists were subject, 
and modestiy mentioned, by way of illustration, that 
he had lately lost some "se ten thousand dollars by the' 
burning of his carpenter works. 

Not long afterwards, said he, I was told that it was 
undoubtedly the work of on incendiary, and on at 1 
count of my abolition principle*. * And will you per- 
sist,' said his informant, ‘in such a ruinous enter- 
prise ’’ •‘What,’ said Mr. B. ‘shall I abandon. iny 
principles, and the great and glorious cause in which 
I have enlisted, because they subject me to pecuniary 
losses? No; not if they were ten times greater than 
they are. I cling to them the closer.’ And the in- 
dignant manner in whieb he repelled the suggestion, 
brought down upon-Tu'm, from that large audience, a 
general burst of applause. 

Air. Clapp introduced tlie following resolution, and 
spoke upon it with great earnestness and power: 

Resolved, That the church which close* its doors 
against the anti-slavery movement— or, rather, which 
does not give that movement its earnest and enthu- 
siastic support— has not the least claim to the name 
of Christian ; but, on the contrary, ia a heathen insti- 
tution of the darkest character, and ought to be in- 
stantly deserted and resolutely opposed by every 
friend of humanity.' 

IIis course of argument to Bhow the corruption of 
tlie church was essentially the same as jhatpf_PJt'I-- 
lips. but sustained by fresh and copious illnstrations, , 
and a manner entirely Ills own. 

Here the labors and pleasures of the day and eve- 
ning were brought to a close. The audience with- 
drew, nnd the ladies, wearied with care and toil, set 
their house in order, and betook themselves to rest 
Tucks dat Moaxiso. i 

Prayer was offi-red by Rev. Air. Pettibone, of Fitch- 
burg. 

The ladies were already in their places; the re- 
freshment table had been replenished, the articles of, 
merchandize set in new and tempting array ; and the 
business of buying and telling, eating and talking, 
went on with renewed earnestness and spirit. 

Rev. Mr. Pettibone began with some excellent re- 
marks on the incompatibility of slavery with thf 
principles of Christianity, and tbe duties of the clergy 
in regard to it 

Air. Clapp then offered resolutions, and made a 
strong speech on the wickcdncsj and worthlessness 
of Liberty party. Richard Hildreth, said he, one of 
the leading men in the party, does not pretend that it 
is governed by moral principle. Expediency is its 
rule of action. 

Air. Phillips followed in the same strain, Liberty 
party, said he, like other political parties which wish 
to obtain votes, accommodates its? If to the prejudices 
and demands of the people, ln New-Tork it exhibit* 
phase; in Philadelphia, another; and in Boston, 
a third. He also exposed the fallacy and absurdity 
of the doctrine, tint public officers arc to obey the 
Constitution as they understand it. 

ArTTRSoon Session. 

Messrs. Phillips, Buffum and Clapp presented the 
claims of tbe Liberator, Standard ind Pioneer to tbe 
patronage of abolitionists. Mr. Clapp added iranj 
further remarks on the immorality of taking office, or 
voting under the U. S. Constitution. 

Air. Haskell, of Fitehbufg, thought if we prayed for 
the Iteration of the slave, consistency demanded that 
should slso vote ior it. He therefore belonged to 
Liberty party, 11c did not attempt to controvert the 
positions which had been taken by others. 

Tlfe Hutchinson*, who all along hid been silent 
spectators of this moving scene, a* if filled with- the 
spirit of the occasion, at length burst forth with spon- 
taneous, original, native power, the combined effect, 
f poetry and song.

» the natural and necessary connection of the differ- 
ent brancliea of reform. There is no vice, said he, 
where intemperance prevails, which is not immeas- 
urably aggravated by it. For it put# out the light of j 
reason, drowns the voice of conscience, and at the 
tame time, rouses into aetion the bascT elements in 
man’s nature; last, avarice, and the love of power, 
with the disporition to fight and to destroy. Tbe 
slaveholder is an idler from principle. Idleness ex- 
poses him to intemperance. Intemperance, inskeaJ 
him lustful and avaricious, and, therefore, ten-fold* 
more overbearing and tyrannical than he was before. 
Besides, the intemperate man is, from the nature of j 
the case, incapable of appreciating anti-slavery truth, 
or of feeling the unutterable wrong be is inflictingon 
!i!*lave. Where, then, is the hope of reform f’ This 
is not mere theory. It is milter of observation, 
is sound philosophy. I* there no connection, then, 
between intemperance and slavery? 

’ Again: men are made slaves, and kept so, by su- 
perior force. Slavery isastate of perpetual war. He, 
therefore, who would contend success£uDy against! 
tlie giant cvil,flaTery, must also engage with earncst- 

•9* in the penee and temperance reforms. 

After a few more remarks from Alessr*. Phillips 
and Buffum, in their usually happy manner, the la- 
bors of the Convention were brought to a close, by as 
eloquent and successful speech from Mr. Clapp, on 
the greatness and dignity oP the anti-slavery enter- 
prise, and the simplicij^ of the means by which it is 
to be accomplished,; viz. — freedom of speech and 
freedom of tbe press. The proceeds of theFair, clear 
of expenses, u ere §225. 

J have thus given you the merest skeleton of the 
proceedings and the main topics of dicours ef at the 
late Convention and fair. Enough, however, to show 
that Phillip* and Buffum and Clapp, true to the motto 
of the American and Alaasachosett* Anti-Slavery So-

Under tho extraor- 
dinary provisions of this law, nevrnl colored cit- 
izens ot Alassachuscttiq entering tha port of Charles- 
ton, in South Carolina, for the ordinary purposes 
of trade and commerce, wore forthwith pounced 
upen and imprisoned, and this in tlie very teeth of 
the written opinions of certain learned jurists, who 
declared that tbe act in question was a direct and 
palpable violation of that clause in tho Constitution 
of the United States which declares that ' the citizens 
of each State aliall be' entitled to all the privileges 
and immunities of citizens of tlie several States.’ 
This rery summary proceeding naturally enough 
raised a flame from one end of Alassochusetts to 
the other. The Legislature of that Commonw ealth 
passed certain ‘resolves,’ authorizing tbe Governor 
Itf appoint agents in Charleston, and in otlicr places, 
to collect accurate information as to the number 
and names of its imprisoned citizens, and to bring 
suits for thcirJiberation at tbe public expense. Sev- 
eral persons residing upon the spot were in conse- 
quence appointed with tills view, but they very 
prudently, anil, as it will eventually appear, most 
wisely, declined the perilous honor. A Air. Hoxb, 
more alive to thq calls of duty, or jicrhaps more 
emulous of some local notoriety, was at length in- 
duced to accept tho agency to CliarlcBton. lie 
went accordingly, omf we cannot question but tlmt 
when, ‘ at G o’clock in the morning of the 23 th of 
November last,’ he first stepped upon tbe pier of 
that port, tho strongest feelings of self-devotion 
warmed his breast. Ho immediately put himself- 
in communication with the Governor of South 
Carolina, and in a letter to ‘his Excellency,’ ex- 
plained tho object and scope of his mission.

By this constitutional juggle, the Gov- j 
eminent of the United States has more than once-J 
endeavored, in its intercourse with this country, 
to shuffle ofTihe- legitimate responsibility which 
should have attached to it No attempt, however, 
appears to have been made' bv the framers of the 
thia very cunous deficiency.

It is only a sample of 
what is daily and hourly occurring in this country, 
abounding as it does in wealth, all produced by the 
labor of that people* who are so treated.

with truth. Hints were conveyed to our ambassa- 
dor that a large assemblage of citizens would do 
themselves the honor of waiting upon him, and 
conduct him out of tho citv.

They may make mouths 
at each other, but they cannot fight. It remains to 
be seen whether the Supremo Court of the United 
States can afford redress for 60 serious a grievance. 
If it rancor, tho wrong will be without a remedy, 
for the general Government appears powerless in 
such a case as this. AYIint must make the injury

How unsound end insecure must tiiat state 
of society I* which requires tlie most violent, tho j 
most unjust and tho most unconstitutional measure* 
to screen it from danger! How long can it last? 
What will bo its termination? We wDl not eo 
wrong human nature aa to presume its permanency. 
The day of reckoning may bo distant, but H would 
be heresy against Heaven to suppose tiiat it will 
never come. Gloomy" on all aides is the prospect, 
which, however, ia not without its use to the 
world. The present position of a portion of tho 
\frtt States of America, will, if any thing can, teach 
'other nations this great and severe lesson — that to 
depart widely from the path which God and nat- 
ural Taw baTB prescribed, is at length followed by 
consequences which, though unforeseen by man, 
must inevitably prore destructive to the frame- 
work of all society- 

The writer in the Times, yon see, can exhibit the 
moral obliquities which deform American practice. 
Whatever he points out upon the subject of abolition 
in America, we owe to yonr great exertion*. Con- 
sidering the many millions, whore deatinie* we in- 
fluence in British India, and the mental slavery which 
Paganism and the various Other isms which degrade 
the cutes in that religion, it U gratifying to antici- 
pate the good that such rentiment*, impre»«cd on the 
minds of influential European* in India, must work 
forthe cause of hnminity. .

Lato on Saturday, Air. Wakley, M. coroner, 
held a lengthened inquiry at the Six Hells public 
house, Ruislip common, about five miles from Ux- 
bridge, bio tbe circumstances attending the death 
of William Murrell, aged 28, whose death, it had 
been stated, bad been caused by tbe want of tlie 
common necessaries of life. , 

Tlie room occupied by deceased, bis wife and 
child, bespoke tho penary and destitution of iu oc- 
cupants, and the body of the deceased bore indica- 
tions of the privations he had endured. 

The witnesses were examined, one of whom 
was the w ife of the deceased, whose figure was 
most attenuated, and who was in so weak a state, 
that she was accommodated with a chair, and bail 
brandy and water provided for her while giving her 
evidenco. The deceased waa a laboring man, the 
son of another laborer, residing at Ruislip-cotnraon. 
The deceased married, about tiireo years ago, the 
’wttn e BS," Trtartlia- M-rr-^U r be loo god to I\er, in 

Buekinglia nasi lira, where they for some time re- 
sided. From the month of August last, the de- 
ceased bad been out of work, except on occasional 
job or two. About three months ago, in conse- 
qucnco of tho serious illness of Lis wife, they be- 
came clargeable to the parish of Iver, which is in 
the Eton Union, •nnd subsequently orders were 
given for their removal to tbe Uxbridge Union, but 
which were Suspended ou account of the illness of 
his wife. About seven weeks since, his wife being 
rather better, the deceased, to avoid the order* for 
removal being carried Into effect, and their being 
taken to Ruislip as paupers, borrowed a horse and 
cart, and removed his wife to the old workhouse, 
where they have ever since lived, and in the hope 
of getting work, abstained from applying for any 
assistance to the relieving-officer of tlie Uxbridge 
Union. After a week or two, not getting work, the 
deceased, at the earnest request of bus wife, ap-

nion for relief which th

ntHillington, upwards of four miles from all his 
friends. As be returned home, however, with the 
to hia wife, he found he could obtain em- 
, ient at cutting down pea-sticks in the wood, 
ana carrying them out into the road to he carted, 
and they in consequence determined not to make 
of the order. Tha next morning the deceased 
went to work at that employment, but finding that, 
work as hard as he could at it, he could not earn 
ore than 9d a day, and hia strength failing him,

they subsisted alono upon potatoes which the de- 
ceased had received while at Iver for doing up a 
garden, and a few which his father had given him 
as eeed to plant « little bit of garden with.

Stockwell, the relieving officer forthe Uxbridge 
Union, w hero the arrived about 9 o’clock. He gave 
her an order on Mr. Rayner, surgeon, at Uxbridge, 
to whose house she proceeded with it, and then 
returned home to Ruislip-cotrmon, which she 
reached about 12 o’clock, having in die interim 
walked 10 mile* in a very weak state, and without 
(having no mcncy) bringing home any food or sus- 
tenance for her sick husband. Soon after her re- 
turn home.

Collins, a trades- 
man in Ruislip village, for grocery, Sc c, to tbe 
value of 3s, with which aupnly she reached her 
borne in the evening, having in obtaining it had to 
traverse no leas than 20 miles of ground. On the 
following Friday, she went to tho board of guardi- 
ans at the Uxbridge Union workhouae, at Hflling- 
doo, to ask for more relief and told them that her 
husband had got a promise of work on the follow- 
ing Monday, and Air. Peirce, one ofthe guardians, 
having stated that ho had directed L« bediffto set 
the deceased at work in grubbing. Tbe board or- 
dered her to have her dinner, and Air. Stockwell 
came out and told her to meet him at Ruislip church 
on the next day, (Saturday.) On doing bo, he gave 
her three leave* and la. 8 1-2<L in money, being 
equivalent to another 3a. On that day (Saturday) 
tlie deceased web very poorly, and on the Sunday 
he complained that he had knocked hi* foot against 
a atutnp, and aa the night advanced, getting worse, 
the vriie called in tha witness Hill, who found the

‘ TRIAL OF ISRAEL DAMMON. 

_ Via lave seen a rqwrt of the trial of a min who 
is termed Elder Dammon, at Dover, Blaine, com- 
menced the 17ih u!t n before Moses Sweat and Seth 
Lce.Esqs. The trial dcvelopes most shocking par- 
ticulars, and convinces' us more fully than before, 
that town and cily authorities Ehould'totetfere, tod 
arrest these sensual and demoralizing proceedings. 
They are as had os the worst day* of that arch 
scoundrel and fanatic, Cochran, who ‘led silly 
women captive,’ and despoiled the domestic pence 1 
of many a peaceful and respectable fomily. A. 
part of the evidence we have omitted, it being too 
gross for publication. 

Dapimon was charged with being a vagabond, a 
common railer and brawler, neglecting to support 
his family, &e. He plead not guilty, and owner- 1 
ous witnesses were examined during the time of I 
the trial, which lasted two data. J. W, E. Harvey 
testified that he had attended their meetings two 
day s and four CTenuiES. They were hugging and 
kissing each otLcr; Dammon would lay on the, 
floor, then jump up ; they would frequently go into 
another room. Danunon has no means to support 
himself tliat I know ofi The meeting appeared 
very irreligious; June seen him ail on the floor' 
with a woman, his arms around her. The room 
they went into was a back room. They raid the 
world’s jieople must not go there. 

\Ym. C. Crosby, Eoq., testified, lie was at the 
meetingon Saturday night, from about seven to nine 
-’clock. There waa a woman on the floor who lay 
n her back with a pillow under Ler head ; she 
would occasionally arouse up end tell a vision which 
she said waa revealed to her. They would 8t times 
all be talking at once, hallooing at the top of tbeir 
voice*; some of them said there was too much sin 
there. By spells it was the noisiest 1 ever attended. 
He had seen them in groups hugging and Listing 
each other. Once saw Elder Hall with his boots 
off, and the women would p and kiss his feet. One ! 
">rl made a smack, but did not hit his foot with her j 
ips. Hall said, * He that is ashamed of me before 
men, him will I be ashamed of before my fo titer 
and the holy angels.’ She then gare his feet a num- 
ber of kisses. 

Lorton Lambert testified that he attended n 
meeting one evening lately, and that Dammon was 
very abusive ; called all other denominations liars, 
murderers, &c. A woman was present, who pretend- 
ed to have visions, nnd wbo was blasphemously 
called the Imitation of Christ. She wnssaid to be from 
Portland. Her name was Ellen Hannon. She told 
Mrs. Woodbury she must be baptized, or go to helL 
Mrs. YV. concluded to be baptized. A JUra Doria- 
da Baker, of Omngton, figured largely. She told 
Lambert Its was thq devil, and would go to bell— 
She subsequently went into tbe bed room with a 
mtn, whom they called Elder White, and when 


they trams oat, (hey were hugging each other. Miss ] 
Baker then went to one Doorr, nnd they kisoedj 
each other. This night, they went to the water and 
baptized. The risionist. Mias Harmon, Jytog on 
tho floor several Iioura-zftoni 7 to 1 o'clock, that 
night. Part of the time Dammon lay on the floor, 
on hi3 back. Elder White raid if Use Almighty 
had any thing to reveal, ho revealed it to Mum ll. 
She acted as mediator. 

Jerre R Green, testified, that to the meeting he 
attended, he raw men waab women’s feet, Ax. — 
Elder D. was the presiding Elder. Saw Dammon 
kfoa Mrs. Osborn. 

Ebcn Trundy testified, that prisoner told Iiisn he , 
must lira on them that had property— and if God 
did not come,ibcn they must all go to work to* 
gether. 

The first witness offered by the defence waa Jas. 
Ayer, Jr. lie denied that a man went into the bed 
room with Miss Baker. He is an adventist, end 
Buid it was a part of their faith to kiss each other— 
»nd that they had Bible authority for to lie admit- 
ted that prisoner had no other business than to at- 
tend meetings. Dammon admitted he had a spiritu- 
al wife, and was glad cf it lie understood Miss 
Harmon had n virion at Portland, and was travel- 
ling through the country relating it. 

Job Moody, one of tfie brethren, affirmed, that 
prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them tho ne- 
cessity of quitting all labor, lie affirmed that D’s 
character wa* good. As for himself, he had been 
serving the Lord and hantmepng against the devil 
of late. 

George Woodbury affirmed be believed to Miss 
Hannon’s virions, because Bhe told his wife’s feel- 
togs correctly. It was his impression that prisoner 
kissed his wife. Believed the world will come to 
an end within two mouths ; prisoner preaches so. 
This ia the faith of the band. He believed the sis- 
ters Ilarmon and Baker’s revelations as much as 
though they came from God. Sister Hannon said 
to his wife and to the giri3, if they did not do as 
she said, they would go to bell. His wife and Duro- 
mon passed 'across tbo floor on their hands and 
knees. Some man did go into the bed room. — 
Heard brother Dammon say tho gift of healing die 
rick lay to the church. Dammon advised us not to 
work, because there Is enough to live on until the 
end of the word. 

Thomas Proctor testified that [trisoncr confessed 
to him that Miss Baker had an exercise in tho bed 
room, and be went in and helped her out. 

Much oilier testimony was received, pro nnd c 
of a similar character, and the prisoner onened 
defence. HecitedLnke 7,35; John 14; last chap- 
ter to Romany; Phillippians 4 ; 1st Thesralonians 
5th chapter. 

Prisoner again arose, and read flic 50th nnd 12Gth 
Psalm. lie argued that the day of grace had gone 
by, tbat the believers were reduced, but Unit there 
were too many vet, and tliat the cud of the world 
would come within a week. 

The prisoner was sentenced to ten days in the 
House of Correction; from which sentence he ap- 
pealed 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, and 
while the Court was waiting fbr the Counsel to 
come to, prisoner nnd his witnesses asked per- 1 
mission, and sung that hymn, by John Cniig, begin- ; 
ning— 

* While I was down to Egypt’* l»nd, 

1 heard my Savior was at hand; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 

And I wanted to be free, 

4* So I left tnr former brethren 
To sound the jubilee.' 

These scenes are not enacted to Atkinson only. 
In this city, we are informed ‘gross deeds’ aro done 
by one section of these fanatics — for there are two. 
One worshipping with propriety of conduct (so for 
as we know) at Beethoren Halt, — the other at pri- 
vate houses. The latter hold to the ‘kissing,’ ‘wash- 
tog each other’s feet,’ abandoning work, See. Many 
of these were onco respectable, happy, and com- 
fortably situated. Now, by this delusion of the 
devil, they aro wallowing on the floor, their cliarac- 
tcra lost, their families broken up, their daughters 
debased, their minds wild with insanity. It is in- 
deed a melancholy*refleetion, and well deserving | 
the attention of the humane, how this wild fire may 1 
bo stopped, our youth prevented from pollution, 
those saved who are not yet utterly ruined— and 
those ruined, recovered if it can bo so.

TENDENCY OF SLAVES SOUT HW ARD. 

We copy from a Columbus (Ga.) paper, tbe fol- 
lowing article relative to the domestic traffic in 
slaves. It 


. . . some suggestions that may be 
of interest to northern readers, particularly at this 
time, when the effect of the annexation upon alave- 
ry is a staple topic of convereation. 

‘Negbo Tradixs. — A writer to the last Enquir- 
er, under the signature of ‘ Censor,’ gave a hint to 
the ‘speculators,’ (as they are technically called,)! 
that the Penal Code of Georgia against their trade is 
to full force, and promises that he would furnish a 
prosecutor to look after those who should be found 
infringing tbe~|aw after the 1st tost. ' ' 

The law in question is one dictated by wisdom 
and sound j>olicy._ It is essential to the preserva- 
tion of tbe institution of slavery itself as it now ex- 
ist*, as we might readily show, did time and space 
permit It is sufficient to remark, that if Maryland 
end Virginia are permitted to pour their surplus 
slave population upon us, that very soon public 
opinion to these States will begin to assume the 
type of negro philanthropy fqitbcr North, and two 
powerful States will be changed from friends and 
co-defendcrs of this institution, into its opponents. 

The cotton planters of Georgia will readily ad- 
mit, too, that tho public weal does not require any 
addition to tlie labor (already superabundant) em- 
ployed in the production of cotton. And the own- 
ers of negro property will need no argument to con- 
vince them tliat the value of glares is not to be aug- 
mented by tbe overstock of the market, supplied 
from the two Potomac State?. 

Let the law be enforced then, not in Columbus 
only, but throughout Georgia. We hope to see all 
the States of the southwest adopting similar laws, 
and putting cn end to a system, ’\vhidus injurious 
to the southern country, to every moral, political 
and pecuniary point of view.’

Santa Cacz,f\V. I.) January 31, 1845. 

I remarked in a former letter, that the 
fruit* of ibis island, abundant as they are, 
Jiave so comparison, in value. with oar own. 
Nor are cor advantages, in other respects, 
over those enjoyed ia tropical climates. less 
marked and decided. Sugar, ruin, and mo- 
lasses are the only exportable products of this 
island. Potto Rico adds coffee, and Cuba 
tobacco, to their sugar staple. But each of 
these islands are indebted to us (or the 'staff 
of file.’ We supply them also with salted 
provisions# And for every species of manu- 
factured articles they look either to Europe or 
America. Nor. taking the year through, is 
even their climate ta be preferred to our own. 
The winter months may be delightfully pass- 
ed here, but the islanders are as anxious to es- 
cape from the burning suns of June, July, Au- 
gust. and September, as we are desirous of 
avoiding the frosts and enowa of January, 
Februa’y and March. 

The planters are now busily engaged in 
making sugar. Their wind mills ftom every 
eminence, are plying merrily. We have 
made the acquaintance of several planters, 
from whom we have invitations to visit ibeir 
/’states, the drives to which. upon magnificent 
joada, ahetled by cocoa-nut, tamarind, or- 
eoge and lime trees, are exceedingly pictur- 
esque. The cocoa-nut grows from forty to 
sixty feet high, ihe trunk of which for thirty 
feet is without branch, limb, or leaf. The 
tree is not only an evergreen, but is for ever 
bearing, the lowest branchea containing the 
lully-ripe cocoa. The branches, after ripen- 
ing their fruit, ‘go into the 6ear and yel- 
low leaf,’ and fall to the ground. Above is a 
Btrata with nearly ripe fiuit, then one with 
fruit halfgrown, and finally another wtth fruii 
just formed. The tamarind tree is large, 
with a leaf like the locust. The fruit grows 
in a pod resembling the Lima bean. The 
oranse trees are frequently seen here from 20 
in 23 feet high. They are now' in their glory. 
You can conceive of nothing more beautiful 
than an Orange Grovo when the trees, as 
row, arc loaded with large yellow fruit, hang- 
ing in clusters of four, five, six, and even sev- 
en to ibe stem. The lemon and lime trees 
are smaller, but produce almost as abundant-

in 1” He seemed to gather power as lie rose ! 
into the heaven of heavens. His tall slender ' 
form stretched to Its utmost height; his eyes 
flashing as with the splendors of eternity. — 
Every siroke of the pencil brought out a new 
feature— added a richer glow; every tone 
became more and more raptuious, till tbe as- 
sent was completed, and the gates closed on 
the burning throng.

The Cuerokees. — A letter recently re- 
ceived in this city, from an eminent chief of 
! the Cherokee nation, represents that people 
as already somewhat excited by apprehen- 
sions of the eflects of the annexation project 
upon their peace and welfare. It may be re- 
membered that in consequence of the filling 
up of the Mountain Counties of Georgia, and 
the adjacent portion ofTcnnessee, the Chero- 
kees found ihenisetves surrounded by evil- 
disposed whites who, while in fact not half so 
civilized as the Cncokces, or capable of be- 
coming as good citizens, deceived and bullied 
our Government into forcibly removing from 
their homes a people whom they were bound 
by treaties older than the Government itself to 
protect and defend in the quiet enjoyment of 
their ancestral possessions. When the Clrer- 
okees removed West, tbeir present territory 
was guaranteed to them for ever ; yet already 
ere tbe traces of the primeval fbrrst have dis- 
appeared from their fields and plantations, a 
large party in Arkansas is clamoring for their 

removal yet farther West! If Texas be 

annexed, without some very decided action 
on the part of Congress, completely surround- 
ing the new Cherokee Country with oor6et-; 
tlements. ft is obvious that these poor victims 
of civilized and Christian rapacity will soon 
be compelled, under some pretext or other, 
again to surrender tbeir pleasant homes to ihs 
rapacity of tho border rum-sellers and the 
gangs of white vagabonds who five around 
and upon them. Is it not possible that there 
may yet be found virtue and intelligence in 
our People to defeat some one scheme of ra- 
pacity and Natiooal crime ? [Trib.

Science for Farmers. — Whoever takes 
u hoe In his hand, or puts a seed into the 
ground, engages in the most important of the 
arts aod sciences, but in one least understood^ 
Whether a farmer chooses or not — whether 
he knows it or not — he is daily and hourly 
working with principles of science ; he is per- 
forming practically what the philosophererad- 
ies at home, and what the chemist tries ex- 
periments with and labors to understand in 
, his labraiory ; he is surrounded in bis fields 
I by those wonderful operations which the most 
[ learned men often most desire to witness.— 

| They who have most thoroughly learned tho 
i nature of the earth, air and water, fight and 
heat, and studied most about tho growth and 
nature of plants, are tbe men who most feel 
the need of those observations which tho for- 
mer bas the best opportunity to make, ash'® 
work is among the scenes where the plant* 
grow, the rain falls, and tbe sun shines. 

Nothing is plainer to the farmer than that 
the students need such opportunities of obser- 
ving and sucb experience as be enjoys. No - 
thing is more common than to hear him say 
so. He often condemns the writers of agri- 
cultural books and newspapers, for not going 
to work, instead of confining themselves at 
home; he secs and feels the reason why they 
should look at every subject on bath sides;— 
and doubtless, if morn men who study, should 
at tbe same time direct and engage in the la- 
bors of the field, they and the world would be 
tbe gainers. Some have occasionally been 
heard to say so, who despise alt * book farm- 
I ing,’ and believe that practical experience i« 
every thing. Let us look a moment at that 
question. 

A plant in tho dark grows white. What 
is the reason o I that! A seed laid by in a 
dry place wi>l not sprout; but moisten and 
warm it, and it soon begins to grow. The 
beads of wheat lately taken from the wrap- 
pers of an Egyptian mummy, have grown 
and produced seeds of their owns, after two 
thousand years or more. Why is that? A 
crop of corn, clover, or any other plant, in one 
season getsa thousand or ten thousand pounds 
of charcoal from some where. Where doe* 
it come from ? Not from the ground, for it 
was not there. Ah ! we need the aid of sci- 
ence to explain it. 

St. Louis is overflowing! with prosperity—* 
according to the last Republican.

So many new dry goods and 
commercial houses have been opened here, 
within the last two yesT3, as, in our opinion, 
to have gone beyond the actual consumption' 
of articles of trade; and there must be a 
pause, until emigration shall supply the 
necessary demand, and authorize the location 
of new business men among us. Wo say 
this in all sinceriiy; for otbcrtvLe many, who 
have directed iheir attention to this secihm of 
the western country, might be induced, by 
the generally prosperous condition cf our 
city and State, to determine on emerging in 
commercial pursuits here* 

Wc might odd another las* word. Our 
city is ovcjffowmg with - professional men — 
lawyers and physicians ; an J there are so 
many accessions, e® to require from us a 
warning voice ro tfiosc who rnay yet desire to 
Come. In both of these professions, it is an 
exceedingly difficult thing for new comers to 
make their way. Th*’ whole ground is pre- 
occupied. There is more than a sufficiency 
of talent and industry; and many respecta- 
ble men are necessarily kept, by causes over 
which they have no control, from that promi- 
nence and usefulness which they desetve to 
attain. 

Bn6oif HANDLES.— Twenty -three boxes 
Containing some two thousand broonihoodlea^ 
were shipped a few days since for London.— 
We understand that some persons are raising 
die brush in Ohio, aod have obtained tho 
handles from this valley, shipping the 
raw material to England, and there 
manufacture the Brooms.

The child was diverted 
ol’ali her rlotliitrg and wraji[>ed in linen sheets 
of four thirknesses, ami the ehild Covered with 
h'ankets. After remaining in the sheeis almul 
an hour, they were t hanged ; and mi repeated 
during the first day of trial. On the return of 
thc paroNvsm of the fever on the second day 
the wet sheets were applied, and prespiral Ion 
pinduccd with tlie lirnt applirnlioii. They 
were then removed ami tiie patient placed in 
flannel sheets, where she slept quit i ly for three 
hours. The fever returned again in the eve- 
ning and wa> broken upon in thesaine manner. 
TIik course was pursued for five day**, ami 
nothing administered locator to drink save 
cold water, or cold cru«t coffee. The parnx- 
ly«nis becoming less violent everyday, until the 
sixth day, when there was none, and the pa- 
tient wni enabled to sit up anJ receive light 
nourishment. She soon recovered entirelv, 
and is now well.

Mr. Cist, an old gentleman of Cincinnati 
well known in that city for his careful an- 
tiquarian and statistical research, publishes 
in the Advertiser the following Tery curious 
facts : 

“It is useful as well as interesting to 
notice the changes for thc better or worse, 
which ten or fifteen years serve operate 
in a community. 

I know a business man on Main street re- 
fused credit in 185JO, for a stove worth 
twelve dollars. He is now a director in one 
of the banks, and worth 8150,000 at least. 
Every cent of this has been made in Cincin- 
nati during that period. 

1 know another business man, also on 
main street, who was refused credit in 1825 
by a firm in the drug line, for the amount of 
five dollars. In 18R0 the very firm lent that 
very man five thousand dollars upon his un- 
endorsed note. 

I know an extensive dealer in the cily, 
now worth 100,000 dollars, aud commands 
more money on a short notice, than almost 
any man iu Cincinnati, to whom I, as ■ 
clerk for a grocery house iu 1SB0, sold a 
hogshead of sugar, with great misgiving and 
reluctance, under some apprehension of uot 
getting the money when it became due. 

I know a man whose credit was such in 
1830 that when -I trusted him for a keg of 
saltpetre, my employer told me 1 might as 
well hare rolled it into the Ohio. Since 
that period lie was worth fifty thousand dol- 
lars, then a bankrupt', worth in 1637 one 
thousand dollars, again a bankrupt in 1841, 
ami now worth twenty thousand dollars. 

I know a man good for thirty thousand 
dollars, who ten years ago exhibited a mon- 
key through the streets of Cincinnati for a 
living. 

I know a heavy ’business man and bank 
director who sold apples when a boy, through 
our streets. 

I knew one of the first merchants in our 
city, in 182(5, who could at that period, have 
bought entire blocks on credit, n director 
in one of the Banks, who within ten years 
of that period died insolvent and intemper- 
ate. 

Another influential man of that day, 
whose credit was unlimited, being president 
of one ofour insurance companies, and also 
a bank director, died within five years, in- 
solvent and intemperate. 

Another individual who was considered 
in 1837, worth half a million dollars, has 
died since, leaving thc estate insolvent. 

Another individual of credit equal to all 
his wants, and worth at one time twelve 
thousand dollars, and a Judge of the Court, 
died in our city hospital, and was buried at 
the public expense. 1 have seen him often 
presiding at public meetings. 

The founder of the Penitentiary system, 
in Pennsylvania and well known iu that State 
and elsewhere as a public man, died a pau- 
per in the Commercial Hospital in this city. 
I hate scon him addressing the Legis- 
lature of that State, at Harrisburg, and lis- 
tened to with the attention and deference 
that would have been paid to John Quincy 
Adams, or any other public man of this age. 

I know a lady, the descendant of a dis- 
tinguished governor of Massachusetts, who 
supports licrselfby her needle, and the niece 
of the governor of New Jersey still living, 
who washes foe a subsistence. I know a 
lady, who thirty years ago in the city ttt 
which I then lived, was the evnosure of all 
eyes, one of the most graceful and beautiful 
of the sex, and moving in the first circles of 
wealth aud fashion, now engaged in drudgery 
and dependence, at one dollar and fifty cent.* 
per week. AH these reside in Cincinnati. 

The New License Lvvv. — Thc bill re- 
specting Licenses which has passed our As- 
sembly with scarcely any opposition, will 
undoubtedly pass the Senate. It meets with 
hardly any objection from any quarter. 

By its provisions each Town or City in 
tlie State is required to hold a Special Elec- 
tion on the Tuesday preceding thc first 
Monday in May, at which the electors will 
vote on the simple queston ‘License’ or ‘No 
License.’ If ‘No License’ has a majority, 
then there will be no Licenses granted for 
one }car at least, and until another Election 
is demanded by at least onc-lburtli of tlie 
Legal Voters, and reverses tlie decision. If 
‘Licence’ prevail*, then ’J'avirn Licenses to 
sell liquors arc to be granted, much as at 
present, ouly no charge is to be made for a 
License. Thc people arc not to he bribed 
to legalize thc drunkard-making business. — 
No Grocers Licenses to rilnil Liquors are 
; to be grantt <1 in any event. 

Jf any sell id t hunt Licenses, whether Li- 
censes are graced or not, then the Overseers 
of the Poor may prosecute and recover the 
penalty. If they fail any eitizin may prase- 
nite, giving security for costs and receiving 
half the penalty for his trouble. 

Give us this law, and wc shall hope to 
shut ofT Licences even in this grogshop-curs^ 
ed city. But even if ‘License’ should pre- 
vail here, the horrors and the woes of the 
drunkard-making business would inevitable 
by greatly diminished. Friends of Temper-

> this bill, and prepare iu act under it.

The late papers abound in revoking details 
of the evils resulting from the faiili of ilie 
deluded sect chronicled at (he head of this 
article. 

The Portland Advertiser gives an account 
of the trial of Israel Dammon, at Dover, Me. 
on the 17th uh.. before. Moses Scott and Seth 
Lee, Esqs. It exhibits some disgusting de- 
tails, too gross for the eyo and ear of virtue.; 
Dammon figured as one of their ElderB. For 
the purpose of showing the conduct of these 
partieF, though with some reluctance, we give 
the following extracts : 

Dammon was charged with being a vsg. 
abond, a common railer and brawler, neg- 
lecting to support his family, &c. He 
plead not guilty, and numerous witnesses 
were examined during the lime of the trial, 
which lasted two days. J. W. E. Harvey 
testified that ho had attended their meet- 
ings two days and four evenings. They 
were hugging and kissing each other ; 
Dammon would lay on the floor, then jump 
up ; ‘they would frequently go into another 
room. Dammon had no means to support 
himself that I know of. The meeting ap- 
peared very irreligious ; have seen him 
sit on the floor with a woman, his arms 
around her. 

Wm. C. Crosby, Esq. testified. He 
was at the meeting on Saturday night, 
from about 7 to 9 o’clock. There was a 
woman on the floor who lay on her back 
with a pillow under her head ; she would 
occasionally arouse up and tell a vision 
which she said was revealed to her. They 
would at times all ba talking at once, hal- 
loing at the top of their voices ; some of 
them said there was too much noi®o in 
thore. By spells it was the noisest meet- 
ing I ever attended. Ho had seen them 
in groups hugging and kissing each other. 
Once saw Elder Hall with his boot® off, 
and the women would go and kiss his fee;. 
One girl made a smack, but did not hit his 
foot with her lipe. Hall said, ‘He that is 
ashamed of me before men, him will I be 
ashamed of before my fathnr and tho holy 
angels.' She then gave his feet a number 
of kisses. 

Lorton Lambert testified that he attend- 
ed a meeting one evening lately, and t hat 
Dammon was very abusive; called all 
other den on matrons liars, murderer®, &c. 
A woman was present who pretended to 
have visions, aud who was blasphemously 
called the Imitation of Christ. 

Job Moody, one of the brethren, af- 
firmed, that the prisoner had repeatedly 
urged upon them the necessity of quitting 
all labor. 

George Woodbury affirmed he believed 
in Miss Hammond’® vision®, because she 
told his wife’s feelings correctly. It was 
his impression that the prisoner kissed his 
wife. Believed the world will come to an 
end within two months ; prisoner preaches 
so. This is the faith of the band. ,* 

The first witness offered by the defence 
was Jas. Ayer, Jr. He denied that a man 
went into the bed room with Miss Baker. 
Ho is an adventist, and said it was a part 
of their faith to k is® each other— -and that 
they had bible authority for it. He ad- 
mitted that prisoner had no other business 
than to attend meetings. Dammon ad- 
mitted he had a spiritual wife, and was 
glad of it. He understood Miss Harmon 
had a vision at Portland, and was travel- 
ing through the country relating it. 

‘These scenes,’ says the Advertiser, ‘are 
not enacted at Atkinson only. In this 
city, (Portland) we are informed ‘gross 
deeds,' are done by one sectiofi of these 
fanatics — for there are two. One wor- 
shiping with propriety of conduct (so far 
a* we know) at Beethoven Hall, — tho oth- 
er at private Jipuses. The latter hold to 
the ‘kissing,’ ‘washing each other’s feet,’ 
abandoning work, <Szc. Many of these 
were once respectable, happy, and com- 
fortably situated* , Now, by this delusion 
of the devil, they are wallowing on the 
flobrVtheir characters, lost, their families 
broken up, their daughters debased, their 
mind* wild with insanity.

MAPLE SUGAR. 

Almost every farmer has his own way; 
of making maple sugar, and is very apt to ; 
consider his way the beats still iho fact| 
that nine-tenths of the sugar, manufactur- 
ed is so impure as to color tea, is a very 
bad comment upon the usual mode *of 
manufacture— -especially bad, when it is 
remembered that jmre maple sugar varies 
in no respect from the sugar of the cane, 
and may be made as clean and white as the 
best of the sugar of the Indies. Cleanli- 
ness is the main thing requisite. To se- 
cure this the sap should be carefully strain- 
ed ; the kettles should be scoured (with 
vinegar and sand,) perfectly dean and 
bright; and the syrup should be poured 
from the kettles into clean woodeu vessels 
as soon as boiled to the proper consisten- 
cy, — because if suffered to remain in met. 
al vessels, it will become discolored and 
thus color the sugar. Sap or syrup should 
never be put in the kettles when sour, as 
tho achl will unite with the oxide of the 
metal, aud it forms an active poison if 
copper vessels are used. To correct the 
acid or prevent it,add an ounce of clear lime 
water in every gallon of sap— measuring 
the lime water in an ounce vial. E. W. 
Clark, of Otsego, N. Y. gives a process 
of sugaring, as follows : — Watchmen. 

“When the syrup is reduced to the con- 
sistency of West India molasses, I set it 
away till it is perfectly cold, and then mix 
with it the clarifying matter, which is milk 
or eggs. I prefer eggs to milk, because, 
when heated, the whole of it curdles; 
whereas milk produces only a small por- 
tion of curds. The eggs should be thor- 
oughly beaten, and effectually mixed- with 
the syrup while cold. The syrup should 
then be heated till just before it would boil, 
when the curd rises, bringing with it ev- 
ery impurity, even the coloring matter, or 
a great portion of it, which it had received 
from tho smoko, kettles, buckets or reser- 
voirs. The boiling should bo checked, 
and the scum carefully removed, when the 
syrup should be slowly turned into a thick 
woolen strainer, and left to run through nt 
its leisure. I would remark that a great 
proportion of the sugar that is made in 
our country is not strained after cleansing. 
This is an error. If examined in a wine 
glass, innumerable, minute and almost im- 
perceptible particles of curd will be seen 
floating in it, which, if not removed, ren r 
der it liable to burn, and otherwise injure 
the taste and color of it. 

“A flanqel strainer doss this much bet? 
ter than a linen one. It is indeed indis- 
pensable. As to the quantity of eggs nec T 
essary, one pint to a pailfull of syrup is 
sufficient, and half as much will do very 
well. I now put my syrup into another 
kettle, which has been made perfectly 
clean »nd bright, when it Is placed over a 
quick but solid lire, -and soon rises, but is 
kept from overflowing by being laded with 
a long dipper. When it. is sufficiently re- 
duped, (l ascertain this by dropping it from 
the point of a knife, while hot, injo one 
inch of cold water— -if dbiio, it will not im- 
mediately mix with the wuter, but Hea at 
the bottom in a round fiat drop,) it is ta- 
ken from the fire, and the foaming allow- 
ed to subside. A U^ick white scum/ which 
is useable, is removed, and the sugar turn, 
ed into a cask, placed on an inclined plat- 
form, and left undisturbed for six weeks or 
longer,, when it should ba tapped in the 
bottom, and the molasses drawn off. I; 
will drain perfectly dry in a few days. 

“The sugar made fn this 'way is very 
nearly as white as lump sugar, and beau- 
tifully grained. We have always sold 
ours at tho highest price of Muqcovadoes; 
and .even when thegB sugars have sold at 
eighteen cents, ours found, a retrdy market 
at twenty. Two hands will sugar off 250 
pounds in a day. From the scum taken 
off in cleansing, I usually make, by dilu- 
ting and recleansing, one sixth as much as 
I had at first, and of am equal quality/’

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SPEECH OF MR, CLING MAN, 

OF WORTH CAROLINA, 

ON THE LATE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIO N 

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, JAfi’y 8. 

[Extract, No. 3.] 

. Our political oppononts, likewise, de- 
rived accidentally great advantage from 
tho official patronage of the present Ad- 
ministration. Usually the opponents of | 
the acting President having as a counter- 
poise to his direct influence, tile advan- 
tage of holding his Administration respon- 
sible before the country for its errors or 
crimes. But in the present instance the 
acts of the Executive, though heart and 
soul completely identified with the Dem- 
ocratic party, because he had hot been 
elected by them, were, whenever it suited 
their purpose, disavowed. He thus occu- 
pied a position of seeming neutrality be- 
tween the two parties, nnd was able to 
turn to account the power in his hands.- 
He accordingly exerted to tho utmost 
the power which he possessed over them, 
going even to the odious extent practised 
in Mr. Van Buren’a time, of compelling 
them, on pain of dismissal from office, to 
contribute a part of their salaries to cre- 
ate a fund to be used in favor of ML Polk's 
election. At their several assessments of 1 
1 per cent, each of salary in the custom 
house, $15,000 i« said to have been rais- 
ed. One of ihc officers there, John Orsa, 
is said to have presented to the Empire 
Club several hundred hickory clubs, to en- 
able them to beat away from tho polls the 
Whig voters, for which laudable act he 
seems to have received a vote of thanks 
from said Empire Club. 

To ascertain tho extent of this influ. 
ence on the whole country is not ca®y, but 
the number of office-holders in the State 
of New' York alone is such os to account 
for a greater number of votes than Mr. 
Polk’s actual majority there. 

, From Mr. Clay’s character, political 
experience, and associations, it was known 
that his selections for office would ba made 
from the best men of the country- All of * 
the old defaulters, therefore — all more 
needy adventurors, without character to 
support their claims for office, having noth- 
ing to hope from him, naturally arrayed 
themselves on the other side. 

Without doubt, loo, they ar« right to 
some extent who : suppose this to have 
been the case, another influence not prop- 
erly political. The gambling portion of j 
the community, finding, at the beginning of | 
the canvass that they could not get per- 
sons to bet againat-Mr. Clay, did so them- 
.selves, with large odds in their favor, 
and afterwards devoted a portion of the 
many millions staked to effect iht# result 
■desired by them. 

Yet, with all the acquisitions and ad- 
vantages which I havo been recounting, 
our adversaries were too prudent to rest 
xecuro. They knew that tho Constitution 
had provided no mode by which the Fair- 
ness of a Presidential election ' could be 
contested, no means of purging the polls 
of illegal votes. If a vote were received 
by the inspectors of the election at each 
precinct, and by them returned, it matter- 
ed not whether the person professing to 
give it wa® qualified to vote or not at 
that place. They therefore, by means, of ! 
the system of organization already de- ‘ 
scribed, deliberately formed a widely ex- 
tended plan for the purpose of seen ring a 
sufficient number of illegal votes to carry 
States enough to aecuro the election of 1 
Mr. Polk; Their first demonstration 
seems to have been mad® in the city of 
Baltimore in the October election. Thera 
it was that they gave a vote, so much 
larger than was ever polled at any- pre- 
ceding election, as to satisfy alt persona 
that fraud had been practised. -Investi- 
gations since then have made it manifest 
that the increased vote > was owing,- not 
only to the fact that many persons voted 
not authorized at all to vote there, but that 
likewise those qualified had in some in-, 
stances voted two, three or more times at 
different precincts in the city, ^dbout'fifty 
persons have-already-been convicted and 
sentenced tb' punishment for this offence 
by the Courts, not' one. of whom is a 
Whig, though they have been pardoned 
from time to time by the Democratic Gov- 
ernor there. The fraud hero was the 
precursor of what followed. 

The great Stale of New York claims 
the first notice. During the past year 
there wore naturalized there not less. then 
seven thousand foreigner#. This was 
effected entirely by the Democratic' party,;, 
tho Whigs haying no office .providedvfor. 
that purpose, because, as I learn, there. is 
not one of these foreigners out of fifty, 
who wifi vote tho Whig ticket. Of. this 
large number a great proportion, not haw- 
ing been five years in the, country, could 
not be legally naturalized, and their votes, 
therefore, when given, were illegal. 

Men who bad not been one. month, in 
the country, -froip the penitentiaries of 
Europe, unacquainted even with; the Ian- 
guage in which they were .sworn, voted 
for. \yhat they knew not. 

But the principal frauds, ’were practised 
by what is catled double voting. The city 
of New York was Ihoigreat theatre where 
this was consummated. As the Empire 
Club bore such a prominent part in thesAj 
transactions, I must devote a remark 


two to it. It was organized in July last, 
and it consisted of gamblers, pickpockets, 
droppers, burners, thimble -riggers, and 
the like/and its association seems to have 
been then mainly for the purpose of car- 
ryiug on successfully these and similar 
trades. Most of its members bad beon 
repeatedly indicted for crimes. Its gen- 
eral character, however, may be sufficient, 
ly inferred from that of some of Its offic- 
ers. Its president was Isaiah Rynders, 
often arrosted for thimble-rigging and sim- 
ilar offence®. He and Joseph Jewell, be-* 
ing indicted for murder, fled from New 
York to New Orleans. By the by, I may 
here mention that this Jewell, who has in- 
dictments for murderm two different ca- 
ses hanging up against him, was the stand- 
ard-bearer of the Chib', and figured as the 
bearbr of the Texas banner in tho proces- 
sions. These worthies had not been Jong 
in Now Orleans before they found it con- 
venient to leave, being charged with steal- 
ing Treasury notes. They came to this 
city, and were arrested and sent back in 
irons by order of Capt. Tyler. 

I mention this circumstance to show tho 
mutations of the times, for since the elec- 
tion this man Rynders, having bscome a 
groat man among the Democracy, has not 
only dined with Benjamin F. Butler, when 
the electoral voto was given to Mr. Polk 
at Albany ; not orily has ha received n 
complimentary ball from the Chairman of 
tho Democratic General Committee of the 
city of New York, but, having come "cm 
with his friend Jewell to this place for of- 
fice, I am told, if the papers are to be re- 
lied on, lie has been cordially received at 
tl\e White House. Whether President 
Tyler or President Rynders then remam- 
berad tho ironing, is not, however, chron- 
icled. But I am digressing. John J. Aus. 
tin, vice president of tho club, has like- 
wise pending against him en indictment 
for murder, and was likewise implicated 
in the charge of stealing Treasury notes, 
Woolridge, its secretary, but recently 
came out of the penitentiary. VVjlliam 
Ford, one of its directors, in the abort in- 
terval of time which elapsed between the. 
publication of a notice of one of its pro. 
cessions and tho arrival of the day of pa- 
rade, was indicted by the grand , jury in 
seven cases, rape and burglary being 
among the offences. Boing put in the 
Tombs, he unfortunately lost the opportu- 
nity of figuring on that occasion. Soon 
after tried and convicted of the. first nam- 
ed crime, ho was «ent to the penitentiary, 
but, his services being valuable to the par- 
ty, he was immediately pardoned and turn- 
ed out by his Democratic Excellency, Gov- 
ernor Bouck. I may remark, too, that 
this official dignitary, a short time before 
tha election, restored to their political 
rights all the criminal® in the State, and 
pardoned a great number who were in the 
penitentiary. 

This Empire Club/ constituted as I have 
related, for sometime devoted its ener- 
gies to the prosecution of the lnudablo 
objects for which it had been originally 
organized.

A vast nnd glnutny hell, such t* Ehlink might hnve 
given Valhek audience in, receives you on passing 
from tha Homing sunsliina mtu ll;at shadowy pnrtal.

in which is n simple niter of the living rock, behind 
which there are fear large figures seared on rocky 
thrones. This inner shririr ie hewn el least lift) 
ysrde into the rack ; end hare, in ihosa sitanl depth* 
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of that great mountain, those aw ful idols, noil 
mysterious altnr of human sacrifice, had a very sol- 
emn and imposing effect. Tha ^.tntues seemed to sit 
there waiting for some grant summons which should 
rennimete them, nnd Isaiah's apostrophe to N> huelind- 
ncxzar came vividly it)!o my mind as I gnz»d on 
these "kings of llie earth who llo in glory, every one 
I in hie own boose." 

Nearer to tho first oat a reel is the eo!o«sal toinp'e 
which appeared to tho author tn surpass in grandeur 
and efiuet all other remain* nf the ancient magnifi- 
cence of Nuhia. lie thinks fpsnmhoul Itself ,i* sur- 
passed hy 

GtTznr IIassan. Bins I was, I determined to 
visit this stupendous temple, nnd I wn* wull repaid 
for the exertion. It is thn strangest, most unearthly 
sight I aver beheld. It wnt daik when vve arrived 
in it* neighborhood, but litis did not signify, ns its 
mystic recesses were ou|y visible tn toiabliglit in llie 
brightest noon. Covered with n sheet, t was carried 
on a hi»r by four Arabs of our crew, wlm relieved 
ench oilier in turn; funr more named torches, and my 
friend R. nnd Mahmoud bror-glit up the rear. It 
most hnve appeared rather a curions procession lo 
the Nubian village that wo passed through, hundreds 
o{ whose iuliuiut.mts, liaif or wholly nuked, poured 
out 10 see us past; and some of ths rnon remonstra- 
ted nnxiontly in favor of extinguishing the tnrehn* 
until we had pasted through tho cornfield*; there 
were *11 so dry that a general oonfiagrnlinn would 
have linen the consequence of a spark fulling on a sin- 
glo straw. 

Wo passed through thesn fields; thon eamo a strip 
of descrl.lhen a tail cliff, and the enormous prnpylmn 
of the temple stood before os. This was built by 
human hands, but stands out from tho fuce of Ilia 
mountain, as if it hnd formed part of it, from creation. 
Four giant stoluas leaning against tqtinre pikur* sup- 
port a massive entablature. Tho vista of this co'os- 
ssl portico lends to n portal in llie living rock, some 
twenty feet in height, nnd this 1* the entrance to thn. 
temple. The coup d'rril s* wo entered win v_r/ 
imposing; n group of our swarthy Arnh* were wa- 
ving blitzing torches, and looked like officiating dem- 
on priests to tho calm, awful, gigantic Idol* that tow- 
ered above u*. Tho.tornplo seemed .fqll of those 
grim statues, though there are only two rows, con- 
taining four in each. Tho massive pedestals on 
which they stand nre hot ton fool apart, which add* 
considerably tn the effect iff their encmoo* ante — 
lienee wo pasted into a lesser hall, and then into III t 
qilvtum. Numerous torch** . hero gloomy] u, on 
walls shallowly giving out pictured battles and ki eal 
ing priests, nnd stern dailies; nr.d in the emtio of the 
shrine was a rude altar, within which sal four gigan- 


tic idols, with a strange looking crown upon thoir 
Imml*, ami mysterious emblem* in their hands- 

It would hnrn been either a very indifferent m!n<^ 
that could remain w ithout some eentn of awn in «uah 
n scone, or deny that it was well ealeolstsd to in- 
spire such religious feeling as tho ay* alms can com- 
municate lo the soul. 

There were ninny other chambers, Jbut wo soon 
returned to tire outer hall, nnd ngnin rovnrnntly trn- 
vemed its sotomn aisle* and gnllrrlss. Evcrywher 0 
pillars nnd ontnhlntare wero thickly encrusted witfi 
relief*: nnd mnny n day might ho patted in thia 
sculptured library hafnro it* vast columns woro ex- 
hausted or thoir interest nnd moaning. 

Once morn the torches gleamed over god nnd war- 
rior, nnd onvorn and thrinn, nnd we returned lo our 
boat.”

I.niitin Lambert leilified thnt ho attended a meet- 
ing one evoning, and lh.it Dnmmou wn* very abusive; 
millod nil othor dunumiitulions, liar*, murderer*, kn. 
A woman wn* present who pretended to luve virion*, 
and who wa* bla*phuinou*ly culled llio Imitation of 
Chri*t. Elio wn* * i id to he from Portland: her nnmn 
wn* Ellon llnrinon. ftlio mid Mr*. Woodbury sin, 
■nil -I be hnpli*?.d or go to hall. Mr*. W. concluded to 
ho baptised. A Mi»* Dnrind.i tinker , of Orlngton, 
figured largely dho told Luuibuit he wa* Ilia daiil 
nnd would go to hall.

ted that prisoner had no other hasinuss than to attend 
masting*. Dammon ndiiiillrd that lie iinil a spiritual 
wife, and wa* glad of It. Ha understood Mi** liar- 
mon tom! a vi»inn nt Portland, nnd wn* travelling 
through the country rcluting it 

Job Moody, ono of tho brethren allirmed, that ptis- 
ener hod repeatedly urged upon them the necessity of 
quitting *11 labor. tie s" rnisd that D'l character 
vena good. As for himself he had been serving the 
Lord and hammering again*! th* devil of late. 

Gnorgo Woodbury allirmed he believed in Miu 
Harmon'* vi*ion*, baejutu *be told hw/wife’s feeling* 
rorrectly. It was his impression that prisoner kissed 
hi* wife. Believe* tlm world will coma to Ike end 
within two month*; prisoner preeche* *o. This is 
til* faith of the band, lie believed aider* llnrmon's 
and Bakst'* revelation* u macli a* though they came 
from Goo. Sister llarmun airid to bi* wife and th* 
girls, if they did not do *• she uid they would go to 
hell. Ill* wife und Dammon passed aero** tho floor 
on their hand* nnd knee*. Soma mao did go into the 
bad room. Heard brother Dammon any the giA or 
heeling tho tick lay in the church. Dammon advis- 
ed aa not to work, becnu*e lharo i» enough to live 
upon until tho end of the world. 

Thoina* Proctor tr*tifi*d that prisoner confessed to 
him that Miu Baker had an **crci«o in the bedroom 
and h<* went in und helped her out. 

Much other testimony wa* received, pro nnd con, 
of a similar character, and lha prisoner opened hie da- 
fence. He cited Lake 7, SO; John 13; last chap, in 
Roman*. Philippian* 4th; 1st The*. 8th chap. 

Prisoner again arose, and rend the SOth and 120 
pwl in. He argued that the day of gruca had gone 
by, and that the believers were reduced, hut that 
there wero too many yet, nnd that the end of the 
world would come within n week. 

The pri*onar wa* sentenced to ten day* in lh» 
Houso of Correction, from which sentence he appeal- 
ed. 

On Tuesday, after trial wn* concluded, and the 
Court was waiting fui the counsel to come in, prison- 
er and hi* wilnosse* asked permission, and sung Ihul

TO THE EntTOR or THE XIONrRKAL OAZKTTE. 
Sin, — I have already called your attention to the 
great importance of aelecting a lino of route for the 
proposed Railway communication from you. ..ity to 
tho Atlantic which shnll Irnvcrso a pie>lurtiee country, 
where, a* each coneecutive section of tho road i* 
complutcd, it shall iiuincdistely piove productive, 
nnd I have eugge-led llio consideration that, howev- 
er important the enterprise mny be, it is vain to as- 
pect that capitalist* will take the stock if the conlrni- 
plated line must pus* through ■ region of country Ike 
business of which will yie'd mi profits upon thn in- 
vestment until the whole work Is completed. It 
mast be obvious that in the latter esse the capital in- 
vested most remain unproductive for yeara, while in 
the formal it may net a revenue in the average space 
of a twelrenmnth. I proceed to show that the proposed 
line from Concord to lha Province Lina at Stanstend 
secures lha desideratum seoglil for. 

Already is the Railway from Boston to Concord in 
successful operation, nnd tho slock is quoted nt folly j 
per cent advance. From Concord to the Coonectical I 
River in the direction of Htanstaad, a company has 
been chartered, a aaivey is in progress, and 'such 
is lha confidnnca of tha public in the perma- 
nence and productitansss of tho stock that it is sought 
with avidity. “Thu town of Meredith, at lha lata 
town meeting, voted to imrust lo-i thousand dollars 
(810,000) of the funds hetongiug to that town, in the 
stock of this road. The Iowa ofSanbornton voted to 
invest all or such part of tho funds of tha town (sup- 
posed to be 12,000) ■■ thn salsctmon may think ad- 
visable, iu the sumo way.” — (dee Belknap Gazette, 
March IS.) No reasonable doubt eaista but this 
rosd w ill he constructed in the (hottest pro. t> cable 
period to Connecticut river at Haverhill, terminating 
either at llssvwrkill oi I.ymaa, 20 miles shove, within 
80 In 70 miles of Stan, toad — the point of approxima- 
tion depending upon thu place where it shall be deci- 
ded to erosu Connecticut River. In the prosecalion 
of this work, the first natural section to be conslract- 
will lie from Concord to the village at Meredith 
Bridge This is tho county seat for Belknap Coun- 
ty, N. II , and a thriving manufacturing village upon 
the ootlsl of Winnipissiogeo Lake. The line also 
passes the manufacturing village atSanborntoo bridge, 
nine miles below, where, ■■ well ■• at Meredith 
Bridge, tho amount of svnilabla water power is ex- 
tensive. Some twenty towns bordsring upon Lake 
Wionipieeiogee find n natural end common depot at 
Meredith Bridge, affording a guarantee that upon tha 
completion of the railrond to that point, SO milae, the 
expenditure will immediately bo productive. 

An extension of the road to Plymouth, the eastern 
county seal for GraAon County, passing the manufac- 
turing town of Holderncss, will open the communica- 
tion to the junction of the rcmigewassell and Ba- 
ker's Rivers.

From Plymouth to Haverhill, lha western hatf-ehiro 
fur Grafton County, the rond will open to the rioh 
fanning town* upon the Connecticut River, whero 
will bo the depot for Orange Couuly, VL, the west- 
ern slope ofGrnftun Coonly, N. II., ami the valley 
of the Amonnosuck , extending into Cooa County. — 
Here also will ccnlro tho product* uf much manufac- 
turing capital invested in llio quarries at llsverhil| 
and in the extensive lumber operation* sbovc.rentler- 
ing it certain that even with tho preaent rale of pro- 
doclioaa, to any nothing of the certain increase con- 
sequent upon tho opening of railway communication, 
the buaineas of the road to thie point mint net a satis- 
factory revenue. Eatending the line of route on either 
side of tho Connecticut to the mouth of the roaeomp- 
«ic, it inters the fertils valley of thnt stream, which 
ysu will please notice pureoea the direct course of 
the line to Stnnslcnd.nnd pusses centrally through lha 
county of Caledonia, &c., of the product* of which 
county I shnll presently apeak moro definitely, pre- 
mising that the next cslaral section to be constructed, 
will extend as far as St. Johnabery or Lyndon, and 
within 40 or 48 miles of the Province Line.

THE AUSTRIAN SYSTEM OF PUBLIC 
EDUCATION. 

BY J. F. MELINE. 

(Concluded .) 

MEASURES TAKEN TO EXACT ATTENDANCE AT 
THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 

The elementary instruction given in the 
Austrian schools is obligatory. At the age 
of five years, all children of both sexes must 
be sent and continue to attend them until 
they have completed their twelfth year. Pa- 
rents are obliged to send their children, and 
every precaution is taken to see that the law 
is enforced. 

In each parish a list is kept of all the chil- 
dren in it, which is compared with the re- 
gistry of births. It is forbidden to receive 
into service any laborer or shepherd who 
does not present a certificate from the cu- 
rate of the parish in which he went to school, 
certifying the fact, and stating further, that 
he has received catechetical instruction and 
passed the prescribed examination. 

This is not done by fines or strict compul- 
sion, as in Prussia; but the inconveniences 
and disadvantages of non-attendence are so 
serious as to leave no choice. 

The parish clergy are forbidden to so- 
lemnize marriages where the parties can- 
not produce a certificate of education. Who- 
ever adopts an orphan, or takes into service 
a child under the age of thirteen is bound to 
send it to school, and in particular to the 
Sunday schools. Indigent persons who re- 
ceive assistance from public charities are 
deprived of it so long as they retain their 
children from school. Those who are too 
poor to pay the almost nominal charge for 
tuition in these schools are exempt from it, 
and their children supplied with books gratis. 

By an Imperial Rescript published in 1839, 
it is forbidden to receive into manufac- 
tories children under the age of twelve, ex- 
cept in cases of absolute necessity and then 
only, when they havecompleted their ninth 
year. A sufficient number of hours of re- 
pose and recreaiion must be given them, and 
they must not be employed on Sundays and 
holidays. The proprietors of factories are 
held responsible to give them religious in- 
struction, to have them taught reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic, or to procure their ad- 
mission to the Sunday schools. 

They are also bound to provide them in 
food, clothing and washing, and in the dor- 
mitories, which must be divided according 
to sex, each child must have its separate bed.* 

The faithful execution of these provisions 
is enforced by the public authorities. The 
Austrian government has thus affected all 
that philanthropy has so long and in vain 
endeavored to bring about in France and, 
more particularly, in England, to prevent 
the moral and physical degradation of chil-

dren employed in factories. By this plan, 
the bodily and mental welfare of these indi- 
gent little ones, is fully cared for; while on 
the other hand, neither the manufacturing 
interest nor the poor parents are deprived of 
the advantages of their labor. 

SYSTEM OF POPULAR EDUCATION. 

The leading object of this system is to give 
the people an education calculated for their 
situation in life and founded upon religion, 
to exercise their memory, to develop gradu- 
ally their intelligence, to inculcate princi- 
ples of morality and respect for authority. 
A system like this, philosophically conceived, 
and whose success depends entirely upon its 
being fully and accurately carried out in the 
spirit of its founders, might yet fail, through 
the difficulty of procuring teacherssufficient- 
ly intelligent to appreciate and put into prac- 
tice its maxims. To avoid this, the teach- 
ers are enjoined to follow the method of in- 
struction prescribed in a Manual of Schools 
(Methoden Buch) written for the express 
purpose, and to nse no other elementa- 
ry works than those especially pointed 
out. This manual lays down with precise- 
ness what is to be learned and taught in the 
elementary schools. Among other counsels 
given to the tutors for the intellectual direc- 
tion of the children under their care, we 
find the following- “It is not necessary to 
give them other ideas than those fit for their 
rank. Above all, they should be accustom- 
ed to obey and respect authority, and this 
respect should form the motive of their obe- 
dience. Example, in this matter, will be the 
best lesson. The books used in the schools, 
should contain examples likely to effect their 
minds, but the teacher must attend to their 
development.” “Clergymen, in particular, 
are charged with this, for it is their duty to 
form the morals of the people.” 

The Manual remarks in another place, 
“Memory is the chief faculty of children: 
it is then especially requisite to form it pro 
perly. It should, nevertheless, be remem- 
bered that memory alone should not absorb 
all the cultivation, but that it is also neces- 
sary to he careful of the education of the 
mind and the heart.” 

It has been remarked that Austria, more 
than any other country, appears to be pene- 
trated with the impo'-tance of the influence 
exerted upon society by education. Her 
children are her future subjects, and herob- 
ject is to form them in childhood such as she 
wishes them to remain through life. “To 
blame this spirit,” says M. St. Marc Girar- 
din, “is to blame the government, for the 
one depends upon the other.” We find 
here no practical contradiction between edu- 
cation and policy, as in other states where 
one direction is given to the schools and 
another to society. To teach each one what 
is absolutely necessary to know in order to 
exercise his calling in the best possible man- 
ner, but nothing more; to neglect nothing to 
developo the intelligence of the mechanic 
in the sphere of his vocation, to avoid teach- 
ing him matters that have nothing to do with 
his profession, and of which the inevitable 
effect would be to give him wants that he 
could never satisfy; such are, in all its sta- 
ges, the principles of popular education in 
Austria. 

DIVISION OF SCHOOLS. 

The Austrian public schools are divided 
into three classes, viz: 

1. The Elementary Schools, (Trivial 
Schulcn.) 

2. Primary Superior Schools, (Haupt 
Schulcn.) 

2. Practical Schools, (Real Schulen.) 

1. Elementary Schools . — There is one in 
the neighborhood of each parish church. 
In places remote from this point, if there 


are one hundred children of an age to go to 
school within a circle of two miles, a school 
must be established. 

The Elementary (Trivial) and Superior 
(Haupt) Schools are not, strictly speaking, 
differentestablishments, but different degrees 
of the same establishments. There are, in 
all, four classes in the two schools, two of 
which are in the elementary schools. In 
the first class, which lasts two years, chil- 
dren are taught the alphabet, reading print- 
ed and written characters, the smaller cate- 
chism, and the first exercises in writing and 
mental arithmetic. In the second class, 
which lasts one year, religious instruction, 
reading and writing are continued, to which 
are added orthography, arithmetic, and the 
composition of easy sentences. The cate- 
chism is taught by the curate of the parish. 
The Lancasterian method of mutual instruc- 
tion is expressly forbidden. Wherever it 
is possible, there is a separate school apart- 
ment for girls, in order that the more ap- 
propriate instruction for each sex may be 
given from the beginning. In the village 
schools, where the children belonging to the 
different classes attend the same schools, 
there are five hours attendance each day, 
viz: in summer three hours in the morning 
for the second class, and two hours in 
the afternoon for the first; in winter, two 
hours in the morning for the first, and three 
hours in the afternoon for the second. The 
school authorities have it in their power to 
modify these arrangements, so as to concili- 
ate as much as possible the obligation of at- 
tending school with agricultural labor. In 
all cases, the instruction in these schools is 
given in the language of the country. 

SUPERIOR SCHOOLS. 

In order to enter the first class of the su- 
perior schools, a satisfactory examination 
must be passed on the matters taught in the 
elementary schools. If the examination be 
unsatisfactory, the pupil must repeat the 
course of the second elementary class. In 
the third class (first of the superior schools) 
the pupils receive religious instruction, (in- 
cluding the history of the Bible and the Gos- 
pels,)* reading, writing, orthography, arith- 
metic, German grammar, exercises in com- 
position, and for those children who are to 
enter the gymnasium, the elements of Latin. 

* “Moreover I found, to my great surprise, 
that not only is the Bible — a German transla- 
tion of the Vulgate — not proscribed, but that it 
is to be found in every sciiool, and sometimes 
in the very cottages. So mistaken is the preju- 
dice which charges the Romish clergy in gene- 
ral, with waging a war ot extermination against 
the written word of God.” — Germany, Bohemia 
and Hungary visited in 1833, by the Rev. G. R. 
Gleig, M. A., Chaplain lo the R)yal Hospital, 
Chelsea; 3 vols. London, 1839. 


Thus far, instruction is obligatory. The 
studies of the third class complete the sys- 
tem of elementary instruction. Upon leav- 
ing it, some of the pupils return to their 
homes with the obligation of attending the 
Sunday schools until their fifteenth year; 
others enter the lyceum, or gymnasia, or go 
to the fourth class of the superior schools. 
In this class, which is divided into two sec- 
tions, occupying a year each, besides the 
subjects taught in the third class, instruction 
is also given (with special reference to the 
occupation for which the child is intended) 
in the higher branches of arithmetic, geome- 
try, mechanics, architecture, natural history, 
geography, (first year ol Austria, second year 
of foreign countries) physics, drawings, 
flowers, ornaments, plans and machines. — 
In each provincial capital there is a model 
superior school connected with which is a 
course of pedagogy for the instruction of 
schoolmasters. 

The principle recommendations of the 
Manual, with regard to the studies pursued 
in the primary schools are the following: — 
They evince the decidedly Austrian taste 
for the practical and useful. Instruction in 
religion is to be conformable to and regula- 
ted by the catechism. In reading and writ- 
ing, care must be taken that both be done 
with facility and distinctness, — no finish and 
grace is required: — no calligraphy, a plain 
current hand suffices. In teaching gram- 
mar, there is no necessity forgoing into phi- 
losophical definitions. Composition should 
be taught more by exercises than by arid 
rules. Particular care should be taken to 
teach the styles of letters, receipts, ac- 
counts, &c. 

In the third and fourth classes of the pri- 
mary schools nothing is to be taught that 
has not some connexion with the subjects al- 
ready learned, giving, at the same time, the 
child’s intelligence more liberty and sclf-do- 
velopment. As the fondness for universal 
knowledge is nowhere more useless than in 
ordinary life where good sense is the most 
especial requisite: and as a life of lahor and 
business is to be that of the far greater num- 
ber of the pupils who attend primary schools, 
the teachers are to guard against instilling 
this dangerous mania. They must not ap- 
ply themselves exclusively to the develop- 
ment of the memory, but endeavor to ex- 
ercise the intelligence of the pupils on the 
subjects taught, and accustom them to dis- 
criminate. 

The following statistical table compiled 
from official sources shows the number and 
character of the elementary schools and the 
number of children in attendance upon them 
during the year 1839, and, in some points,

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the head ofSt. Genevieve had been stolen, swore 
e horrible oath that he would scourge the canons 
from the desecrated church and confide to other 
hands the care of the holy treasure. But the 
Abbot William having ascertained that the 
head of the "Precious pearl of France” had 
been never moved from its place, he intoned a 
canticle of thanksgiving, in which all the peo- 
ple joined. Nothing excited the anger of the 
citizens more than to see the relics they prized 
given away to strangers. 

When new relics were to be received, the 
event was announced a long time before . If 
the most direct road was not considered safe, 
they hesitated not to take a circuitous route. 
The day of their arrival being fixed, the cler- 
gy and the people of the diocese and frequently 
from places at a distance, assembled to assist 
at it. All went to meet the shrine. The Bish- 
op bore, or had it borne solemnly to thechurch, 
with hymns and prayers. It was there expos- 
ed for some days to the veneration of the faith- 
ful, after which it was deposited in the treasury 
of the Church The translation of relics from 
one church to another was also performed with 
the greatest solemnity. A concourse of the 
clergy and laity of ali classes accompanied 
thorn. When the body of St. Ulrick was ta- 
ken from the tomb at Augsburgh, the Emperor 
Frederick and several of the princes of the 
empire carried it with the greatest reverence. 

[t was not in this way alone that they testi- 
fied their veneratiun for the bodies of the saints 
and the value they set on them. The orna- 
ments with which they were adorned showed 
this in a new and more permanent manner. 
Nothing was rich enough to cover them. They 
employed all that the most exquisite artistic 
taste and skill could accomplish for this pur- 
pose. The artist hoped, by surpassing him- 
self in the execution of the order to gain the 
favor of the Saint who once had tenanted those 
remains. Rich and powerful men and dignita- 
ries of the church, frequently sent gold and 
costly gems to adorn the Reliquaries. At 
other times, they raised subscriptions to re- 
place shrines of wood with others more valu- 
able. The precious metals were, especially em- 
ployed to decorate the coffins of the founders, 
and endowers of convents. In 1207, the body 
ofSt. Benedict, which reposed in a plain shrine, 
at Fletiri-Sur-Loire, was transferred to ano- 
ther which cost 23,000 crowns. Some of the 
shrines made at that epoch are still to be seen. 
They are preserved in the treasures of princes, 
whither connoisseurs repair to admire them as 
precious monuments of a period when artists 
animated and inspired with enthusiasm to at- 
tain the object they had in view produced mas- 
ter-pieces of art which have never been sur- 
passed either in preceding or in later ages. 

But the veneration which they showed to re- 
lics, the expense to which they went to decorate 
them, the opinion they entertained of their effi- 
cacy, and the supernatural effects they produced 
were so closely allied together, it was impos- 
sible to appreciate them with accuracy, or im- 
partiality. The confidence placed in the relics 
was manifested by the expense incured for their 
adornment, which stopt not at any sacrifice. 
The object for which they testified so much re- 
spect by the richness of the material in which 
it was enshrined, was something more than 
the precious memorial of a friend, or the visi- 
ble token of some great event. And, as in the 
opinion of mankind at that epoch, relics were 
most highly prized, the name of the Saints 
whose living temples they had been, and the 
fame of their miracles, attracted to the churches 
numerous pilgrims who ga veto them liberal alms 
which were sometimes employed for the gen- 
eral good, but more frequently distributed 
among the clergy.* 

Protection from floods, wars, pestilence and 
famine was ascribed to relics. Wherefore 
persons took them with them wheh they went 


• The Bishop, Nirelon of Soissons, gave to 
the chuffch of Chalons a finger of St. Stephen, 
natron of that church, and ordained that, if 
through veneration for so precious a relic, the 
faithful should make prilgrimages nnd distri- 
bute alms, half should be given to the church, 
and the other half devoted to the building of 
the city bridge, (Gallia Christa.) 


on a journey, and they were careful to place 
them where no rude hand could find them. In 
treaties, donations, arbitrations, their touch 
was equivalent to an oath. When in 1101, 
Louis, son of the king of France fell dangerous- 
ly ill of the dysentery, a procession was organ- 
ized in the palace, in which the monks bore one 
of the nails with which the Saviour was fasten- 
ed to the Cross, and the thorny crown, ns well 
as an arm of St. Simeon, and while they chant- 
ed psalms and hymns and prayers, they touched 
with the relics the abdomen of the young prince, 
who speedily recovered. 

It was believed that persons who touched the 
relics irreverently were soon after punished. 
Thus when a man attempted to steal the relics 
placed under the altar of the Blessed Virgin at 
San Germano, his arm suddenly dried tip and 
was paralysed; and others who carried off, 
through respect, some of the dust from the 
tomb of St. Kqfinus at Assissium, fell sick 
and lost their way on their return to their 
homes. 

The following statement of the horrible ex- 
cesses into which private interpretation of 
Scripture has led its unhappy followers, af- 
fords us another proof of the soundness of Ca- 
tholic principles. Had these scenes been en- 
acted amongst men who had no education, or 
if they had their origin amongst uncivilized 
people, only lately made acquainted with the sa- 
cred volume of revelation, there would be some 
palliation of their crimes nnd fanaticism; but 
it exceeds our special wonder, that in New 
England, the land of “steady habits” — that 
district to which of all others e are everlnst- 
i ngly directed for a living and glorious mani- 
festation of evangelical religion, it is indeed 
passing st range, that the Bible should there be 
bowed down beneath such a load of opprobri- 
um! Our astonishment, however, springs 
solely from the confidence with which Protes- 
tantism has heretofore appealed to its develope- 
ment in that part of the Union. Wo were not 
prepared for such scenes so soon; we thought 
that more time would elapse, as in Germany, 
before the great explosion would take place. 
The world is truly “going ahead” with wun- 
derous speed, when even (lie cold nnd cautio us 
spirit of New England is convulsed and has no 
antidote for the “bite of the BInck Serpent’’ 
which afflicts its people. The following 
relation is somewhat gross in its details, but 
it will only serve to make the Ca thulic mind 
grateful for its perservation from such dread - 
fill calamities.

Trial of Israel Dammon. — We have seen a 
report of the trial of a man who is termed Elder 
Dammon, at Dover, Maine, commenced the 17th 
ult., before Moses Sweat, and Seth Lee, Esqrs. 
The trial develops most shocking particulars; 
and convinces us more fully than before, that 
town and city authorities should interfere and 
arrest these sensual and demoralizing proceed- 
ings; they are as bad as the worst days of that 
arch scoundrel and fanatic, Cochran, who ‘led 
silly women captive,’ and despoiled the domes- 
tic peace of many a peaceful and respectable 
family. A part of the evidence we have omit- 
ted, it being too gross for publication. 

Dammon was charged with being a vagabond, 
a common railer and brawler, neglecting to sup- 
port his family, &c. He pleaded not guilty, 
nnd numerous witnesses were examined during 
the time of the trial, which lasted two days. — 
J. W. E. Harvey, testified that he had attended 
their meetings two days and four evenings. — 
They were hugging and kissing each other; 
Dammon would lie on the floor, and then jump 
up; they would frequently go into another room. 
Dammon has no means of supporting himself 
that I know of. The meeting appeared to be 
very irreligious; have seen him sit on the floor, 
with a woman, his arms around her. The room 
they went into was a back room. They said 
the world’s people must not go there. 

Wrn. C. Crosby, Esq., testified. He was at 
the meeting on Saturday night, from about 7 to 
9 o'clock. There was a woman on the floor, 
who lay on her back, with a pillow under her 
head; she would occasionally rouse up and tell 
a vision, which site said was revealed to her. 
They would at times all he talking at once, hal- 
loing at the top of their voices; some of them 
said that there was too much sin there. Bv 
spells it was the noisiest I ever attended. He 
had seen them in groups, hugging and kissing 
each other. Once saw Elder Hall with his boots 
oft', and the women would go and kiss his feet. 
One girl made a smack, but did nut hit his foot 
with her lips. Hall said, "he that is ashamed 
of me before men, him will I be ashamed of be- 
fore my father and the holy aogcls.” She then 


gave his feet a number of kisses. Lorton Lam- 
bert, testified that he attended a meeting one 
evening, and that Dammon was very abusive; 
called all the other denominations liars, murder- 
ers, &c. A woman was present, who pretended 
to have visions, and who was blasphemously 
called the imitation of Christ. She was said to 
be from Portland; her name was Ellen Harmon. 
She told Mrs. Woodbury she must bn baptized, 
or go to hell. Mrs Woodbury concluded to be 
baptized. A Miss Dorinda Baker of Orring- 
ton figured largely. She told Lambert he was 
the devil, and ivould go to hell. She subse- 
quently went into the bed-room with a man 
whom they call Elder White, and when they 
came out, they were hugging each other. 

Miss Baker then went to one Doure, and they 
kissed each other. This night they went to the 
water and baptized. The visionist, Miss Har- 
mon, lying on the floor several hours — 7 to 1 
o’clock, that night. Part of the time Dammon 
lay on the floor, on his back. Elder White 
said if the Almighty had anything to reveal, he 
revenled it to Miss H. She acted as mediator. 

Jer. B. Green testified, that in the meeting he 
attended, he saw men wash women’s feet, &c. 
Elder D. was the Presiding Elder. He saw 
Dammon kiss Mrs. Osborn. 

Ellen Trundy testified that prisoner told her 
she must live on them that had property — and 
if God did not ccme, then they must all go to 
work together. 

The first witness offered by the defence, was 
James Ayer, Jr. He denied that a man went 
into the bed-room with Miss Baker. He was 
an adventist, and said it was a part of their 
faith to kiss each other — and that they had Bi- 
ble authority for it. He admitted that prisoner 
had no other business than to attend meetings. 
Dammon admitted that he had a spiritual wife, 
and was glad of it. He understood Miss Har- 
mon had a vision at Portland and was traveling 
through the country relating it. 

Job Moody, one of the brethren, affirmed that 
prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them the 
necessity of quitting all labor. He affirmed 
that D’s character was good. As for himself 
he had been serving the Lord and hammering 
against the devil of late. 

George Woodbury affitrmed he believed in 
Miss Harmon’s visions, because she told his 
wife’s feelings correctly. It was his impression 
that prisoner kissed his wife. Believes the 
world will come to an end within two months; 
prisoner preaches so. This is the faith of the 
band. He believed the sisters Harmon and Ba- 
ker’s revelations ns much as though they came 
from God. Sister Harmon said to his wife and 
the girls if they did not do as she said, they 
would go to hell. His wife and Dammon pass- 
ed across the floor on their hands nnd knees. — 
Some man did go into the bedroom. Heard 
brother Dammon say the gift of healing the 
sick la v in thechurch. Dammon advised us not 
to work, because there is enough to live on un- 
til the end of the world. 

Thomas Proctor testified that prisoner con- 
fessed to him that Miss Baker had an exercise 
in her bed-room, and that he went in and helped 
iierout. 

Much other testimony was received, pro and 
con, of a similar character, and the prisoner 
opened his defence. He cited Luke vii, 26; 
John 13; last chapter in Romans; Phillippians 
4th; 1st Thes. 5th chapter. 

Prisoner again arose, nnd read the 5th nnd 
J 20th Psalm. He argued that the day of grace 
had gore by, and that the believers were re- 
duced, but that there were too many yet, and that 
the end of the world would come within a week. 

The prisoner was sentenced to ten days in the 
House of Correction; from which sentence he 
appealed- 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, 
and the court was wailing for the counsel to 
come in, the prisoner and his witnesses asked 
permission, and sung that hymn by John Craig, 
beginning — 

“While I was down in Egypt's land, 

I heard my Savior was at hand; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 

And I wanted to be free; 

So I left my former brotherhood 
To sound the jubilee.” 

These scenes are enacted at Atkinson only.

It is indeed a melancholy reflection, and well 
deserving the attention of the humane, how this 
wild fury may be stopped, our youth preserved 
from pollution, those saved who are not yet ut- 
terly ruined — and those ruined, recovered if it 
can be so.
